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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF DOMESTIC LITERATURE, 


HISTORY. 

E are happy in being able to com- 

mence our Retrofpeét with the no- 
tice of feveral hiftorical works of confider- 
able merit and importance; among them 
js a Tranflation from the original Spanith, 
by Maurice KeaTINa, efq. of “ the 
True Hiltory of the Conquett of Mexico, 
by Captain Bernal Diaz del Caftillo, 
one of the Conquerors.” Among the 
numerous writers fubmitted to the review 
of Dr. Robertfon, the work of this vete- 
ran warrior pafled not without notice: it 
is ftated by the, hiftorians to contain a 
pralix, minute, confufed narrative of all 
Cortez’s operations in fuch a rude, vulgar 
ftyle as might be expeéted from an illite- 
rate foldier ;°> but as he relates tranfac- 
tions of which he was a witnefg, and in 
which he performed a confiderable part, 
his account bears all the marks of authen- 
ticity, and is accompanied with fuch a 
pleating natveté, with fuch interefting de- 
tails, with fuch amufing vanity, and yet 
fo pardonable in an old foldier, who had 
been (as he boafts) in a hundred and nine- 
teen battles, as render his book one of 
the mott fingular that is to be found in any 
language.’ Bernal Diaz, in his Intro- 
duction to this curious and valuable 
work, tells us, that during the time he 
was writing the fame, he happened to fee 
a work compofed by Francifco Lopez de 
Gomara, the elegance of which made him 
bluth for the vulgarity of his own, and 
throw down his pen in defpair : but when 
he had read it, he found that the whole 
was a mifreprefentation, and that in his 
extraordinary exaggeration of the number 
of the natives, and of thofe who were 
killed in the different battles, his account 
was utterly unworthy of belief. Now, 
fays honeft Diaz, as the art and beauty of 
hiftorical compofition is to write the truth, 
{ fhall therefore proceed with my relation, 
with fuch embellifhment and ornament as 
I fhall hereafter judge expedient. Indeed, 


if internal evidence has any weight, there . 


will be little doubt as to the unqualified 

credibility. of this work: the author, 

with all thé fimplicity and godline/s ima- 
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ginable, relates fuch horrible atrocities on 
the oy of Cortez and the Spaniards— 
himfelf implicated in every tranfaGion— 
as fcarcely any man, who felt the enormi- 
ty of them, would have committed, and 
certainly no man in his fenfes, whofe ob- 
jet was to conceal or glofs ‘them over, 
would have related. It muft be obferved, 
that Mr. Keating, without derivating in 
any degree from the fidelity of a tranflator, 
has entirely removed that prolixity, con~ 
fufion, and vulgarity, of which Dr. Ro- 
bertfon complains, and has prefented the 
“* Hiftorta Verdadera de la Conquefte de la 
Neuve Efpagna” to the Englifh public 
with all the chafte embellifhments of 
ftyle. 

CuarRLes Grant, Vifcount de Vaux, 
has compofed, principally from the papers 
and memoirs of Baron Grant, his father, 
who refided twenty years in the ifland, 
‘€ the Hiftory of Mauritius, or the Ille of 
France, and the neighbouring Iflands, 
from their firft Difcovery to the prefent 
Time.” This volume contains a great 
deal of curious and interefting informa- 
tion concerning the Ifland of Rodriguez, 
or Diego Ruis, and the Ifle of Bourbon, 
as well as concerning Mauritius: the edi- 
tor feems to havehad a Jarge mafs of ma- 
terials before him, which however he has 
not digefted into fo convenient and lucid 
a form as he ought to have done. The 
aftronomical, geographical, and maritime 
obfervations are however extremely valu- 
able, and the maps, which are well exe- 
cuted, will doubtlefs be found ufeful. 

We have been much amufed by Mifs 
Hecen Maria WILL1AMs’s “ Sketches 
of the State of Manners and Opinions in 
the French Republic towards the Clofe ot 
the eighteenth Century.” Having before 
taken an epportunity to obferve, that this 
lady’s ftyle of compofition has few charms 
for us, it is unneceflary torepeat the remark: 
her writings are too rapturous for the fo- 
briety of our tafte; nor indeed can we 
think that foreign words, crowded meta- 


‘phors, and poetic extafies, are by any 


means fuitable to the gravity and decorum 
of hiftoric ftvle. Whatever be the tafte 
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of the reader, however, and whatever be 
his politics, we may venture to infure him 
entertainment ‘in the perufal of thefe let- 
ters, which were written, we are informed 
in the preface, at different periods during 
the courfe of the laft two years: they re- 
Jate in general to the events of the day, 
and the difcuffions, opinions, and fenti- 
ments to which they gave rife, and may 
therefore be confidered as {ketches of man- 
ners, characters, and incidents in the 
French Revolution towards the clofe of 
the eighteenth century; and, in fome 
fort, to ufe Mifs Williams’s ftriking ex- 
preflion, ** as forming notes to the moft 
ftupendous page in the volume of human 
hiftory.” The letters are dated from 
Paris, and addrefled to a gentleman at 
Bafil:—fome of the firft of them relate to 
the Swifs Revolution, and here the author 
dete&ts with indignant keennefs, and ex- 
poles with juft feverity, many grois mif- 
ftaternents of facts on the part of M. 
Mallet du Pan, in his Hiftory of the De- 
ftruction of Helvetic liberty. Mifs Wil- 
liams has devoted many interefting letters 
to the Hiftory of the Revolution and 
Counter-revolution of Naples: fome cir- 
cumftances in conneétion with thefe 
events, deeply affecting the honour of the 
Britifh charaéter, are lefs known than they 
ought to be: where the Hero of the Nile 
is reprefented as the creature, the mere 
jailor, of the Neapolitan tyrant, we cannct 
but ope, that our author's information en 
this fubject is incorrect. When the French 
army retired from Naples, that city was 
immediately invefted by the counter-revo- 
lutionilts, different bands of which, flow- 
ing from the provinces, formed before the 
gates, and, aided by the Englifh, Ruffian, 
and Turkith {quadrons, completely block- 
aded it: the republican party fallied out 
to attack them; but, overpowered (ac- 
cording to Mifs Williams) by numbers 
twenty times fuperior to their own, they 
were compelled to retreat, and fhut them- 
felves up in the forts: that of Avigliano 
was firft attacked, when the patriots find- 
ing all means of refiftance inefleétual, fet 
fire to the powder-magazine—the fort 
blew up—the garrifon all perifhed but 
two, and about tour hundred of the infur- 
gents were buried under the: ruins! the 
day following evinced that a Neapolitan 
populace, in their holy ardor for religion, 
and the prefervation of focial order, enjoy 
as true a Leftrigonian tafte as any crew of 
Parifian Jacobins.—‘* Heads of patriots 
bathed in gore, were carried on pikes in 
triumph through the. ftreets ; their palpi- 
tating flefhh was gnawed by thefe monfters 


of fanaticifm ; thofe who wer 
maflacre, after feeing their Sicode ea 
ed before their eyes, were dragged —— 
{i b ° 9 gge to pri- 
on, but with circumftances of fuch 
ftrange inhumanity as never entered th 
imagination of the moft abominable _ 
rants. Every feeling of modefty wa 
outraged with fomewhat of ingenious fine. 
city. Men of the higheft rank, and wo 
men refpeétable for their virtues, cee 
ftripped naked, and dragged through the 
ftreets, after having undergone the moft 
favage and horrible excefles which human 
nature can commit or fuffer. The prifons 
and dungeons were, at the fame time 
thronged with perfons who formed the 
pride and ornament.of the Neapolitan na- 
tion.”’——The members of the Neapolitan 
government it feems had taken poffeffion 
of the two forts of the capital, called Caf 
tel Nuovo and Caftel del’ Uovo, and of the 
Caftelloa mare, fituated on the fea-fhore, 
at the diftance of about fix leagues from 
Naples; this latter fort capitulated with 
the commander of the Englith {quadron, 
Commodore Foote, who, in executing on 
his part the terms of the capitulation, did 
no more than the honour and duty ofa 
Britith officer required. The Caftel Nuovo 
likewife capitulated obtaining fecurityboth 
of the perfons and property of all who weie 
in the two forts, and liberty toall, either to 
remain at Naples, or embark for France 
on board tranfports, which fhould be fur- 
nifhed, if neceflary, at the expence of the 
King of Naples, and equipped with every 
thing requifite for the paflage; and, 
marching out of the garrifon from the 
refpeStive forts with the honours of war, 
they were to ground their arms on the | 
fea-fhore at the moment of their embarka- 
tion. ‘This capitulation was ratified by 
Cardinal Ruffo, Vicar-general of the 
Kingdom of the two Sicilies, by Commo- 
dore Foote, and by the refpeétive Commo- 
dores of the Ruffian and Turkifh forces. 
While the two garrifuns, to the amount of 
about 1500 men, who had declared their 
intention of emigrating, were waiting for 
the preparing and provifioning of the vel- 
fels which were to convey them to France, 
Lord Nelfon arrived with his whole fleet 
in the road of Naples, having on board 
his fhip Sir William Hamilton and his 
lady. On the evening of June 26, tie 
patriots embarked on board the tranfports 
prepared for their conveyance to France. 
—‘* The next day, the tranfports were 
moored, under the direétion of Englifh ofi- 
cers, along-fide the Eriglith fleet, which 
was ftretched acrofs the bay, as it were, 


in a line of battle, where they remained 
at 








at anchor, cach under the cannon of an 
Engli/h vefel!”’—On the day following, 
the members of the executive and legifla- 
tive commiflion, all the officers who had 
occupied the firft ranks in the Republic, 
and others who had been marked out by 
the court of Sicily, were hauled out of 
the tranfports on board the Britith Admi- 
ral’s fhip,—** bound hand and foot, like 
the vileft criminals,”°—for the amufement 
and meditation of Sir William and Lady 
Hamilton: the victims, after this review, 
were diftributed in the other thips of the 
fleet. The capitulation being thus fa- 
vagely infracted, vith refpect to the per- 
fons on board the tranfports, thofe, we 
are informed, who remained in the forts, 
and on the faith of the treaty were confi- 
dent of returning to their homes, were all 
made prifoners on the entrance ‘of the 
Englith troops, and fhut up in the dun- 
geons of the refpective caftles. The pa- 
triots on board the tranfports, wearied by 
the cruelties they fuffered, fent a petition 
to Admiral Nelfon, reminding him that 
they had capitulated, and requetting him 
to execute tie capitulation, which had 
been made through the intervention of an 
Englifh commander.—* The admiral re- 
ceived their petition and remonttrance, 
and returned it to them, with an anfwer 
written in his own hand at the bottom of 
the page, ’"—** that he had fhewn their 
paper to their gracious king, who muft be the 
beft and only judge of the merits and demerits 
of his fulyeéts!?*—The foul and bloody 
profcription which followed this firft a&t 
of treachery is too notorious and too me- 
lancholy to be infifted on: {fuffice it to 
fay, that, eager to throw off the infamy of 
this tranfa@tion, the exiftence of this capi. 
tulation has been denied by {ome perfons ; 
Mifs Williams, however, having been 


intrufted with the Ofiginal paper, figned 


by the refpe&tive parties, has been enabled 
to clear up the bufinefs.—** There are 
two copies (fays our author) of this capi- 
tulation extant, one in Italian and the 
other in French; the Italian copy is in 
Italy; the French one is in Paris, and 
was confided to me by the Bithop of Ca- 
nofa, Monteigneur Forges Di Avanzati, 
who was a member of the legiflative body 
of the Neapolitan Republic; and by M. 
Ricciardi, commiffary in chief for the cr- 
ganifation of the Neapolitan provinces. 
Thete re{peétable patriots, who were im 
the number that capitulated, and who, 
particularly marked for vengeance, efcap- 
ed, as it were, by miracle, from the hands 
of the affaiiins, have certified to me the 
truth of the original, which I heve lites 


. 
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rally tranfcribe; fince the events which 
followed might otherwile leave a doubt 
efpecially in the minds of Englithmen, 
whether fuch 2 capitulation could pe 
have exifted.”” The capitulation is ac. 
cordingly given in an appendix, which 
contains fome curious hittorical docu. 
ments. We are forry that Mifs Wil- 
liams has not informed us of the fate of 
the four hoftages who were placed in the 
hands of the commander of the fortre{s of 
St. Elmo until fuch as were to emigrate 
into France arrived at the port of Toulon, 
MatcouM Laine, efq. a gentleman 
of high rank in the literary world, and to 
whom the public is indebted for the addi- 
tion of two able chapters to Dr. Henry’s 
Hiftory, has publiihed in two o&tavo yo- 
lumes “* The Hiftory of Scotland, from 
the Union of the Crowns, on the acceffion 
of James VI. to the throne of England, 
to the Union of the Kingdoms in the 
reign of Queen Anne.” Mr. Laing feems 
to enjoy, in no inconfiderable degree, all 
the requifites of an hiftorian—tafte, judg- 
ment, induftry in refearch, and impar- 
tiality in narrative. The author derived 
his manu(cript materials for the prefent 
hiftory, chiefly from the Library of the 
Faculty of Advocates -at Edinburgh, to 
which he enjoyed profeffional accefs: Cal- 
derwood’s manulcript, Matthew Craw- 
ford’s, and the manulcript hiftories were 
procured from the records of the Church 
of Scotland: the Records alfo of the Jutti- 
ciary Court and of the Privy Council were 
fubmitted to theexamination of Mr, Laing, 
who acknowledges his obligation for many 
valuable materials to the private repot- 
tories of feveral gentlemen who were wil. 
ling to impart whatever afliitance it was 
in their power to lend. In confequence 
of thefe copious aids much new and cu- 
rious matter is advanced, and the reader 
will find many events placed in a new and 
different light from that in which he may 
probably have been accuftomed to view 
them. Mr. Laing has added to this 
work two diflestations, hiftorical and eri- 
tical, one on the Gowrie con{piricy, for 
which he is indebted to Mr. Pinkerton 5 
wherein it is contended, that Alexander 
Ruthwen, a favourite of Queen Anne 
of Denmaik, was the fole author of the 
attempt on James, ‘cin itlelf (ays the 
writer) foolith and weakly conducted, but 
deiigned to accompliih fome object which 
both had in view, moft probably an ab- 
dication of the government by oem 
, he Queen’s appointment to the Ae~ 
aus — fubject of the other differ 
tation is the authenticity of Olnan's 
4D2 Poems, 
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Poems, which we believe are now very 
generally if not univerfally allowed to be 
fpurious. As the prefent work forms a 
continuation of Dr. Robertfon’s Hiftory of 
Scotland, we are happy to be informed by 
the auchor, that it is his defign to add, in 
a {mall preliminary or rather intermediate 
volume, an Hiftorical and Critical Differta- 
tfon on the acceflion of Mary Queen of Scot- 
Jand tothe murder of her hufband. On this 
fubjeét Mr. Laing fays, that he has already 
difcovered fome, and may ftill expect to 
procure more, original materials fubfer- 
vient to the evidence of which the public 
is poffeffed. 

An anonymous writer has prefented the 
public with «A Hiftcrical and Philofophi- 
cal Sketch of the Difcoveries and Settle- 
ments of the Europeans in Northern and 
Weftern Africa, at the clofe of the 
Eighteenth Century.”* This little work 
is chiefly indebted tor its materials to Mr. 
Ledyard, Meflts. Lucas, Bruce, Watt, 
Winterbotham, Houghton, Park, Brown, 
&c. The writer has drawn it up with 
confiderable care, and we doubt not but 
that he will be amply repaid for his 
trouble. 

It may be fufficient to tranfcribe the 
title ptge of the following work :— 
«* George Buchanan’s Dialogue, concern- 
ing the Rights of the Crown of Scotland. 
Tranflated into Englifh; with two Difler- 
tations prefixed: one Archeological, en- 
quiring into the pretended Identity of the 
Getes and Scythians, of the Getes and 
Goths, and of the Goths and Scots; and 
the other Hiftorical, vindicating the Cha- 
racter of Buchanan as an Hiftorian: and 
containing fome Specimens of his Poetry, 
in Englifh Verfe. By Robert Macfarlan, 
A. M.” 

‘© The New Annual Regifter’’ has 
made its appearance, and we are happy 
to fay, that the writers, not content with 
merely fupporting that well-earned repu- 
tation which their Jabours, during feveral 
years, have acquired them for talent, im- 
putiality, and judgment, have exceeded 
themfelves in the diligence, accuracy, 
and ability, which they have employed 
in the compofition of the prefent volume. 
The limits of their publication obvioufly 
prohibit that copious and minute detail 
of Parliamentary Debate which is afford- 
ed in our diurnal papers, and fome pe- 
riodical publications exprefsly devoted to 
the purpofe. This portion of the account 
of our domeftic occurrences, therefore is, 
of neceffity, meagre and unfatisfactory : 
but the department of foreign hiftory is 
executed with uncommon ability, and 
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evinces the writer to hay 
enlarged and critical view of the Conti 
nental operations, and of the intr u : 
interefts, and conneétions, of various Cs 
binets. The narrative given of the fab. 
jeétion of Switzerland to the French mien 
brought to our remembrance Mi(s Wil. 
liams’s account of the cautes which led 
to that event: ‘** the Mountain-nymph 
iweet Liberty,”’ had long fince fled thote 
regions which fhe had once fixed on as her 
abode: the governments of the feveral 
Cantons were indeed diffimilar in many 
refpeéts, but they appear to have been 
ftamped with one common character of 
intolerance and oppreffion. In account- 
ing for the facility with which this coun. 
try fubmitted to the Republic, the au- 
thor, however, is far from fanctioning 
the conduét of the latter, and fully and 
feelingly relates the mileries which en- 
fued ; who, indeed, could fee the vul- 
ture hovering over thofe once happy hills, 
its prey held firmly in its talons, without 
breathing for the unhappy victim one figh 
of commiferation ? The military opera. 
tions of the year 1799 were fo numerous, 
and fo widely extended over Europe, that 
it demanded no common pen to give a 
lucid and accurate account of them: the 
writer of this portion of the Annual Re- 
gifter has, however, accomplithed the 
difficult undertaking in a mafterly man- 
ner. To the prefent volume is prefixed 
Part III. of the Hiflory of Knowledge, 
Learning, and Tafte, in Great Britain 
during the Reign of Charles II. 

In a former retrofpe&t we noticed Mr. 
Herbert Marfh’s ¢* Hiftory of the Poli- 
tics of Great Britain and France, from 
the Time of the Conference at Pilnitz to 
the Declaration of War agaift Great 
Britain,” &c. in which work the learned 
author had Jaboured with great earneft- 
nefs to fhew that France was the aggrel- 
for in the prefent calamitous and blood- 
fhedding conteft. On that pamphlet Mr. 
W. Beliham, a gentleman of whofe in- 
telletual attainments and moral character 
we think highly, notwithftanding the 
opinion which we unfortunately gave on 
a former occafion of his Hiftory of .the 
Reign of George III. has lately pub- 
lifhed fome ‘* Remarks” which have called 
from Mr. Marth a vindication of his 
work. Thefe gentlemen, we are forry 
to fee, preferve not that coolnefs and mo- 
deration which would have been miore 
confiftent with the dignity of their cha- 
raéters, nor that fenfe of each other's 
merits and abilities which an indifferent 


fpectator would have felt for both. es 
ay 
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have oftentimes exprefled a decided opi- 
nion, that England was virtually the ag- 
greflor in this wary and as Mr. Marth 
had, with fuch ability and force, con- 
tended that the endurance was all on this 
fide of the water, and the provocation all 
on the other, we cannot but feel rejoiced 
that Mr. Belfham has fo fuccefsfully en. 
deavoured to give the public an opportu- 
nity of judging on this fubje& for them- 
felves. After having expatiated on the 
depredations which have been made on 
the Confitution, and for which the plea 
of neceflity has been fo frequently and 
unjattly alleged, Mr. Belfham ftates what 
the effect of the prefent war has had on 
the comforts of the people, and on that 
relative fituation, in terms which we can- 
not forbear to quote :—="* We have feen 
on one fide of the channel which divides 
the Britith Iflands our féllow-fubjects ex- 
aipera'ed into rebellion, and_perifhing 
under the edge of the fword ; and on the 
other, terrified into univerfal fubmiffion, 
and in the filence of defpair, ftarving with 
hunger; while placemen, contra¢tors, 
loan-jobbers, and the hoft of locufts which 
prey upon the vitals of the land, are ac- 
cumulating out of the deep diftreffés of 
the people ttupendous fortunes—from the 
bowers of pleafure and of opulence fur- 
veying, with frigid indifference, the fur- 
rounding abodes of mifery ; and with un- 
blufhing effrontery proclaiming amidft 
their abominable revels, mafques, and 
orgies, that the war is HOLY, JUST, AND 
NECESSARY.” 

We ought long fince to have noticed, 
that a fociety of gentlemen have publithed 
the firt volume of a work which is not 
very diffimilar in its plan from the Annual 
Regifter, entitled ‘¢ The Annual Hamp- 
thire Repofitory ; or, Hiftorical, Econo- 
mical, and Literary Mifcellany: a--Pro- 
vincial Work of entirely original Mate- 
rials, comprifing all Matters relative to 
the County, ialidinn the Ifle of Wight, 
&c."” This plan of a County Regifteg is, 
we believe, novel, and a work of the 
fort, when the execution is good, certainly 
has a claim to the patronage of the public. 
The prefent volume opens with a fum- 
mary of the civil and political hiftory of 
Hampthire, from the ite of the King’s 
Proclamation, May 21, 1792, to the end 
of the year 1798: a chronicle foliows of 
events arranged under the heads of births, 
marriages, preferments, promotions, and 
deaths ; next comes a minute account of 
the navy, army, and church: and then 
a lit of ating magittrates, reports of 
allizes and feffions-caules, a lift of county 
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officers and members of Parliament, an 
account of the ports of the county, anda 
litt of the exports and imports. The 
ftate of the poor in this county, and cha. 
rities for their relief, form an important 
divifion of the woik: a wood account is 
given ot the ftate of its agriculture, of its 
antiquities and natural hitory. A mifcel- 
laneous department, and an appendix 
conclude the volume. It appears, shove. 
fore, that the plan of this work is, as it 
thould be, to embrace a great variety of 
objects, and to communicate whatever 
information inay be intereiting to the hit 
torian, the lawyer, the naturalift, the 
man of bufinefs, and the farmer. The 
execution is, on the whole, reipectable, 
and we fhall be happy if the fucceis of 
the prefent publication fhall induce gen. 
tlemen of other counties to collect mate. 
rials for fimilar repofitories of provincial 
hiftory. 

6 Secret Memoirs of the Court of Pe- 
terfburg, particularly towards the end of 
the Reign of Catherine II. and the com- 
mencement of that of Paul I. ; formin 
a defcription of the manners of Peterf- 
burg, at the clofe of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and containing various anecdotes, 
collected during a refidence of ten years 
in that capital; together with remarks on 
the education of the Grand Dukes, the 
manners of the ladies, and the religion of 
the people, tranflated from the French, in 
2 vols." A great part of the information 
contained in thefe volumes, had before 
been tranflated by Mr. Tooke; tome 
anecdotes, however, are related of the late 
Emperor Paul, which, if true—if not fa- 
bricated for the occafion—materially leffen 
our furprife at his political whimficality. 

A tranflation which feems to be exe- 
cuted with care, has appeared of M. Vot- 
ney’s Lectures on Hiltory, delivered in 
the Norman School at Paris. 

<“‘ Retrofpection; or, a Review of the 
moft ftriking and important Events of 
the laft eighteen hundred Years, by H. 
L. Piozzi,2 vols. gto." An attempt 
is here made to reduce into a {mall com- 
pafs, the multiplicity of events which have 
occurred fince the era of man’s recemp- 
tion. It is the opinion of the authorels, 
that in our diiiurbed and buly days 
abridgements only can be ufeful, as no 
one has leifure to read better books. How 
it happens that, men in general have lefs 
leifure now than formerly we know not 5 
but this we know, that it would be a 
waite of what leifure they have, to {pend 
it in reading {0 contemptible a work as

this lady may, as a fatellite of Dr. John- 
fon, have formerly acquired will, we ap- 
prehend, be compleatly deftroyed by her 
publication of the prefent work. A more 
difgufting affectation of profound learning, 
with fo compleat an abfence of common 
information—fuch a ftring of miftakes for 
which a {chool-boy or 2 fchool-girl fhould 
be correted—fuch unmeaning, infipid, 
and tedious garrulity—we never met with 
before. , 
The laft work which has come before 
us in this department of literatufe, is a 
tranfiation from the French of M. 
P:tir’s ** Marengo; or, the Campaign 
of Italy, by the Army of Referve under 
the command of the Chief Conful, Bona- 
pute, witha Map of the North-weift Part 
of Italy, fhewing the Route of the Army ; 
to which are added, a Biographical No- 
tice of the Life and Military Aétions of 
General Defaix.’’ This woik from the pen 
of an enemy, a horfe grenadier in the 
Conlular-guard, may not, perhaps, gene- 
rally receive that full implicit credit for 
the truth of its narrative, which can alone 
render it really interefting. The author, 
who attended the Chief Conful in the 
campaign, is certainly qualified to com- 
municate every information concerning it; 
the queftion is, how far his prejudice 
sight lead him to deviate from hiitorical 
truth. It muft be acknowledged, how- 
ever, that there is every appearance of 
Impartiality in this writer, for, notwith- 
ftanding many idle gafconades, ample 
jultice is paid to the intrepid and obfti- 
nate bravery of the Auftrians, who are 
acknowledged to have had the beft of the 
battle during twelve hours, and on whole 
fide vigtory would certainly have decided 
But for the arrival of Genera! Defaix and 
his troops, which foon turned the foriun 
of theday. The details of the battle of 
Marengo, in which the Chief Conful was 
very near being killed or taken prifoner, 
are dreadful beyond all description, and 
beyond all imagination. ‘The French ar- 
my when the action begun, is ftated to 
have been from forty to forty-five thou- 
find men, and the Auttrians, from fifty- 
five to fixty thoufand. However exag- 
gerated this latter number may be, as it 
very probably 1s, there can be no doubt 
ef the parity in part of flrength, difci- 
pline, and valour, between the‘e fcrmida- 
ble forces, and that from this parity re- 
fulted that horrible laughter which en- 
fued. M. Petit eftimates the whole lofs 
of the enemy in the courte of the cam- 
paign at fixty-five thoufand men, and con- 
ceals the lefs of the French by fimply 


- 
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ftating, that the victory of Marengo co 
the Republic dear. Although the battle 
of Marengo is a prominent part of the 
narrative of M. Betityhis defcription of 
the difficulties which the French army fur- 
mounted, and the perils to which the 
were expofed in the paflage of the Alps 
is highly interefting, and excites our ut- 
moft attonifhment without, in any degree, 
fhocking our belief. 
POLITICAL ECONOMY. 
Mr. GiRDLER has publithed fome 
‘* Obfervations on the pernicious Confe. 
quences of Foreftalling, Regrating, and 
Ingrofling, &c. &c.’’ This gentieman, 
fympathifing, we doubt not, with the fuf. 
ferings of a large majority of the people 
of this country, jn confequence of the 
enormous price attached to every necefla- 
ry of life, has taken much pains to make 
himlelf acquainted with the caufes of that 
calamity, which every difinterefted man 
mult have deplored. Mr. Girdler, how- 
ever, is not a man whole judgment is 
fufficiently cool for fuch a laborious and 
intricate inveitigation: his inferences are 
too general for his premifes ; his affertions 
therefore are frequently unfupported by 
arguments or facts. Becaufe Mr. Gird- 
ler has been up and down the river 
Thames, and other large towns befides 
the capital, and has difcovered granaries 
and uninhabited houfes filled with flour, 
wheat, and cther grains, he decides ina 
peremptory tone that the fcarcity was ar- 
tificial, and deals out thunder without 
mercy againft an ideal herd of mono- 
polilts, foreftallers, regraters, &c. &c. &c. 
Mr. Girdler ftates not, therefore we pre- 
fume he knows not, the quantity of hoard- 
ed grain, nor does he feem aware of the 
immenfe depolits of corn which are ne- 
ceflary for the confumption of the king- 
dom. Mr. Girdier aflerts, in contradic- 
tion we believe to the refult of every in- 
veltigation which has been made on the 
fubject, **that this kingdom has for a 
feries of years paft, upon an average, pro- 
duced, and does yet produce more than 
a fufficient quantity of grain to fupply all 
its inhabitants, without any afliltance 
from foreign parts.’ An unfupported 
affertion of this fort induces us to be icep- 
tical as to the truth of pofitions of a lefs 
queftionable nature. Mr. Girdler, inthe 
pamphlet before us, has thrown a great 
many gocd hints on a variety of fubjects 
connected with the political economy of 
the kingdom, but we think he 1s much 
and feverely to be-cenfured for endeavour- 
ing to excite a popular edium which may 
be attended, in all probability, with . 
0 












of popular fury, againt a fet. of men 
whole guilt is far from being fufficiently 
eftablifhed to warrant fo general and dan- 
cerous a denunciation. 

Notwithftandingthe feafon of affiition is, 
we hope,almott over, we cannot avoid notic- 
ing, though in acurfory manner, a few of 
thevery numerous pamphlets which appear- 
ed onthe fubject of the high price of provi- 
fons. Lord SHEFFIELD has publithed fome 
«¢ Remarks on the Deficiency of Grain, 
&c.”” with an appendix, containing ac- 
counts of all corn imported and exported, 
with the prices, from 1697 to the roth 
of Oétober, 1800. His Lordhhip has taken 
an enlarged and liberal view of the fub- 
ject, and attributes the high price of corn 
with more reafon on his fide than Mr, 
Girdler, rather to a real {carcity of the 
article, than to any unfair accumulation 
of itin the hands of individuals. His 
Lordfiip is of opinion, that corn cannot 
be monopolized to any great and perma- 
nent extent in fuch a country as this: 
«to have monopolized ({ays he,) only one 
month’s confumption in this laft fummer, 
would have acquired a capital of nearly 
five millions fterlings.”” His Lordfhip 
after tracing the nature, progrefs, and ex- 
tent of the {carcity, proceeds in offering 
various meafures of relief. 

Though not connected with the fubject of 
fearcity, the mention of Lord Sheffield’s 
name renders it not improper that we fhould 
ftate, in honourof the fame NobleLord, that 
he has written fome excellent ‘ Obferva- 
tions on the Objeétions made to the Ex- 
port of Wool from Great Britain to Ire- 
land.” This fubje&t it is well known 
engaged his Lordfhip’s attention many 
years ago: the prefent pamphiet certainly 
demonftrates that he is mafter of it. 

Mr. WairHMan, a gentieman whofe 
abilities and political tenets are both weil 
known, has endeavotired to prove that the- 
war in which we have fo long been un- 
happily engaged, is the real caufe of the 
{carcity, and the enormous high price of 
provifions. 

Mr. Parsons’s ¢¢ Letter to a Member 
of the Britith Parliament onthe Abfurdity 
of Popular Prejudices,”’ is written with a 
great deal of liberality, and difplays much 
good fenfe : it is one of the benevolent ob- 
jects of this author, to ftem that torrent 
of obloquy which threatened fuch ferious 
confequences to farmers and corn-factors. 

An anonymous writer has publifhed 
fome admirable ** Hints for a Vindication 
of Monopoly, Foreftalling, and Regratings 
&c.” The author of this very fenfible 
aud {rious pamphlet, contends, like Lord

or that " is impoffible that the 
igM price of provifions thould be the ef. 
fect of monopoly and regrating : “ Dearth 
(fays he,) cannot be the offspring of thefe 
practices, becaufe, if the authors have any 
intereft in producing it, and a power to 
fecond that interett, it is evident that 
dearth mutt be eternal and unremitting.” 
Various other topics are touched upon in 
this pamphlet, particularly the condu@ of 
farmers, the expedience of advancing the 
wages of labor, the tendency of war to 
increafethe fictitious capitalof the nation 

and its general influence on the prices of 
provifions. 

Dr. ANDERSON, a gentleman whofe 
practical knowledge of agriculture, united 
to his former fpeculations on fubjects 
connected with political economy, entitles 
him to attention, has inftituted ‘A Calm 
Inveftigation of the Circumftances that 
have led to the Scarcity of Grain in Bri- 
tain, fuggelting the Means of Alleviating 
that Evil, and of preventing theRecurrence 
of fuch a Calamity in Future.” Dr. An. 
derfon contends with ftrength of argument 
and faéts of hiftory on his fide, that 
Great Britain has within itfelf the means 
of turnifhing produce fufficient for its po- 
pulation. From a reference to ancient 
hiftory, and to the hiftory of our own 
country in diitant times, it is.conterided, 
that fcarcity of provilions is not the con- 
fequence of encreafing population, but 
rather an evidence that population is de- 
clining: Egypt and Carthage, Rome 
and Sicily, Greece and Paleitine, each 
of which was more populous than Great 
Britain, imported not corn till the period 
of their utmoft: population had pafled 
away: Britain, and the kingdoms of the 
Continent, now that they are become po- 
pulous, are le’s frequently vilited with ta- 
mine than when the inhabitants were few. 
Spain, at the period when it boafted an 
immenfe population, had plenty ; now that 
it has loft two-thirds of its inhabitants, 
it is lefs bountifully fupplied than any of 
the adjoining ftates. Dr. Anderfon, in 
fhort, throwing afide, as inadequate or ir- 
relevant, moft of thofe various caufes to 
which the high price of corn has been ge- 
nerally attributed, conliders the change 
which has taken place in the Corn Laws 
within the lat fiity years, co-operating 
with fome minor-agents, as affording a 
very adequate {olution of the problem. 
Dr, Anderfon, in a former publication, 
had oppofed by clofe reafoning Adam 
Smith’s doctrise of a free trade, and had 
contended that a well-regulated and effici- 
ent bounty on the exportation, and “sy 
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on the importation of corn, mutt necef- 
farily tend, in the fir? place, to moderate 
the average price of corn, fo as to make 
it upon the whole lower than it could 
poffibly have been without it: fecondly, 
to encourage the production of corn, fo as 
neceflarily to augment the quantity in the 
home-markets ; and thirdly, to prevent 
thofe fluctuations in the prices of-corn 
which are attended with fuch ferious and 
incalculable evils. ‘The celebrated Corn- 
law which was enacted in the year 1688, 
had for its object the encouragement of 
exportation, and the prevention, as much 
as poffible, of importation ; and it effeéfed 
the defired purpofe. This law was fuf- 
pended in the year 1757, fince which pe- 
riod it has never been fuffered to operate 
freely; and fince the year 1773, it has 
been altered and virtually repealed. An 
oppofite policy fucceeded, for it was the 
fpirit of the new law of 1773, to pro- 
mote ymportation as much as poffible, and 
to annihilate ¢xportation. This object 
has alfo been accomplifhed; ** Now, (fays 
Dr. Anderfon,) what confequerces have 
refulted from effecting thefe two purpofes ? 
By the operation of the old law, the prices 
in the home-market were reduced in the 
courfe of fifty years to the confumers 
in the home-market, from 3]. torl. 12s. 6d. 
per quarter, and by the operation of the 
new law the prices are rifen, from 2). 
as. 1d. to sl. ros. per quarter!*” It 
would give us pleafure to purfue the rea- 
fonings and deductions of this excellent 
economift, but we muft turn our atten- 
tion to the many other works which prefs 
upon us. 

A Kentifh Clergyman’s ‘“‘Obfervations 
on the enormous high Price of Provi- 
fions’’ are well intended, but do not feem 
calculated to remedy the evil or to prevent 
recurrence, 

T he author of *¢ A Refidence in France*’ 
has publifhed a pamphlet, entitled ** A 
Maximum,” illuftrating the ill confe- 
quences which would attach to fuch a 
meature in England, by thofe which 
aétually refulted: from it in France; the 
author was an eye-witneis of its bane- 
ful effeéts in that country : ‘* The French 
Revolution, (fays he,) hadin various ways 
occafioned a fvarcity, and the Maximum 
changed that fcarcity into famine! 

Mr. Prince has publifhed fome lauda- 





* Dr. Anderfon’s pamphlet was written in

tory ‘*Obfervations on the A 
corporating the London Flour 4 
Company.’’ We cannot Pres ty ey 
eulogies, nor form any conception how ; 
chartered company, with exclufive advan. 
tages, is to lower the market-price of the 
article in which they deal, 

‘An attentive ob/erver’’ has addrefled 
‘‘An Appeal to the Public, in Behalf of 
the poorerMillers and Bakers refpecting the 
high Price of Bread, and the Injury fuftain. 
ed by them from the London Company.” 
The author ftates the immediate effeR 
of the incorporation of this Company to 
have been the raifing, not the reduéion 
of the price of corn; he alfo confiders the 
little millers and bakers to have fuffered 
feverely irom its eftablifhment. 

The book({ellers have fpeculated on the 
publication of Mr. Burke’s ** Thoughts 
and Details on Scarcity,” which were 
prefented to Mr. Pitt in 1795. What- 
ever comes from the pen of this great 
man, excites intereft,and merits attention: 
where Mr. Burke’s ob(ervations are ge. 
neral, they may be applied to the fcarcity 
which lately vifited us, but they are often. 
times of a temporary and irrelevant na. 
ture. 

“*A Report” is publifhed, *¢ of the State 
and Progrefs of the Inftitution for the 
Relief of the Poor of the City of London 
and Parts adjacent, fituate in New-Itreet, 
and Friar-{treet, Black Friars.” The 
propriety and policy of fuch Inftitutions 
being admitted, there can be no doubt as 
to the excellence of the regulations by 
which this is condufted; and, at any-rate, 
there can be no doubt as to the benevo- 
lence of thofe gentlemen who are inflru- 
mental in fupport of it. In the prefent 
pamphlet are given the elevation, ground- 
plan, &c. of the houfe ; receipts for pre- 
paring the foup and rice which have been 
diftributed to the poor, and the regula. 
tions adopted by the Affociation, Itap- 
pears that in ninety-four days, 120,416 
quarts of foup were delivered, (the ex- 
perce of which was 1462]. 13s. being 
nearly three pence per quart) at a penny 
per quart, fo that the lofs to the Com- 
mittee was about two-thirds of the ex- 
pence. ° A fum, exceeding sool. was alfo 
funk by the reduced price at which pota- 
toes, pickled-herrings,-and preparations 
of rice, were fold to the poor. The 
Phoenix Fire-office Company very gene- 
roully enfured the premifes, to the amount 
of 12001. for the nominal premium of 5s 
per annum; and the New River Com- 
pany gratutioufly fupplied the kitchen with 
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«Practical Economy ; or, a Propofal 
for enabling the Poor to provide for them. 
felves; with Remarks on the Ettablithment 
of Soup-houfes, and an Invettigation of 
the real Caufe of the. prefent extravagant 
Confumption of fineWheaten Bread by the 
People of this Country : by a Phyfician.” 
This is a very fenfible and well-written 
pamplilet, which the author divides into 
three parts: in the firff he makes fome 
ftiiking remarks on the injurious confe- 
quences of foup houfes, to the health and 
morals of the poor. In the /econd he re- 
probates the con‘umption of tea, as lead- 
ing toa moft unneceflary con{umption of 
bread, and in it‘e'f, as being extremel 
prejudicial to the animal fyitem ; the 
learned author particularly difcourages 
the ufe of it among the laboring poor, 
and fhews by tables that palfics have re- 
gularly increafed with the increafed ufe 
of tea, We have not the prefumption to 
place our opinion in oppohtion to that of 
a medical man on this fubjeét, but if it 
isa fact it is a curious one, that tea 
fhould be fo deleterious an article of con- 
fumption among us, and fo perfeély in- 
Noxious as it appears to be in the Eaft, 
where it is ufed in a much more frequent 
and more copious manner. We do not 

recollect that Sir Gsorge Staunton, in his 
Travels over the Chinefe Empire, Captain 
Turner, in his Vifitto Bootan and Tibet, 
or Major Symes, in his Embaffy to Ava, 
once mentioned having ieen a viétim to 
the palfy, or even confidered the free ufe 
of teaas operating unfavourably on the 
conititution of the inhabitants of the 
coun.tes through which they vafled ; it 
certairly, therefore, is fomewhat fingular, 
if its effe€ts are fo noxious on the pgople 
of England, as is reprefented by this 
writer. In the third divition of his 
pamphlet, the author enlarges—in a neat. 
and philofophical manner on the nutri-. 
tious principle of wheat, with a view of 
luRrating its moft economical as well as 
Wholefsme preparation as food. 
The celebrated Mr. BrinDLEY ob- 
ferved, that in the various works in which 
€ was engaged, the North countrymen 
from Lancathire avd York‘hire, whole 
diet was oat-cake and hafty-pudding, fuf- 
tained more labour and gained more money 
than the labourers from the South, whe 


lived on’ bread and cheefe, bacon and beer, 


&c. From this faét the writer of this pam- 
Phiet before us, is induced to recommend 
that the confumption of bread be dimi- 
nithed among the poor, and that they be 
inftru&ed in the preparation and ule of un- 
‘mented firinacea combined with alle 
Monruiy Mac, No, 75s 
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mal fat, which preparation he afferts, and 
not without apparent reafon, would be 
at once cheaper and imore flrengthen- 
ing. 

Sir Frepericx Morton Epen has 
endeavoured to form ‘¢An Eitimate of the 
Number of Inhabitants of Great Britain 
and Ireland.”

We fhall fee at fome future time, how far 
this calculation agrees with the cenfus 
now taking by aét of Parliament. 

We are happy to fee publifhed “ The 
Report of the Commiffioners appointed 
by his Majefty to enquire inzo the State 
and Management of the Cold Bath- Fields 
Prifon.”” For obvious reafons, we fhall 
not indulge ourfelves in any obfervations 
which may have occurred to us on the 
fubjeét. 

A Citizen of London,but no Magiftrate, 
has made fome very proper ‘* Obfervations 
on Mr. Colquhoun’s Freatife on the Police 
of the Metropolis.” The writer af- 
ferts, and we think juftly, that many of 
Mr. Colquhoun’s calculations are formed 
upon very flight and infufficient data, 
and that the remedies which he has pro- 
pofed are many of them very quefti nable 
at heft. The author particularly objects 
againft the danger which would arife from 
the eftablifhment of a Board of Police 
vetted with all the powers propofed by 
Mr. Colquhoun, confidering that fuch an 
eftablifhment would interfere with the pri- 
vileges of the city of London. Some few 
re narks in this pamphlet are worthy atten- 

on. 

‘ Mr. Morean Cove, Prebendary of 
Hereford, &c. as ot rae to an Effay, 
which he tormerly publifhed, on the Reve- 
nuesof theChurch of England, has inftituted 
«¢ An Enquiry intothe Neceflity,] uftice, and 
Policy of a Commutation of Tythes. 

This fenfible and argumentative tract, ap- 
pears to have been written in confequence 
of certain refolutions publithed by the 
Grand Jury of she county of York, on 
the neceflity and means of the improve- 
ment of agriculture : in thefe Refolu a 
a fair and permanent compeniat.on in th 
of tythes is infiftedon. Mr. Cove, con- 


i ; ion would 
fidermg eS {uch a compenfation err’ 
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immediately affe& the, property of the 
church, and confequently the refpectabi- 


lity of the clergy and the interefts of re- 
ligion, has reafoned in an able manner to 
fhew that fuch a comavutation would be 
unneceflary, unjuft, and impolitic. Feel- 
ing, however, in all probability, that the 
‘Tythe-laws are not in every refpeét pre- 
cilely what they fhould be, he has laid 
down a plan for their amelioration. He 
fuggefts that an aét might be pafled to 
enable clergymen, with the affent of the 
bifhop and patron on one fide, and the 
land-owner on the other, to grant leafes 
of their tythes and glebes for twenty-one 


years: and, in cafe of any difference of © 


Opinion as to rent, that two arbitrators 
be appointed ; one to be named by the 
bifhop, patron, and incumbent, and the 
other by the landlord and tenant. Er- 
neftly anxious, for our own part, that the 
interefts of agriculture fhould as much as 
poflible be confulted on the one hand ; 
and on the other, deprecating the flighteft 
infringement on private property and the 
rights of individua's, we wifh to fee this 
fubject fairly brought to iffue, and argued, 
pro and con, in a calm and temperate man- 
ner, by gentlemen well qualified for the 
difcuffion. Mr. Cove hasthrown down the 
glove, and we hope to fee the challenge 
accepted; we cannot, however, avoid no- 
ticing that he has zmpoliticly been guilty 
of fome illiberal and indecorous infinua- 
tions againft thofe perfons who are faveur- 
able to a commutation for tythes: it 
furely does not follow that every man 
muft be a Jacobin and have fome finifter 
views againft the clergy, becaule he dif- 
fers from Mr. Cove refpeéting the mode 
by which they may be moft eligibly majn- 
tained: it is extremely impolitic as well 
as irrelevant, in a fubjeét of reafoning 
and argument, to irritate and provoke 
perfonalities from a refpgndent.

POLITICS AND FINANCE. 

The late fcarciry of provifions has oc- 
cupied fo much of the public attention, 
that, comparatively, few political pim- 
phicts have been publithed within the laft 
fix months:—we fhall enumeraie thofe 
which merit attention. 

An anonymous author has offered fome 
<¢ Obfervations on the Commerce of Great 
Britain with the Rufhan. and Ottoman 
Empwes, and on the Projects of Ruffia 
againft the Ottoman and Britifh Domi- 
nions."’ The writer of this pamphlet, 
forefesing the ruin‘of the Otteman Em- 
pite in tie ambitious projet of Ruffia, 
and the ferious consequences to Great 
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Britain and other European powers, whic 
might refult from that acceffion of ftrength 
which Ruffia would obtain from an a 

nexation of Conttantinople and the Turk. 
ifh European Provinces, propofes that the 
Porte fhould cede to the King of Hun. 
gary, the two Provinces of Moldavia and 
Wallachia, by ‘which fhe would be fe. 
cured from being attacked by Ruffia by 
land, and that fhe fhould admit the Bri. 
tifh navy into the Black Sea, in order to 
fecure herfelf from any naval impreffions 
from her inveterate foe. Is not this like 
advifing a man to give away his money 
left it fhould be ftolen from him? 

Theauthor of **Letters on the real Caufes 
and probable Confequences of the prefent 
War with Ruffia,” confiders the Emperor 
Paul to have held up his defire of the 
poflefiion of Malta, as a fcreen for the 
concealment of his ambitious views on 
Turkey. There is little doubt but that 
Paul would have had no objeétion to the 
attainment of the latter, but we fee norea- 
fon to believe that he would have fub. 
mitted to the ceflion of the former. 

The author of ¢* Financial Faéts of the 
Eighteenth Century,” &c. labours hard to 
fhew our ability to continue the prefent 
comteft: he endeavours to prove, that the 
commerce and riches of the country have 
increafed with its increafing revenue, and 
that our profperity will continue on the 
return of peace. “This political pilot fees 
nothing before him but fair weather :— 
in his gaily-gilded veffel fit ** youth on the 
prow, and pleafure at the helm ;” but we 
are afraid of trufting to his nautical 
knowledge in this tempeftuous fea. 

Mr. Bowes, a gentleman of confider- 
able notoriety, has prefented the public 
with fome ¢* Refleétions on the Political 
State of Society at the Clofe of the Eigh- 
teenth Century.” They who havea tatte 
for the Reflections of this writer may in- 
dulge it at the eafy expence of five shillings 
—We have not. .

The author of “© A Candid Appeal to 
the Nation upon the prefent Crifis, and the 
recent Change of Minifters,”’ highly ap- 
plauds the King for refufing to emanci- 

xe the Iriti Catholics, a body of men, 
againft whom our candid appellant would 
wage open hoftility, rather than incur the 
dangers of pfetended friendthip. 

A gentleman, who figns himftlf a Bull. 
Dog has addrefled a Letter to his Grace 
the Duke of Portland, on the fubje& of 
Catholic Emancipation in Ireland, where- 
in he contends, that if that body of men 
were once admitted to a fhare in the go- 
vernment they would fooner or later prove 
the entire deftruction of the Proteftant in- 
ter-ft. The Duke of Portland’s canine 
friend has no bad idea of worrying. 

Mr. NEWBERRY, one of the Commif- 
fioners of Appeal for the County of Suffex, 
has publifhed fome ** Obfervations on the 
Income Aét, particularly as it relates to 
the Occupiers of Land,” &c, Mr. New- 
berry is of opinion, that the income of 
farmers ought to be eftimated in a manner 
different from that which is now adopted, 
the operation of the prefent tax being 
particularly in their favour. The profits 
of the farmer have unqueftionably been 
high during the laft year: and we doubt 
not, but that Mr. Newberry, as a com- 
millioner of appeal, will find a confider- 
able alteration in the returns of their in- 
come; for the framers of the aét have 
blunlered upon a plan which will materi- 
ally affv& them. . According to the com- 
plex rules by which the annual value of a 
farm is eftimated, it is neceflary, among 
other e¢ ceteras, to add, the total of pa- 
rochial rates: the more heavily, therefore, 
that a farmer is-affefled to the poor, the 
greater is fuppofed to be his income. 
The rates of the farmer therefore having 
ben throughout the year enormoufly 
high—in many placés not lefs than thirty 
filings in the pound upon the rack-rert !' 
—the returns of their income muft be 
Proportionally increafed.—We are inclin- 
ed to fufpe&t, that mercantile property 
pays much lefs to the income-tax than 
property on land. 

Mr..HuNTER, of the Inner Temple, 
has taken “* A Short View of the Political 
Situation of the Northern Powers, found- 
ed on Obfervations made during a Tour 
through Ruffia, Sweden, and Denmark in 
the laft feven Months of the Year 1800 5 
with Conjetures of the probable Iffue of 
the approaching Contelt.”” It is but too 
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common among the polftictans of the 
fent day, to repref nance ey 
ut day, pretent the finances and fita ; 
ation of our enemies as defperate, and to- 
tally inadequate to the fucceisful continu. 
ation of the contett: this policy, which 
has fo often deceived us with refpe& to 
France, is adopted by the prefent writer 
with refpe& to the three Northern powers 
with whom we were about to commence 
hoftilities when the pamphlet was com- 
pofed. The author, after glancing at 
the prominent events of the two lait cam- 
paigns on the Continent, endeavours to 
afcertain, in fome meafure, to what ex- 
tent the Northern Powers can injure us, 
and enlarges on * the total hopeleffne!s on 
their part of ultimate fucceis.” The 
Emperor Paul’s fudden change of difpofi- 
tion againit Great Britain is obvioufl 
enough accounted for, by the childith ca. 
price and ungoverned violence of his cha- 
raéter. The naval force of Ruffia is 
ftated to be extremely deficient, and its 
commerce and revenue to depend, in a 
great meafure, on its intercourfe with 
Great Britain. The finances of Sweden 
are reprefented to be in a very miferable 
fate; and thofe of Denmark, though 
fomewhat better, to be incapable of fup- 
porting the expences of a war, The au- 
thor gives a fhrewd hint, that the capital 
of Denmark is not fecure from a fuccefs- 
ful affault, fhould the enterprifing {pirit 
and fuperior {kill of our failors attack it. 
The battle off Copenhagen, fo honourable 
to the bravery of the Danes and Englith, 
makes it decifive, that the former would 
have died to a man, before they would 
have fubmitted to the furrender of their 
capital ; for, notwithftanding the pomp- 
ous accounts which we received of our 
victory on that occafion, the internal evi- 
dence afforded by the terms of the armif- 
tice, that the engagement was little lefs 
fatal to one fide than the other, is too 
rong to be refitted. 
: Mr. Branp has addreffed ** A Letter 
to eee FERREER, Efq. on Bonaparte’s 
Propofals ‘for opening a Negociation for 
Peace; in which the Britith Guarantee of 
the Crown of France to the Houle of 
Bourbon, contained in the Triple and 
uadruple Alliances, and renewed by the 
Treaty of the Year 1783, !s confidered ; 
together with the Conduct of our Na- 
‘ional Parties relating to it.” This ar’ 
ter contains the fame vulgarity and abuley 
which fo eminently diftinguith the politi- 
quibs of this writer. : 
geo eae of the prefent Parlia- 
ment has penned fome “ Thoughts rvs 
Pasliamentary Reform, and on Retorm he 
gE 2 generaig 
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general ; in which the Nature of the 
Bricifh Conftitution, the Government and 
its component Parts, and Eftablifhments, 
&c. are freely, but briefly, confdercd.” 
This is a well-written, and, we doubt not, 
a weil-intended pamphlet; but the au- 
thor’s tchemes of reformation are not like- 
ly to be made the fubje&t of experiment. 


A Leicefterfhire Freeholder has put to-_ 


gether fume ‘* Concife Thoughts on the 
Game-laws ; in which he has attempted 
to fhew what Part of them ought to be 
retained, and. what repealed.’’ In this 
pamphiet are feveral fuggeftions which 
merit attention. 

Mr. Penn’s ** Further Thoughts on 
the Prefent State of Public Opinion,"”’ &c. 
are, we doubt not, delivered for the good 
of the public ; but the author’s ftyle is fo 
extremely confufed, that it is not very 
eafy to decypher his meaning. 

¢¢ Political Eflays on Popuiar Subjeé&s.”” 
Thefe appear to be the ardent effufions of 
a young writer, whofe knowledge is by 
no means commenfurate with his zeal : 
Mr. Burke is his model; and we are 
afraid he has miftaken a turgid and bom- 
baftic ftyle, for a portion of his mafter’s 
in{piration. 

A Tranflation, we believe, has appear- 
ed of the prophetic pages, in which Sir 
Francis D’Ivernois has endeavoured to 
trace the ** Caufes which have led to the 
Ufurpation, and will effect the Downfall, 
of General Bonaparte.”” Here we have 
the fame difh of confolation {et before us 
of which we have fo repeatedly partaken : 
— The French reiources are once more ex 
haufted, and Louis XVIII. muf? be feat- 
ed on the throne of the Bourbons! The 
feer has been fo repeatediy deceived, as to 
the duration of theFrench Republic, that he 
is grown more wary in his oracular de- 
nunciaiions: we have vo longer any defi- 
nite period appointed for its exiftence, but 
merely a pofitive aflurance, that it par- 


takes of the perifhable character of all 


fublunary things; that it cannot be im- 
mortal! Pluiét or pluftard—convenient 
words !—it muft be annihilated. ‘* The 
whole of the Knight’s fyftem (fays Mifs 
Williams, in her Sketches of the French 
.Revolution) muft be unfounded, or fome 
of his various plans of counter-revolutions 
would furely have fucceeded: he is fo 
little fortunate in his political conjectures, 
that, by fome odd kind of fatality, the 
events take place, not only unlike, but 
moft commonly in direct oppofition, ta 
the prediétions.”” She obferves, that 
** when Sir Francis made his iatt calcula. 
tion, he certainly never counted on the 
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poflibility of the reftoration of liberty j 
Italy ; nor did he conjeture that hag 
my of the Danube in Bavaria would have 
inevitably prefented itfelf before this time 
at the gites of Vienna, had not it been 
{topped by an armiflice.—The magician, 
it is to be hoped, will now break the 
wand that has fo often deceived him, 

Two gentlemen of great re{peftability, 
and well verfed in the {cience of finance, 
WALTER Boyp, Elq. and Sir Francis 
BarRinG, have commenced a paper-war, 
on the fubject of Paper money. The 
former, in ‘a Letter to the Right Hon, 
William Pitt, on the Influence of the 
Stoppage of Iffues in Specie at the Bank 
of England,’ contends, that the high 
price of provilions and other commodities 
is folely to be attributed to the ftoppage 
of payment at the Bank, and the permif- 
fion allowed it to iffue paper as a legal 
tender. ‘The Bank, receiving money from 
Government, and iffuing paper to any 
amount, as a fubftitute in the payment of 
dividends, the difcounting bills, &c. it is 
obvious that it may, if it pleafe, monopo- 
lize all the gold in the country: it can 
lofe nothing by the purchafe of any arti- 
cles, being able to fend a fubiitute for 
money, and not money itfelf, into the 
market: its loffes therefore are nominal, 
whilft its gains are real. The nature of 
this fubftitute fyftem, as it is called, hav- 
ing been fufficiently manifefted by the 
operation of paper-money in other coun- 
tries, Mr. Boyd contends, that the fubject 
of furprife is, not that the price of provie 
fions fhouli have been raifed to its pre- 
fent height, but that it has not increaftd 
in a ten-told ratio. 

Sir Francis Baring, in his ‘* Obferva- 
tions on the Publication of Wal'er Boyd, 
eiq.”’ coutends, that the difference be . 
tween the average circulation of paper af 
the Bank, of three years, ending December, 
1795*, and the circulationon December 6, 
1800, amounting only to the fum of three 
millions and a hal‘, is far too trifling and 
infignificant to have produced the effects 
which Mr. Boyd attributes to it. The 
Baronet, however, notwithftanding he 
{ecems to have invalidated the arguments 
of his opponent, feems fufficiently aware 
of the dangerous confequences which na- 
turally flow from an unlimited circulation 
of paper-money ; for he propofes, in order

to avoid them, either a limitation in the 
Bank circulation, or an exact return of 
the higheft amount of its notes in circula- 
tion, to be called for by Parliament. 

Mr. Frenp has examined, with that 
acutenefs which diftinguifhes all his lucu- 
brations, the point in difpute between Mr. 
Boyd and Sir Francis Baring, in a pam- 
phiet, intitled ** The Effect of Paper-mo. 
ney on the Price of Provifions,”” &c. Mr. 
Frend fhews that both the rival Financiers 
have fallen into inaccuracy: Mr. Boyd, 
by afcribing to the increafed circulation 
of three millions and a half of notes, an 
effect on the price of provifions to which 
it cannot be competent 3 and Sir Francis, 
by calculating the profperity of the coun- 
try at lefs than five times that fum, or 
fifteen millions of bank notes. Mr. Frend 
agrees with Mr. Boyd, in attributing the 
rein provifions in a great mealure to the 
Bank, but accounts for its mode of opera- 
tion in a different manner. 

Mr. T. S. Surr, in his ** Refutation 
of certain Mifreprefentations by Mefiis. 
Boyd and Frend,’” maintains that the in- 
creafe in the price of provifions has not 
been occafioned by the reftriction of the 
Bank from iffuing {pecie, becaufe no 
more bank notes have been iffued, than if 
no fuch reftrifion had taken place, nor 
have any been iffued for which value has 
not been received. He accounts for the 
additional circulation of three millions and 
a half by the iffue of the one and two 
pound notes. Mr. Surr appears to have 
a perfonal acquaintance with the opera. 
tions of the Bank of England. 

We cannot enter into the controverfy, 
but recommend to thofe who intereft them- 
felves in fuch fubjects, an attentive pe- 


rufal of the pamphlets of thefe gentie- 
men.

mifreprefented his Lordfhip’s ftatement, 
or with having miftaken 126 millions for 
300 millions.— It is time that we proceed 
to the fubject of 
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Pa readers will participate in the 
pieature which we feel at the exertions of 
that moft venerable exile, Dr. Prigsr. 
LEY, in diffufing knowledge and happi- 
nefs among mankind : 1 
becn the obje& of infidelity —attacked and 
harraffed by the united force of argument 
and evidence, to invalidate the “Moaic 
account of the Creation, by a reference ta 
fuperior antiquity in the religious fytem 
of the _Hindoos, from which reconiite 
fource it is pretended that the Hebrew 
Legiflator derived all his knowledge, and 
that his inftitutions are but a fervile co 
of tho’e originals. This idea has been 
fanétioned by fome perfons not unae- 
quainted with the literature and antiqui- 
ties of the Eaft, and although by other 
writers it has received an occafional dif 
countenance, the forma! refutation of the 
do*trine has, we believe, deen left to Dr. 
Prieftley, who, from « A comparifon of 
the Inftitutions of Mofes with thofe of 
the Hindoo: and other ancient Nations,” 
has, after a laborious and impvartial ex- 
amination, clearly fhewn, that the boafted 
antiquity of the Hindvo nation and reli- 
gion has no real foundation, and that not- 
withftanding there ave fome points of res 
feinblance betwen the Mofaic diipenfatiou 
and the fyftem of the Hindoos (which, 
however, is very eafily accounted for) 
yet that the two fyitems diverge to fuch 
an extreme of variance, that it is utterly 
impofhible for them to have been derived 
from the fame fource. The fyliem of 
Mofes rigidly inculcated the doctrine of 
the Unity of God, and oppofed Idolatry 
wherever it could be found: in the Infti- 
tutes of Menu, the Bramins are directed 
to make oblation to Agni, the god of 
fire, and to the lunar god; and to Dhan- 
wantan, god of medicine; to Cuhu, god- 
defs of the day; to Anuimati, lord of 
creatures; Dyava and Prithivi, go idefles 
of fky and earth; to the god Soma; to 
the goddefs Bhadacali, &c.—* to all the 
gods aflembled let him throw up his obla- 
tion in open air, by day to the {pirits who 
waik in light, and by night to thofe who 
walk in darknefs.”” In this molt impor- 
tant refpect, therefore, it is obvious that 
the Hebrew inititutions could not be 
copied from thofe of the Hindoos; the 
latter eftablifhing polytheiim and idola- 
try, and the former inculcating the Unity 
of God as the greate't fundamental peas 
ciple of religion. Dr. Prieitley rye 
joined to this valuable work fome

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ligions: the Laws and Inftitutions of 
Moles methodized, and an Addrefs to the 
Jews on the prefent State of the World, 
and the Prophecies relating to it:** in the 
lat, he encourages that difperfed. people 
to look for a f{peedy return to and efta- 
blithment in Paleftine; he expects the 
prefent convulfions of Europe to terminate 
in the fubverfion of the Turkifh empire, 
that the Jews will, of courfe, be rettored, 
and a conviction among them of the Di- 
vine miffion of our Saviour will refult 
from their reftoration! 

Dr. PrigstLey has alfo publifhed 
€¢ An Enquiry in‘o the Knowledge of the 
Ancient Hebrews concerning a Future 
State.”’ 

‘¢ The Reftoration of the Jews, the 
Crifis of all Nations, &c. &c. &c. ‘This 
is a rhapfody from the pea of Mr. B1- 
CHENO, who treats, in a ftyle not the mof 
intelligible in the world, concerning the 
reftovation of the Tribes of Itrael, their 
double return, and the extent of their 
coun'ry; the events intimately conneéted 
with their reftoration, particularly the fall 
of the fourth Monarchy and of the Oito-. 
man Power; and the quarters where the 
deliverance of the Jews may be expeéed 
to originate. 

‘* Religious Union; being a Sketch of 
a Plan for uniting Catholics and Prefby- 
terians with the Eftablifhed Church.” 
The author of this pamphlet, feeing with 
an eye of forrow that more inveterate ani- 
mofity exills among thofe who call them- 
{elves Chriltians than ever prevailed 
among the ancient Heathens, and feeling, 
as every man mult feel, a folicitude to 
remove the caule of fo ferious and dif- 
graceful an evil, propofes the inftitution 
ef a conference, fimilar to that which was 
held at the Savoy in 1661, confifting of 
delegates from the Eftablifhed, the Ca- 
tholic, and the Prefbyterian Churches, 
who may difculs and fettle differences. 
The author fiankly acknowledges the 
utter improbability that his fcheme wii] 
ever be adopted. 

We have been much pleafed with the 
peru/al of «* An Effay, tending to prove 
that Chrifiianity has promoted the Happi- 
nefs of Man, as an Intellectual, Moral, 
and Social Being.”” Although the im- 
mediate end cf Chriftianity is to prepare 
mankind for the enjoyment of a future 
ftate, it is juflly obferved, that in the 
profecution of this end, its doctrines ne- 
ceflarily produce a collateral effect on the 
human fpecies, as intelleQual, moral, and 
focial creatures. And fince human hap- 
pencts confifts in the proper exercife and 
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application of the intelle€&tual, moral and 
focial powers, the author of this Fate . 
mous traét has confidered the effe&s of 
the Chriftian Religion upon thefe vefpec. 
tive powers, and has fhewn, with cong. 
derable eloquence as well as ftrength of 
argument, in what manner, and how far 
it has operated on their nature and extent. 

The already publithed “* Works of 
Mrs. HANNAH More,” together with 
feveral pieces which have never before 
been prefented to the public eye, are now 
collected into eight duodecimo volumes: 
it ought to be obferved, that moft of the 
old productions haye undergone revifion, 
and that many of them are materially al- 
tered and enlarged. 

Dr. Geppes has made fome “ Criti. 
cal Remarks on the Hebrew Scriptures ; 
correfponding with a New Tranflation of 
the Bible.” The Doétor ftates, in a pre. 
fatory addrefs to the reader, that having 
in his tranflation and explanatory notes 
made it a rule to confine himfelf to the li. 
mited province of a mere interpreter, en- 
deavouring to give a faithful verfion of 
his corrected originals, without comment” 
or criticifm, he has, in his prefent re- 
marks, taken a wider and a bolder range, 
performing, throughout, the character of 
a critic, and occafionally that of a com- 
mentator. He is thoroughly fenfible that 
the freedom with which his critical ex- 
amination of the Hebrew Scriptures is 
conduéted, will, by the many, be conf. 
dered as an audacious licence, and that 
‘* the cry of here/y! infidelity! and irreli- 
gion! will refound from fhore to fhore :” 
he contents himfelf, however, with fimply 
entering his _protett againft downright 
mifreprefentation and calumny, ¢¢ I dif- 
claim (fays he) and f{purn the imputation 
of irreligion and infidelity: I belicve as 
much as I find fufficient motives of cre- 
dulity for believing, and ‘without fufh- 
cient motives of credulity there can be no 
rational belief.” This is manly; and 
manly inveftigation, in contempt of confe- 
quences, is one of the chara¢ters of the 
work which, however repugnant be our 
private opinions to thofe of the reverend 
writer, commands our warmelt admuirae 
tion and efteem. 

A Tranflation has appeared, which, 
though not wholly faultlefs, is excuted 
with confiderable attention and fuccefs, 
from the French of VerRneT’s *¢ Argu- 
ment for the Chriftign religion, drawn 
from the character of the Founders.” 

The Rev. THomas STeDMaN has 
publifhed, in two volumes, the yalable 


6 Letters” which, at different times, and 
on 











en various accafions, were addrefled to 
him by the Rev. Mr. Job Orton, a fenfible 
and moderate Diffenter, and by the Rev. 
Sir James Stonehoufe, a gentleman who 
was originally bred a phyfician, and who, 
for feveral years in early life, was fuch a 
confirmed Infidel, to ufe his own expref- 
fon, that he did all he could to fubvert 
Chriftianity, and wrote a keen pamphlet 
againit it; the third edition of which, 
having deeply repented his apoftacy, he 
committed to the flames. 
thefe two gentlemen convey much moral 
inftruction in a very pleafing manner; 
they contain remarks on books, on men, 
and manners, and evince the authors to 
have enjoyed a firong underftanding, and 
to have cultivated their pious affections 
with much affiduity. 

Mr. Zoucn’s ‘* Attempt to illuftrate 
fome of the Prophecies of the Old and 
New Teftament,”* is worthy of attentive 
perufal: the author judicioufly recom- 
mends great care and attention in the 
adapting of events to the prophetic parts 
of fcripture, and very properly hints, 
that a warm and lively fancy is tooapt to 
exceed the limits of moderation and dif- 
creet judgment. This pamphlet, in a 
narrow compals, contains much {piritual 
learning and ingenious reafoning. 

Joun Reeves, efq. a gentleman whofe 
political writings sre notorious, has, to 
the advantage of his own honour and li- 
terary reputation, changed the fubjeét of 
his pen, and employed it with much {kill 
in the department of biblical criticifm. 
Mr. Reeves has difplayed a valuable fund 
of erudition, and much acutenefs of cri- 
tical difcernment in ‘** A Collation” 
which he has made of the Hebrew and 


Greek Texts of the Pfalms. “In this en=~ 


quiry the author informs us, that his 
object was, to reconcile the Septuagint 
tranflation and the Hebrew text, by ac- 
counting for thofe variances that appear 
fometimes fo confiderable, as to raife a 
doubt whether the one could ever be 
meant as a verfion of the other: to vindi- 
cate the fidelity of thefe tranflators on 
the one hand, and on the other no lefs to 
eltablith the authenticity of the Hebrew 
on the credit of thofe very witnefles in its 
favour. 

This fame gentleman (who is one

Thefe difcourfes, without 
any ornaments of ftyle, and without dif- 
playing any marks of a fine imagination 
or a corre&t talte, are neverthelefs ex- 
tremely refpe&table, from that fervent 
piety which pervades them, and that phi- 
Janthropy which is exprefled in every 
age. 

The Rev. P. Toucu has publithed 
the firft volume—two others are to fuc- 
ceed it—of ** Sermons of the late Rev. 
John Touch, A.M.** Mr. Touch ap- 
pears to have laboured in his holy voca- 
tion with unremitting affiduity, and the 
unfinithed {pecimens which his fon has 
afforded us of his pulpit-powers do him 
high credit. | 

Mr. KinGuorn’s little pamphlet, en- 
titled ** Public Worfhip confidered and 
enforced,” evinces much Chriftian zeal, 
without any mixture of ‘the leaven of il- 
liberality. 

Mr. Benson, a preacher among the 
Methodifts, has publifhed a very fpirited 
and fenfible ‘* Vindication’’ of the pecple 
fo denominated, in anfwer to the Report 
of the Lincolnfhire Clergy, which we no- 
ticed on a former occafion. 

An Author, who figns himfelf Curfitor, 
has addrefied ** A Letter to the Lord 
Bifhop of Lincoln, refpeéting the Report 
trom the Clergy of a Diftrict in the Dio- 
cele of Lincoln,” in which Report the 
increafe of Methodifm is confidered as a 
caufe of the declenfion of religion. Cur- 
fitor difclaims all conneétion with Me- 
thodiim, and denies that he writes in fup- 
= of it. He apprehends that the 

ifhop of Lincoln is projecting a curtail- 
ment of the religious liberty of this coun- 
try, to which the Report before adverted 
to is a preparatory meafure. We fin- 
cerely hope that his apprehenfions are ill- 
founded, and that his well-intended letter 
in behalf of univerfal toleration may be a 
work of fupererogation. 

Mr. BusFiE_p is the author of an 
uleful littl pamphlet, entitled, ** The 
Chriftians’ Guide ; in fix progreffive Lec- 
tures, embellifhed with a few ferious Ex- 
tra&s and Iiluftrations, with copious 
Notes, for the Parifhioners of Shepton.” 

Mr. WeLLBELOVED’s ** Devotional 
Exercifes”’ are well calculated to lead the 
young mind from the contemplation of 
the Works of God to the contemplation 
of God himfelf: they are elegant, im- 
preflive, aid comprehenfible to the under- 
ftandings of young perfons. 

The Rev. Mr. Pearson has felected 
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Lord’s Prayer, and Letters to feveral of 


from various writers, Prayers for Fa. 
milies; confifting of a Form, thort but 
comprehenfive, for the Morning and Eyen. 
ing of every Day in the Week.” | 

Mr. CUMBERLAND has addreffed to 
the patrons and profeffors of the New 
Philofophy, * A few Plain Reafons why 
we fhould believe in Chrift, and adhere to 
his Religion.” The reafons muf, of 
courfe, be thofe which have been urged a 
thoufand times before, but Mr. Cumber. 
land will rather irritate than repel by the 
violence of his abufe, and the evidence 
which it affords, that however firm his 
belief of the Chriftian Religion, he has 
learned but little of the benevoleace, be- 
nignity, and forbearance which it incul- 
cates. 

The Lord Bifhop of Wincuesrer, 
in ** A Sermon,” containing many excel- 
lent reflections, which he preached before 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in 
Weftminfter Abbey, on the laft Faft Day, 
gave it as his opinion, that political de. 
tails were unfit for the pulpit: Mr. Pre. 
bendary Poulter, however, has dedicated 
to this Right Rev. Prelate ‘ Two Ser- 
mons,’* (one of which he preached at the 
Cathedral Chapel, Winchefter, on the 
very fame day) which are a political 
rhapfody from one end to the other. 

Among the mafs of fingle fermons we 
may particularize as worthy of attention, 
Mr. Thomas Belfham’s, ** On Freedom 
of Enquiry,” Mr, Jerram’s ‘ Chriftian 
Miniftry exemplified in St. Paul,”’ a Ser- 
mon preached at the Vifitation of the Bi- 
fhop of Lincoln; Mr. Whitmore’s dil- 
courfe ‘¢ On the Duty of not running in 
Debt,”” was preached before the Univer- 
fity of Cambridge: a more appropriate 
fubje&t could not have been felected, and 
we fincerely hope that it will -be attended 
with the defired effect. 

Mr. GeorGe WaALKER’s Sermon On 
the Right of Individual Judgment in Re- 
ligion,”* bears all thofe of marks of manly 
{pirit and ftrong underttanding which the 
author is well known to poflefs. 

Although the following article ma 
feem mifplaced in an account of Engli 
literature, yet we cannot find a more ap- 
propriate place for it, and it has too much 
merit to be omitted.—* Sermons fur le 
Culte Public, par Louris MERCIER, Pale 
teur de Eglife Frangaife de Londresy 
2 tom.” This eloquent preacher, who 
has long commanded much admiration 
from the pulpit, has here furnifhed the 
readers of the French language with a fet 
of difcourfes upon the important fabjet 
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of public worfhip, written with creat force 
and animation of language, and at the 
fame time in a ftrain of methodical argu- 
mentation not lefs calculated to convince 
the underftanding than to imprefs the 
heart. Every confideration which Chrif- 
tianity and found philofophy can afford, in 
favour of the practice in queition, is 
brought into view, ard prefented under 
its molt perfuafive afpect. To the fecond 
volume are annexed five fermons, preached 
on public occafions, in whiich the circum- 
ftances of the times are touched upon with 
caution and moderation, and improved to 
the beft moral purpofes. Thefe may be 
regarded as the fequel toa volume of Ser- 
mons ‘¢ Sur les Circonftances prefentes,” 
publifhed oy the author in 1795. 
NATURAL HISTORY. 
Every naturalift will feel gratified that 
D:. SmiTH has at length publithed his 
lang @&xpected work, ** The Flora Britan- 
nica :*’ a work, 1s may well be imagined, 
far more perfeét in its kind than any 
which has hitherto appeared in this or any 
étrer country, Dr. Smith, with fuperior 
abilittes, is well known to poflefs an un- 
common fhare of induftry and perfeverance, 
ani the advantages which he eajuys tor 
the profecution of his botanical relearches 
eminently qualify him for the compofition 
of a Flora Britannica. Dr, Smiti has 
deviated from the Linnean claffification, 
in removing from the clafs Polygamia 
thofe plants whofe flowers, though differ- 
ing in their fexual organs, agree in ftruc- 
ture; and in the abolition of the order 
Syngenefia Monogamia, which appears, 
fays the Prefident, not to be founded in 
nature, nor ufetul in pragtice; fome Gez- 
tiane, Viole, and Lobelie having the dn- 
there pertectly united, and others not at 
all, The Flora Britannica is yet incom- 
plete, two votames only having been pub- 
lithed ; but we are informed in the pre- 
face, that the remaining part may be ex- 
pected in the courfe of a year, and that 
the prefent high price of paper is the 
caufe of the delay! Dr. Smith, however, 
fince the publication of his work, has 
fated, in a communication to the Monthly 
Magazine (fee p» 207, of this volume) 
that feveral new motives have prefented 
themfelves, which oblige him to defer the 
fequel longer than he intended. Anxious 
4s the botanical ftudent vadoubtedly is 
for the remaining volumes of this work, 
he cannot defire any precipitation which 
fhould render it lefs perfect than it may be 
mM the power of the learned author to 
male it, 
Dr, RoxBurGu, we are happy to find,

much mutt be faid which has often been 
faid before: fo long as death has its fting, 
and the grave its victory, materials will 
be ever {pringing up anew for the page of 
biography. We hotice, aécordingly, in 
the prefent volume, the lives of feveral 
celebrated characters which have never 
before been given to public perufal; we 
may alfo aflert, without danger of con- 
tradigtion, that biographical memoirs, of 


which the public were already in poffeffion, — 


have here an additional value conferred 
on them by the interfperfion of many ju- 
dicious refleétions from the writers. 

«¢ Memoirs of the Life and Travels of 
the late CHARLES MACPHERSON, efq. in 
Afia, Africa, and America; illuftrative 
of Manners, Cuftoms, and Charaéters ; 
with a particular Inveftigation of the Na- 
ture, Treatment, and: poffible Improve- 
ment of the Negroes in the Britifh and 
French Weft India Iflands, written by 
himfelf, chiefly between the Years 1773 
and 1790.” This work being ufhered 
into the world as a piece of faithful bio- 
graphy, to be continued, fhould the fpe- 
cimen meet with encouragement, we can 
do no lefs than place it under the prefent 
divifion. There is very little doubt, how- 
ever, that ‘* the late Charles Macpherfon, 
efq.”” has prefented the public with the 
fiétion of his own brain: in fhort, he has 
written neither more nor lefs than a very 
interefting Novel, with many characters 
extremely well delineated, we doubt not, 
from life. The work, in moft refpects, 
is fo well executed, that the editor has our 
good wifhes for that encouragement which 
may ftimulate him to give us a few ‘* more 
dying words” of the ‘* late Charles Mac- 

herfon.”” , 

Mifs PLrumpTRE has tranflated, from 
the German of Kotzebue, ** A Sketch of 
his Life and Literary Career; with the 
Journal of his Tour to Paris at the Clofe 
of the Year 1790,” &c. This is, in 
many refpeéts, a very entertaining vo- 
lume, and it does not appear that the 
writer has in any degree attempted to glois 
over his follies or his frailties: that M. 
Kotzebue fhoukl be a very good play- 
wright is not to be wondered at; it has 
heen his principal, and we may almoft 
adr, his only occupation and amufement 
through life. What fhall we fay of a 
man who vilited Paris in the very heat of 
the Revolution, and could find nothing to 
notice in his journals but the Theatres. 
M. Kotzebue loft an affe&tionate wite, 
whole illncfs and death are defcribed in a 
pathetic manner: the fine feelings anu 
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acute fenfibility of thé Dramatitt would not 
allow M. Kotzebue to perform the laf 
folemn duties of a hufband ; in order to 
footh his tortured bofom, and {pare him. 
felf the pain of witnefling his wife in the 
agonies of death, he fled from his houfe 
anu family, and took refuge in the capital 
of F rance, in houfes of gaiety, diffipation 
and ill-fame! Can any thing be more 
thoroughly difguiting and contemptible 
than thus— ; 

To bear about the mockeries of woe, 

In midnight revels and the public thow ? 


To fum up this odious bufinefs, M, 
Kotzebue, the whining, mournful, bro- 
thel-hunter, has amufed himfelf and of. 
fended his readers with a Differtation on 
the Courtezans of Paris! 

‘Ina thilling pamphlet Mr. Davin Ir- 
VING has given us ‘* The Life of Robert 
Fergufon, with aCritique on his Works ;” 
we are truly glad to fee this tribute, how. 
ever tardy, paid to the memory of unfor. 
tunate genius. The infanity of this poor 
young man has been attributed, not with. 
out p'aufibility, to the deep compunétich 
which he experienced for his profligate 
juvenilities!| his body emaciated with 
difeafe, his mind agonized with the ftings 
of remorfe, and haunted with the {pectres 
which a guilty confcience raifed, he funk 
into a fiate of religious defpondency ; 
from which, however, he experienced a 
temporary relief, till a violent contufion 
which he received on the head from a fall 
from a ftaircafe, feemed inftantly to affect 
his brain. Mr. Fergufon became at lat 
fo outrageous, that it was not without 
fome difficulty that two or three men could 
reftrain his violence: his afflicted mother, 
unable to afford him proper attendance in 
her own houfe, was obliged to have him 
removed to the public afylum, whither he 
was conveyed by a few intimate friends, 
who decoyed him into a chair, as if he 
had been about to pay an evening-vifit— 
“© When they reached the place of their 
deftination all was wrapt in profound 
filence. The poor youth entered the dif 
mal manfion.—He caft his eyes wildly 
round, and began to perceive his real 
fituation. The difcovery awakened every 
feeling of his foul—He raifed a hideous 
fhout, which being inftantly returned by 
the wretched inhabitants of every cell, 
echoed along the vaulted roofs.” We 
may believe his biographer, that his com- 
panions flood aghaft at the dreadful fceney 
and that the impreffion which it made 
upon their minds was too ftrong for time 
ever to efface. Hopes, however, welts 
aiter a tune, entertained of his sagen 
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but they proved delufive! His mother, 
sfter he had been confined in the afylum 
about two months, received the melan- 
choly intelligence, that her fon had breath- 
ed his laft on the 16th of O&tober, 1774, 
His remains were decently interred in the 
Cannongate Church-yard, and it was long 
before any ftone pointed out the [pot 
where they were depofited: this generous 
talk was left to a brother poet who thed 
tears of forrow on his grave. Ronert 
Burns ereéted a ftone, on one fide of 
which were engraven the following lines: 


No fculptur’d marble here, nor pompous lay! 
No ftoried urn, nor animated buf! 

This fimple ftone direéts pale Scotia’s way 
To pour her forrows o’er the Poet’s duit. 


The other fide contains this in{cription:— 


By fpecial grant of the Managers 
To Robert Burns, who erected this ftone, 
This burial-place is ever to remain facred tothe 
Memory of 
RoBperT FERGUSON. 


«“ A Praétical Improvement of the Di- 
vine Counfel and Conduét; attempted in 
a Sermon, occafioned by the Deceafe of 
William Cowper, Efq. preached at Olney, 
May 18, 1800, by SAMUEL GREAT- 
HEED:"* this interefting article, which 
feems more properly to belong to the pre- 
ceding divifion of our retroipeét, is ar- 
ranged here on account of the biographi- 
cal fketch which it contains of the ele- 
gant, the amiable, the wretched Cowper! 
In the double capacity of preacher and 
biographer, Mr. Greatheed is equally im- 
prefled with which the folemnity of his fub- 
jc&t, and relates, with thofe melancholy feel- 
ings with which every reader will moft deep- 
ly tympathize, thedreadful malady which it 
pleafed Providence to afflict on a man of 
the fine genius, the mott cultivated talte, 
and the moft fervent piety! =~ wn 

Colonel GeornGe Hancer has pub- 
lifhed an account of his own ‘*¢ Life, Ad- 
ventures, and Opinions:** a more con- 
temptible farrago, to ufe the mildett 
epithet, never iffued from the prefs. 

The latt work which we have to notice 
under the head of Biography, is the cle- 
gant produétion of the Rev. W. Paxk 
GRESSWELL, entitled, ‘* Memoirs ot 
Angelus Politianus, A&tius Sincerus San- 
nazarius, Petrus Bembus, Hieronymus 
Fracaftorius, Marcus Antonius Flami- 
nius, and the Amalthei: ‘Tranflations trom 
their Postical Works, and Notes and 
Odlervations concerning other Literary 
Characters of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
Centuries.” We muft enrol ourtelves 
among the number of thofe who regret 
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the brevity with which thefe interefting 

emotrs are drawn Up, and that from the 
very rare and valuable materials which the 
author poffeffed, he thould have made {o 
parfimonious a feleétion ; his plea is for- 
getting the precept of the poet, medio tu- 
tifimus ibis—that he preferred this extreme 
to that of entering into a minutene(s of de- 
tail, which might probably fatigue, rather 
than intereft, the reader. © The object of 
Mr. Grefwell appears to have been rather 
to ftimulate than gratify: thofe eminent 
{cholars, who flourithed in the Italian 
tates during the fifteenth :ni Gxteenth 
centuries, are, comparatively fpeakin 
but little known aieds - cid Mr 
Grefwell, lamenting the obicurity with 
which fuch charaéters are now fhaded, has 
endeavoured, by critical remarks on their 
writings, by occafional verfions of their 
poems, and by fketches of their lives, ta 
bring them again into light. Mr. Gref- 
well appears to have infused the true {pirit 
of his —— into his tranflations, and 
the correctnefs and elegance of his ftyledo 
credit, as well to the models from which 
he ftudied, as to himfelf. 

MATHEMATICS AND ASTRONOMY. 

The firft work which we thall notice in 
this department of literature is Mr. In- 
GRaMm’s edition of the ** Elements of 
Euclid, viz. the firtt fix Books, with the 
eleventh and twelfth ; in which the Cor- 
rections of Dr. Simfon are generally 
adopted, but the Errors overlooked by 
him are correéted, and the Obfcurities of 
his and other Editions are explained ; alfo 
fome of Euclid’s Demonftrations are re- 
ftored; others made fhorter and more gee 
neral, and fevera! ufeful Propoftions are 
added.” After fo ample and explanatory a 
title page, we fhalliay bur little as to the 
work, Dr. Simion’s motive in the publi- 


‘cation of an edition of Euclid, was to 


remove the verious efrors and interpola- 
tions which his work had tuffered trom 
the ionorance and incorreétnets af the 
Greek editors: notwithitanding the la- 
bours of that acuce and learned man, 
however, there are fome things, lays Mr. 
Ingram, of great importance, which need 
correction, overlooked by him 5 and others, 
trough corrected, are not reitored to their 
ong nal accuracy, becaule his correc 
tions are lefs extenfive than the blemifhes, 
or are not adaptes to Euclid’s, defign. 
Tire preient editer, therctore, after enu- 
merating feveral definitions: and propoli- 
tions, wnich demanded correction, has un- 
dertaken and executed that talk with great 
ability. Totne Elements of Euclid are 
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Spherical Trigonomety, and a Treatife on 
Praétical Geometry ; the whole forming 
a work, which will be found highly be- 
neficial to mathematical ftudents. 

Mr. Frenpv has publifhed a fecond 
part of his ‘* Principles of Algebra; or, 
the True Theory of Equations eftablifh- 
ed on Mathematical Demonfirations.”” Al- 
though, among the many innovations 
which Mr. Frend has introduced, there 
are fome, which better judges than we 
profets to be, confider at beit but nugatory ; 
we believe there are ngt two opinions as to 
the high excellence of the prefent, as an ele- 
mentary book: it is univerially regarded 
asa molt ingenious and ufeful treatile, 
where the fcholar is led along in an ealy 
and direct reac, trom the fimple to the 
more complex parts of Algebra. 

Francis Maseres, Efq. has publith- 
ed ** Tracts on the Refolutions of Affect. 
ed Algebraic Equations, by Dr. Halley’s, 
Mr. Ralphfon’s, and Sir Ifaac Newton's 
Methcds cf Approximation:** many of 
thefe valuable tracts, now coljecled into 
one volume, have appeared in former pub- 
Jications. 

‘¢ Fafciculus Affronomicus; containing 
Obfervations of the Northern Circumpolar 
Regions; together with fome Account of 
the. Inflrument with which they were 
made ; and a new Set of Tables, by which 
they were reduced tothe mean Pofition for 
the beginning of January, 1é00: to 
which are added a few other Papers and 
Precepts, which, it was imagined, might 
be aceeptable to the Praétical Aftronomer, 
by Francis® WoL.asTton, F, R. S.” 
Dr. Wollafton, on a former occafion, had 
propofed, that aftronomers fhould agree on 
fome regular plan of obferving the hea- 
vens : that each fhould take the portion 
which beft fuited him, and communicate 
the refult of his obfervations’ to one 
conimon flock. Dr. Wollafton conftruct- 
ed an inftrument (a defcription of which 
was read before the Royal Society), for 
the purpofe of executing with greaier fa- 
cility his own part of the fcheme ; with 
this inftruinent be oblerved the circumpo- 
lar region, and has publifinedt, in the prefent 
Faifciculus, the reiult of his ob!crvations. 

«oA Treatife on Plane and Spherical 
Trigonometry 5 with an Introduction, ex- 
plaing the Nature and Ufe of Logarithms: 
adapted to the Ule of Students in Philofo- 
phy, by the Re v. S. VINCE, A. M. 

F. R.S. Plumian Protefior of Aftronomy 
and Experimental Philojophy.’? — Not- 
withitanding the evidence which this work 
atfords ot Profeffor Vince’s mathematica! 
acutenels, it is net altegetaer fo weil 
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‘¢ adapted to Ufe of Students in Philofo 
phy,” as the author wifhes and imagines 
it to be ; fome of the definitions are Jax 
and inaccurate; the arrangement of the 
work is immethodical; and the want of 
an index, table of contents, and a divifion 
into heads, chapters, or fections, renders 
it extremely troublefume as a book of re. 
ference. 
FINE ARTS. 
A fecond part has been fome time before 
the public, of that magnificent work, 
the Antiquities of Ionia,” publithed by 
the Society of Dilettanti. Mr. R. Payne 
Knicur, in an elegant Pretatery Ad- 
drefs, oblerves, that as in the former yo. 
lume of this work, fpecimens had been of. 
fered of the luxuriant architecture of the 
Atiatic Greeks, fo in the pretent are pre- 
fented thofe of the. more chatte and fimple 
ftyle, which prevailed in Greece itlelf, and 
in its European colonies. Of this ftyle 
of archite€iure, commonly cailed Doric, 
but which, fays our author, might more 
properly be called Grecian, as bzing the 
only ftyle employed either in Greece, or 
its European colonies, prior to the Mace- 
donian conquefts, Mr. Knight has traced 
the Arft principles, and in a concile and 
¢legant manner explained the origin. The 
body of the prefent volume confitts of three 
chapters, V. VI. and VII. The fifth 
chapter exbibits, together with views, 
plans, and architectural ornaments, Ac- 
counts of aRuin near the Port of /Egina— 
of the Temple of Jupiter Pallenienus— 
Temple of Minerva, at Sunium—Temple 
of Jupiter Nemeeus, near Argos—and of 
the Temple of Ceres, at Elcutis. Chap- 
ter VI. includes—Arch at Mylafla—se- 
pulchre at Mylaffla—Column of a Tem- 
ple—Ruins at Bafi—Theatre at Stratcni- 
cea—Gymnafium at Ephefus—Fragment 
of a Temple—Theatre at Mictus—sta- 
dium at Lacdicea—Gymnafium at Troas 
—Theatre at Jaflus—Theatre at Parera 
—Theatre at Caftell Rofle—Theatre at 
Telmeffus. Chapter VII. contains an 
explanation of the vignettes which enrich 
this very fuperb publication, in addition 
to filty-nine other copper pletes.

Mr. DALLAWAY, the Conftantinopoli- 
tan traveller, has publifhed an amufing 
yolume of ** Anecdotes of the Arts in 
England ; or, Comparative Remarks on 
Architecture, Sculpture, and Painting, 
chiefly illuftrated by Specimens at Ox. 
ford.”” Mr. Dallaway affures us, that 
every expectation he has, formed of the 
public acceptance of his work, would be 
completely gratified could it recom mend-to 
the younger ftudents of the univerfity the 
love and purfuit cf the arts, by pointing 
out the opportunities which they enjoy : 
—this is fo modeft and fo laudable a motive, 
that we fincerely hope the author’s gratifi- 
cation will be complete: we underftand, 
however, that his work is confidered by 
connoifleurs as teeming with errors fo 
gro{s, and as containing, with fome know- 
ledge and tafte,evidences of fuch inexcufable 
ignorance of his fubjeét, as to render ita 
book by no means fit for the general and 
unlearned reader, whom it is perpetually 
liable to miflead. 

GeorGce Henry Mason, Efq. has 
illuftvated the *¢ Coftume of China” by 
fixty engravings, with explanations in 
French and Englifh. The author of this 
very {plendid volume does not appear to 
have been in China more than a few 
months: he enjoyed, notwithftanding, 
thofe opportunities of obfervation which 
enabled him to obtain no inconfiderable 
knowledge of the Chinefe cultoms; and, 
although it is obvious that his refidence 
in the country was not fulhciently pro- 
longed to give him a very intimate ac- 
quaintance with the manners of that jea- 
lous people, fti'l he was there long encugh 
to procure drawings to be made, from 
Chinefe artilts, of the diferent habits and 
occupations of their couatrymen. There 
is little doubt but that the drawings are 
correct: the engravings taken from them 
are weil executed, and beautifully colour- 
ed, and to each is fubjoined an explana- 
tion, which adds much to its value. The 
price of this volume, im every re{pet ex- 
tremely elegant, is fix guineas. 

Asa companion to the above work, 
has appeared, in one quarto volume, price 
three guineas and a half, an ijiudtration of 
the «* Panifthments of China,” by tweaty- 
two engravings, with explanations in 
Enehth and French, Without the /anc- 
tion of a name, this work will be recviv- 
ed with caution, as the public has no al- 
furance that the delineations are at all ac- 
curate, or taken tro” real life, however 
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well they are executed; and it is but juf 
tice to fay, that they are not infer lr, eis 


ther mM colouring or engraving, to the 
plates in Major Mafon's publication. ‘The

One is difpofed to wonder upon what 
principle it could be, that fuch reprefentae 
tions as the above, of mulclcs and limbs 
writhing with convullive agonies, could be 
offered io the public infpedction : the edi- 
tor, however, has reiolved the difficulty, 
by oblerving—and there is, at lealt, a 
femblance ot jultne!s in the oblervation— 
that, exclufively of their novelty and i- 
formation, repreientations of ths mature 
are recommended, from the lentation of 
fecurity which they preduce ¢ in thole bo- 
foms that heave upon a tract of the g.ooe 
where they are protect d trom being torn 
es; where a perion $ 
innocence is not eltimated by his mental 
or corporeal powers of encuring pains 
gc. &e.”? It muft not be paficd over, 
that the editor, in his preface, hints rn 
ether punifhments, in addition to thore 
reprefented in this publication, o: a moacn 
feverer nature, which have been infiscted 
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or fedition: but, fays he, drawings, or 
eyen verbal defcriptions, of thefe, would 
be cominitting an indecorous violence on 
the feelings, and inducing us to arraign 
the temperance and wifdom fo univerfally 
acknowledged in the government of Chi- 
na. Suppofing the prefent reprefentations 
to be corre&t, whoever cafts his eye over 
them, will doubilefs have a high idea of 
the temperance and wifdom of the Chinefe 
government, and give the cditor credit for 
infinite delicacy towards the feelings of 
his countrymen! 

“ An Inquiry into the Elementary 
Principles of Beauty in the Works of Na- 
ture and Art, by WiLLiam TAomsoON.” 
This is a pofthumous publication. Its 
author was a painter by profeffion, and a 
native of Dublin. His work carries with 
it marks of an ingenious and f{peculative 
mind. An Intredu€tory Difcourfe on 
Tafte, which fills almoft half the volume, 
contains a new and ftriking theory on this 
fubject. We were particularly ftruck 
with the avthor’s manner of accounting 
for the total abfence of tafte for mufic in 
Pope and Johnfon, both of whom, parti- 
cularly the former, wrote fuch mufical 
numbers; but, it isobferyed of the latter, 
that he was never known to repeat a 
verfe,either of his own orof any other poet, 
in which he did not effcétually, by his 
bare recital, deflroy every particle of har- 
mony it might contain. Our author folves 
the difficulty, by obferving, that verfe 
may be repeated mentally to the iternal 


feaje of talte, without being conveyed to 


it by the ear from without. Mr. ‘Thom- 
fon confiders beau:y to be the refult of fix 
different accidents or elementary principles, 
each of which is a diftinét beauty in itlelf, 
and conicquently communicates that pe- 
culiar beauty to every object to which it 


‘$s joined ; all created beings, as well ina- 


Nimate as animate, he fuppotes to poflels 
one or more of thefe fix beauties; and 
each of thefe elementary principles which 
is added after the fr/?, namely proportion 
or fiinefs—which, in oppefition to Mr. 
Burke, he contends, is the fi: ft and chief 
principle of beauty in all bodies—fo far 
increafes its beauty, by the addition of 
fuch element ; and therefore the creature 
or objet, which poffeffes allihe elementary 
principles, is moit or perfectly beautiful 
wn its kind. That creature or obje&t—if 
any fuch there be—which pofikfies nove of 
thefe elementary principles, muft necefla- 
rily be ugly, deformed, and menftrous.

we had reafon to apprehend. / 
_ Inour lat Retrofpeét, we gave an ont. 
line of the plan upon which ** The A fiatic 
Annual Regifter’’ was conduéted: a fe. 
cond volume of that compilation, from the 
Calcutta newfpapers, has made its aD. 
pearance, difplaying the fame induftry, 
which, in the former volume, gave us fo 
favourable an anticipation of its future 
conduct. The cnly deviation which we 
remark, is in the hiftorical part, the bre- 
vity of which will be generally regretted ; 
the writer of that portion of the preceding 
volume took a general view of the ftate of 
ancient India, trom the earlieft periods of 
authentic hiftcry, to the clofe of the fix- 
teenth century; and he ftated it to have 
been his intention, in this fecond volume, 
to have given a coficife account of the 
Britifh peflefiions in that quarter of the 
globe; he has found it neceflary, however, 
to take a more wide and comprehenfive 
range. The writerhas accordingly given 
an account of the geueral conneétion 
which has fubfifted between [ndia and ku- 
rope, from the firlt formation of fettle- 
ments by Europeans in Hindoftan ; in the 
courfe of which, he has traced to their 
origin the eftablifhments of other powers 
befides Great Britain: the fecond hiftori- 
cal chapter therefore gives ** A View of 
the Commercial Intercourfe between In- 
dia and Europe, previous to the Difcovery 
of the Paflage of the Cape of Good Hope.” 
It is well known, that the Marquis of 
Wellefley, among other important fervices 
which he has rendered to the Eaft India 
Company, founded a college at Fort Wil- 
liam, in Bengal, for the better inftruction 
of the junior civil fervants of the Compa- 
ny in fuch branches of literature, {cience, 
and knowledge, as may be deemed necei- 
fary to qualify them for the difcharge of 
the duties of ‘the different offices confti- 
tuted for the edminittration of the govern- 
ment of the Britifh poffeffions in the Eaft 
indies: it is by no means fo generally 
known, however, what thofe branches are, 
and on how very extenfive a bafis the efla-

Eba Haukal is 
efteemed the father of Oriental geography:

he defcribes; his work, therefore, though 
from its manner not the moft entertaining, 
is highly valuable, and, as a book of refe- 
rence, may be fafely depended upon. The 
author firft explains his plan; gives a 
curfory—very curfory—deicription of the 
Countries and feas which lie within its 
tange, and then enters into a brief—very 
briet—account of Arabia, Abyffinia, the 
Wet of Africa, Egypt, and Syria: the 
chief part of this publication is dedicated 
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toPerfia, and the furround;

trate Sir William Oufeley’s Tranflation of 
the Oriental Geography of Ebn Haukal,” 
affords a mere outline of the general divi- 
fion of Afia, and the fituations of a few 
principal cities, derived from th: mates 
rials afforded by European geographers. 
Sir William Oufeley mentions, that, find- 
ing his notes on feveral paflages (well under 
his hands more than he at firft expected, 
he has referved them for another work on 
‘¢ The Geography of the Afiatics, deriv. 
ed from numerous Oriental Writers, and 
illuftrated with Maps:" expreffing his 
hopes that the prefent publication may 
prove acceptable to the Orientalift, the 
Antiquarian, and the Geographer, he con- 
cludes his preface ina manner which re- 
fle&ts no common difgrace on the opulent 
commercial Company of the Eaft.—* The

fhould have excited the curiofity, and em- 
ployed the refearch, of the learned, the 
language of the Cirinefe fhould have been 
neglected, notwithitanding the attention 
which has been paid to their hiflory, phi- 
lofophy, aftronomy, and other fciences— 
ftates, that he thought it not inexpedient 
to renew the ftudy of characters thus 
greatly neglected, and fo much the ra- 
ther, having amaffed abundant materials 
for a Chinefe Dictionary, which he pro- 


pofes to publihh, if health permit, and en-- 


couragement be given, and which this 
elementary volume is intended to precede. 
It is fincerely to be hoped, that, in a 
country proudly afpiring to pre-eminence 
in letters, a work of this fort will not be 
fuffered to languifh for want of a munifi- 
cent and timely encouragement. 

Mr. Maurice has at length publifhed 
the feventh and final volume of his * In- 
dian Antiquities ;” a work, of whofe 
general merits the public has had 
fufficient tim® to form an accurate efti- 
mate. The prefent volume, according to 
the plan originally chalked out by the 
Jearned and laborious author, confitts of a 
differtation on the literature, and the arts 
and fciences, anciently flourifhing in In- 
dia ; and another on the jurifprudence of 
that country ; with a third, and very cu- 
rious, diflertation onthe immenfe treafures 
in bullion and coined money amaffled in 
the ancient world. From.the Inftitute of 
Menu, Mr. Maurice has drawn fome fair 
and ingenious inferences re{pecting the 
high antiquity of the arts and fciences 
among the Indians. Sir William Jones 
has fixed the period of the firft promulga- 
tion of Menu’s Inftitutes, to that of the 
eftablifhment of the firft*monarchies in 
Egypt and Afia (which could not have 
taken place many ages pofterior to the 
Deluge) ; and their firit publication, as a 
code of written laws, to about the year 
1280 before Chriltt. Now, in the pages 
of thofe ancient Inititutes, we read of the 
engraving and piercing of gems, and par- 
ticularly of diamonds, an art only recently 
known in Europe; from which it is jut] 
inferred, that the Indians muft have had in 
ufe thole fine fteel inffruments, without 
which we cannot conceive how the opera- 
tion fhould have been performed, and con- 
fequently that they matt have been ver 
excellent metallurgifts : we find men alfo 
inchafing gold, and working in ivory and 
ebony with inimitable elegance. An in-

Atia—in fhort, in whatever requires an 
ingenious head, or a ductile hand, what 
people on earth, in thofe remote, or in 
thefe modern, times, has ever vied with 
the Indians???” This volume, by no 
means inferior to any of the former ones 
in the variety and importance of its infor- 
mation, is dedicated to two gentlemen, high 
in the profeffion of the law, Mr. Plumer and 
Mr. Dallas, to whom the author acknow- 
ledges high obligations on his firlt en- 
trance into the fubject; in taking a final 
adieu of which, he exprefles a fervent 
hope, that his humble Effays, as he modeft- 
ly denominates them, on the Antiquities 
of India, may only be the forerunner of 
fome grander effort, more fully and effec- 
tually to difplay them, ‘ fince (lays he) 
my mind is eternally impreffed with the 
conviction, that every additional refearch 
into their early annals and hiftory, will ul- 
timately tend to. ftrengthen and fupport 
the Mofaic and Chriftian codes, and con- 
fequently the higheft and beft interefts of 
Man. 

As Sir William Jones was a very large 
contributor to the volumes of the Afatic 
Refearches, and as it may not be conves 
nient to every gentleman, who is in poflef- 
fion of the former, to purchafe the latter, 
‘¢ Two Supplemental Volumes to the 
Works of Sir WiLL1aAmM Jones” ae 
now reprinted uniformly with them, con- 
taining the whole of the Afiatic Refearches 
hitherto publifhed, excepting thole papers 
already inferted in Sir William's works.

monly ufed in the Eaft Indies ; with full 
Explanations of their refpe&tive Mean-~ 
ings; forming an ufeful Vade-mecum, ex- 
tremely ferviceable in affifting Strangers 
to acquire, with Eafe and Quicknefs, the 
Language of that Country; by T. T. 
Ropers, Lieutenant, &c. of the Third 
Regiment, of the Native Infantry, E. I.” 
The prefent publication, with fome few 
additions, appears to be copied from a 
work publifhed fome years ago, entitled 
« The Indian Vocabulary.” The com- 
piler of the prefent Gloflary, however, 
adverts to a work publifhed on the fame 
plan by Mr. Hadley, which fell into his 
hands, and to which, perhaps, both per- 
fons are alike indebted. 

From the fubject of Oriental Litera- 
ture, which we are happy to fee has oc- 
cupied more room in our compendium 
than ufual, we proceed to notice thofe 
works which have appeared relating to 

TOPOGRAPHY AND ANTIQUITIES, 

On which fubject we know of nothing 
more entitled to remark, than the valuable 
volume which brings to a conclufion 
“The Sepulchral Monuments of Great 
Britain, by RicHarp GovuGuy, Esq.” 
This volume, indeed, is but the firft part 
of that which preceded it, containing 
its Preface, Introduétion, Index, &c. 
The Preface prefents the reader with an 
account of the general ftate of Sepulchral 
Science, animadverting on the gradual im- 
provement of fepulchral ftatuary, paint- 
ing, and fculpture. The Introduction, 
to ufe the author’s words, embraces a 
large field—the modes and rites of Sepul- 
ture in general, from the earlieft periods 
ot hiftory,; more particularly among the 
Greeks and Romans, to the Primitive 
Chriftians, deducing the feveral conformi- 


ties. Mr. Gough therefore, according to__ 


this plan, endeavours to deteét the pecu- 
liar rites and ceremonies of fepulture in 
tie remoteft antiquity, and thence pro- 
ceeds to the fimpleft and the rudeft monu- 
ments which remain, Speaking of Bar- 
rows, which are common in America, as 
well as in every other quarter of the 
globe, and the exiftence ot which, where- 
tver they have been found, has ulually 
been confidered as evidence of a battle, 
Mr. Gough is of opinion with Mr. 
Douglas, that even if prefumptive, they 
cumnot be confidered as proofs, to that 
elect; for our anceftors may be pre- 
fumed to have had cemeteries as well as 
ourtelves: Thefe collective modes of bu- 
Tying, moreover, he obferves, are not 
peculiar to Chriftians, but have been an- 
nexed to temples in every age, by every 
Monruiy Mag, No. 75, 
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nation except the Jews, amon 
would have been an aét of the hiche? pol. 
lution. From the firbject of bade 
Mr. Gough proceeds in gradation to the 
confideration of tumuli of ftones, ne 
the practice of buraing the dead, which 
was introduced, it feems, among the 
Danes, by Odin, not long before the 
Chriftian gra, and thence to (epulchral 
cairns, or chefts of various conftreion, 
under barrows, and regular coffins of 
tone. Mr. Gouzh relates in a minute, 
yet intereiting manner, many curious tor- 
mularies of interment and funeral procef= 
fions: he then paffes on to fhrines, of which 
he has diftinguifhed two kinds, “ both 
equally made for receiving the reliques 
of faints, but with this difference, tha 
one was portable and ufed in proceflions, 
and the other fixed, being built of tlone, 
marble, and other heavy materials.’ 
From fepulture and its accompaniments, 
Mr. Gough proceeds to the minutix of 
drefs and habit pourtrayed on ancient mo- 
numents, and devotes a large and very in- 
terefting portion of his introduction to the 
epitaph, which he traces to be coeval with 
the tombs themfelves. In fhort, the pree 
fent publication is, in all its parts, one 
of the moft curious antiquarian morceaux 
of which the public is in pofleflion. It 
contains fifty-one plates, which are exe- 
cuted in a very neat manner by Mr. James 
Bafire; feveral of them from the draw- 
ings of Mr. Jacob Schnebbelie, an affo- 
ciate, whofe lofs Mr. Gough laments as 
irreparable in his favourite purfuits of an- 
tiquarian remark: ‘TI take the warnings 
(fays he,) ina folemn and affecting man- 
ner—TI retire from the pleafing tafk of 
immortalizing former generations—thole 
who have gone before for centuries—to 
meditate on my own mortality !”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Lysons has_publithed 
«© An Hiftorical Account of thofe Fari hes 
in the County of Middlefex, whch are 
not deferibed in the Environs of London. 
This fupplemental volume completes bs e 
Hittory of the County, to which the au

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fupplementary volume evinces the fame 
accuracy, diligence, and jndgment, which 
diftinguifh the four preceding ones. 
Our readers will learn, with pleafure, 
that the prefent author, in conjun¢ction 
with his brother, Mr. Samuel Lyfons, 1s 
engaged in a ‘* New General Survey of 
Great Britain; a work of much impor- 
tance, and which demands all the perfe- 
verance in topographical refearch, which 
even thefe gentlemen poflefs. 

The thirteenth volume is publifhed, of 
the ** Archzeologia,”’ containing, as ufual, 
a great variety of Antiquarian matter. 

«¢ Picture of Palermo, by Dr. Hacer: 
tranflated from the German by Mrs. 
Mary Robinfon.”” Dr. Hager is a man of 
learning, who refided two years at Pa- 
lermo, in order to examine the Arabian 
manuf{cripts of the Abaté Vella, fuppofed 
to contain the hiftory of the Ifland of 
Sicily under the dominion of the Saracens 
and Normans, and which proved to bea 
literary forgery. Our expectations were 
therefore high, and the work is certainly 
nt deftitute of interefting matter. The 
tranflation is in a refpectable ftyle, and, 
we dare fay, faithfully executed. 

Mr. ANTEs has publifhed fome ‘* Ob- 
fervations on the Manners and Cuftoms 
of the Egyptians, the Overflowing of the 
Nile, and its Effeéts; with Remarks on 
the Plague, and other Subjects: written 
during a Refidence of Twelve Years in 
Cairo, and its Vicinity: illuftrated with 
a Map of Egypt.” This volume is, in 
many refpeéts, curious and interefting, 
and the information which it contains 
may be ufeful. The fiyle in which it is 
written, however, is prolix and un- 
polithed. 

*< Etymologicon Magnum? or, Univer- 
fal Etymological Digétionary, on a new 
Plan; with I[luftrations drawn from va- 
rious Languages: Englifh, Gothic, Saxon, 
German, Danifh, &c. &c. Greek, La- 
tin, French, Italian, Spanifh, Gaelic, 
Trih, Welth, Bretagne, &c. The Dia- 
leéts of the Sciavonic; and the Eaftern Lan- 
guaces, Hebrew, Arabic, Perfian, San- 
icript, Gipfey, Coptic, &c. &c. Part 
the Firft, quarto.” The learned author 
of this work endeavours to undermine 
the general idea, that f{peech was, orici- 
nally, the gitt of God, and to fhew that 
it is of human invention. The funda- 
men*al principle of this hypothefis is, that 
in ail languages there are certain elemen- 
tal founds exprefiive of certain ideas, and 
that words intended to expre{fs certain 
ideas, are therefore natural and neceffa- 

taly formed out of fome ot thofe elemental 
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radical founds. It fhould feem, however, 
if thts were true, that the elemental founds 
in all languages fhould be alike, and fic. 
nificant of the fame ideas: but it is well. 
known that they are not merely diffonant 
in different languages, but fometimes that 
the fame founds in different languages, 
convey ideas which are in dire& oppof- 
tion to each other. 

But it is time that we fhould quit this 
fubjeét and proceed to the important one of 

MEDICINE AND SURGERY; 

and here we fhall tranfcribe, pro forma, 
prior to our confideration of medical 
books, properly fo called, the title-page of 
the following pamphlets, and_ briefly 
fketch the nature of a difpute which has 
been carried on with confiderable acri. 
mony, on the other fide of the Tweed. 

‘* Memorial to the Managers of the 
Royal Infirmary, by James GReGory, 
M. D. &c.”—** Anfwer for the Junior 
Members of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of Edinburgh,to the Memorial of Dr. 
James Gregory,&c. by Mr. Joun Bec,” 
—‘* Remarks on the prefent Mode of 
Chirurgical Attendance in the Royal 
Infirmary of Edinburgh, fubmitted to the 
Confideration of the Royal College of 
Surgeons there, by James ARNOT, 
Member of the College.”’—** Hints, tend- 
ing to refute the Objeétions that have 
been urged againft the prefent Syftem of 
Chirurgical Attendance in the Royal In- 
firmary atEdinburgh,by an Old Surgeon.” 
It appears from the Charter of Incor- 
poration of the Managers of the Royal 
Infirmary at Edinburgh, that the Inftitu- 
tion is to be attended by the College of 
Phyficians, and ‘* fome of the moft fkil- 
ful Chirurgeons :”” the Managers, how- 
ever, foon became fenfible of the incon- 
venience which refulted from fuch a pro- 
mifcuous attendance of Phyficians, and 
without any oppofition, it was determined 
that the infirmary fliould be attended by 
two Phyficians, with a fixed falary, chofen 
for life, or during good-behaviour. The 
original claufe, moreover, refpecting the 
limited attendance of the Surgeons, foon 
excited objections, and a memorial was 
prefented in the year 1738, nine years at- 
ter the eftablifhment of the Hofpital, and 
two years after the grant of the Charters 
in order to induce the Managers to per- 
mit all the Surgeons to attend and to 
Operate in rotation. To give full eff & 
to chis memorial a hint was attached to 
it, that fhould the propofal be — a 
rival hofpital would be inftituted by the 


Surgeons ; and on the contrary, fhould it 


be accepted, a prefent fhould be or 
ve 











the Infirmary. The dribe, as Dr. Gre- 
gory calls it, was received, and the fyitem 
was accordingly adopted, which Dr, 
Gregory animadverts on as injurious to 
the credit of the Inftitution, becaufe dif- 
advantageous to the patients. The pre- 
fent plan is, for every Member of the 
College of Surgeons, to attend in rotation 
for two months. The number of Surgeons 
at Edinburgh,the attendance however, en- 
creafes fo rapidly, that in confequence of 
thisarrangement, is almoft exclufively con- 
fined to the junior Members. It is not 
for us to enlarge on the arguments, pro 
and com, which have been advanced on 
this occafion, we muft, however, be al- 
lowed to exprefs our regret at the bitter- 
nefs with which the controverfy has bten 
carried on by both parties, and the per~ 
fonalities which it has provoked. For 
the honour of the Inftitution, and the be- 
nefit of the Patients, we fincerely hope that 
fome amicable and falutary adjuttment 
will very f{peedily take place. 

The fcience of Medicine with its col- 
lateral branches was never, perhaps, cul- 
tivated with more afliduity, not to fay 
fuccefs, than it is at prefent; numerous 
are the works which daily iffue from the 
prefs, and many of them valuable ones, 
on this fubje&t. We fhall notice thofe, 
which from the {kill and knowledge they 
evince, or the practical utility of which 
they are likely to be, moft merit atten- 
tion. 

Dr. NisBeT has publithed the fecond, 
third, and fourth parts of his ‘¢ Clinical 
Guide; intended as a Memorandum- 
book for Praétitioners,”” and which are 
to be confidered as a Continuation of the 


** Clinical Guide-to Medicine,” which he _ 


publifhed fome time ago. The fecond 
of thefe volumes, which relates to Sur- 
gery, affords a concife view of the lead- 
ing facts on the hiftory, nature, and 
treatment of fuch local difeafes as form 
the obje& of Surgery; the third and 
fourth exhibit a concife view, &c. of the 
various difeafes that form the fubject of 
Midwifery, or that oceur during Infancy 
and Childhood ; to each is added a Phar- 
macopoeia, divided into three parts, Viz. 
Materia Medica, Claflification, and Ex- 
temporaneous Prefcription ; to which lalt 
is added ** An IntrodwSion to Nofolo- 
gy.” This work, though ir can lay claim 
to but little merit on the fcore of origi- 
nality, is executed with fuch concilenels 
and perfpicuity, as to render it an nfeful 

00k of reference to young fludents. — 

A fecond edition, with an Appendix, 
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~ made its appearance of Dr. Bree’s 

Pra&tical Enquiry into Difordered Re- 
a * “ sane work, founded on 
fa&turine a practice, in the manu- 

ing of Birmingham. 

Mr. Kentisu has publifhed ** A Se. 
cond Effay on Burns; in which an At- 
tempt is made to refute the Opinions of 
Mr. Earl and Sir Walter Farquhar, 
lately advanced on the fuppofed Benefit 
of the Application of Ice, in {uch Acci- 
dents.” It will be recollected that Mr. 
Kentih, who has had much experience in 
fome very dreadful cafes of Burns, and 
who had repeatedly witnefled their fatal 
termination according to the old eita- 
blifhed treatment, adopted, as an improve- 
ment, the ule of {pirits of wine, oil of 
turpentine, or fome other ftimulant, in- 
ftead of linfeed-oil, which had been gene- 
rally ufed: the ancient practice more- 
over of bleeding, purging, and adding to 
the debility of the fyftem, he exchanged, 
with much advantage, for the ufe of a 
generous diet, and he adminiftered ra- 
ther freely, for the firft two or three days 
after the accident, opium, and then wine, 
&c. Inthe prefent volume Mr. Kentith 
has intreduced a number of new cafes, 
fill further illuttrative of the fuperior 
efhcacy of his practice; which, however, 
he has improved by occafionally admi- 
niftering fome aétive aperient for the pur- 
pofe of checking profufe difcharge trom 
the wounds, and by covering the wounds 
in that ftate with powdered chalk. A 
communication is inferted trom Mr. Fre- 
derick Horn to the author, giving an ac- 
count of a very defperate and dangerous 
cafe which was cured by the adoption of 
Mr. Kentifh’s practice, and which en- 
titles it to more confidence than any 
& priori reafoning, however uigentous and 
{cientific. 

Dr. CatsHoLm has publifhed a fecond 
edition, much enlarged, of ‘* An E flay” 
which originally made its appearance 
feveral years fince, ‘on the Malignant 
Peftilent Fever of the Weft India lilands.’ 
Dr. Chifholm adheres to his former op1- 
nion, (notwithitanding it has heen ttrong- 
ly contelted) that it was introduced into 
the Welt India Iflands from Boulams 
on the coat of Guinea, by one of the fh if 
belonging to the Bulamv Aft ciation, and 
thence into America, in confequence ot 
the commercial intercourte Sateee® . ESS 
Iflands and that Continent. Nor has the 
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Jeft little confidence in its application. , 


As Dr. Chifholm’s fituation of Infpeétor 
General of the Ordnance Medical De- 
partinent, in the Weft Indies, required 
his perfonal appearance in the feveral 
Iflands; he took the opportunity of ob- 
taining a knowledge of the natural and 
political hiftory: this knowledge he has 
communicated to his readers in a very in- 
genious, amufing, and, doubtlels, in avery 
faithful manner. 

A tranflation has appeared from the 
German of a work by Doctor CurRis- 
Tian Gustavus Srruve, entitled 
¢* Afthenology; or, the Art of Preferving 
Feeble Life, and of fupporting the Con- 
ftitution under the Influence of innumer- 
able Difeafes..’ This work is divided 
into two parts: the firft gives the author’s 
Theory, the fecond his Prattice. ‘The 
firft is whimfical and not always intelli. 
gible; the latter is a fort of dietetic 
{vitem, which, in many refpects, may be 
followed with advantage. 

The fame fanciful Phyfician is the au- 
thor of **A Familiar Treatife on the 
Phyfical Education of Children during the 
early Period of their Lives: being a 
Compendium addrefied to all Mothers 
who are ferioufly concerned for the Wel- 
fare of their Owspring.” This ftrange 
performance has been tranflated by Dr. 
Willich, who has gravely prefixed to it, 
three Introduétory Lectures on the fame 
fubjes. 

‘¢The Harveian Oration” has _ been 
this year pronounced by Dr. VauGHAN, 
in a ttyle of very claflical latinity: the 
erator jully laments that it fhould ever 
have been attempted to infulate, as it 
were, the fcience of Medicine, by feparat- 
ing it from that of Philofophy, and en- 
larges on the conne&ion which fhould 
ever be confidered as infeparable between 
the phyfician, the claffical {cholar, and 
the man of general literature. He pro- 
ceeds, as is u‘ual on this occafion, to 
fketch the characters, and commemorate 
the munificence of thofe members who 
have adorned the College by their ta- 
lents, or added to its riches by their do- 
nations. 

Dr. Rusu, whofe former Treatife on 
the Yellow Fever we noticed on a former 
occafion, bas latedly publifhed fume ‘ Ob. 
fervations upon the Origin of the Malig- 
nant, Bilious, or Yellow Fever, in 
Philadelphia, and upon the Means of pre- 
venting it; addrefled to the Citizens of 
Philadelphia.” The author continues his 
Orinion, notwithftanding the violent op- 
polition which it has encountered, that 


the fever was originally occafioned by an 
accumulation of filth on the beach in the 
neighbourhood of the city: this Opinion 
is rendered probable by the fad, that the 
moft -deftruétive fevers take their rife in 
very populous cities, and in thofe parts 
ufually, where the poor are moft clofely 
crowded together in lanes and alleys 
and dirty houfes. He then proceeds te 
give fome very judicious advice to the 
Philadelphians relative to ventilation, 
cleanlinefs, and the {peedy removal of all 
filth and offal from their ftreets and 
fhores. : 

Mr. Isaac CaTHRAL, of Philadel. 
phia, has publifhed a fhort, but very in. 
genious and fatisfa&tory ‘* Memoir on the 
Analyfis of the Black-vomit ejected in the 
lait Stage of the Yellow Fever.” The 
author began his obfervations on this 
frightful fymptom, whilft the ficknefs raged 
fo fatally at Philadelphia in 1793. His 
Memoir was offered to the Philofophical 
Society of that city in June, 1800, and 
contains the deliberate refult of feven years 
inveftigation. 

Dr. Currie, Fellow of the College of 
Phyficians, and Member of the American 
Philofophical Society,has given, in a {mall 
Pamphlet, «*A Sketch of the Rife and Pro. 
grefs of the Yellow Fever, and of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Health, m Phila. 
delphia,in the year 1799: to whichis added, 
a Colle&tion of Faéts and Obfervations re- 
{pecting the Origin of the Yellow Fever 
in this Country ; and a Review of the dif- 
ferent Modes of treating it.”* The object 
of this publication feems tobe threefold: in 
the firft place, to prove that the Yellow 
Fever was derived from a foreign fource ; 
that itis not, as Dr. Currie formerly ima- 
gined, the fame difeafe as the Typhus 
Gravior ; and laftly, to fhew the infufh- 
ciency of former modes of treatment, and 
point out that in which he had been mot 
fuccefsful. ‘The Sketch commences with 
an account of the approach and_progrels 
of the difeafe in 1799: the Dodtor is ot 
Opinicn that the introduction of it was 
owing, principally, to two infected thips 
from the Havannah and St. Domingo, 
(where the fever at that time raged) which 
were fuffered to lie at wharfs; and partly, to 
goods brought from the fame fickly ports 
being-landed in the lighters. The qua- 
rantine too, was repeatedly viclated by 
perfons coming up from veflels under 
quarantine in the night, and returning 
on board before morning. Dr. Currie 1s 
of opinion, that the fever may be fuffict- 
ently diftinguifhed from Typhus Graviet 


by the operation of the contagion of the 
formet 

















former being confined chiefly to the latter 
end of fummer or autumn, while that of 
the latter a€ts nearly equal at all times, 
Its contagious nature, the appearances on 
difestion, and fome fymptoms which he 
enumerates occurring in the generality of 
cafes which prove mortal, feem to prove 
that it differs from bilious-fevers not only 
jn degree but in kind. After having 
fated his reafons for objecting to the mode 
of practice propofed by Doctors Warren, 
Wright, Jackfon, Maclean, and Chil- 
holn, he enlarges on that which he 
adopted himfelf ; this very judicious 
treatment varied according to the malig- 
nity of the attack: the free ule of cathar- 
tics and two, three, or four moderate 
lsedings, according to circumftances, 
were of fenfible fervice in moft inflamma- 
tory cafes. In other cafes, where the 
fever began with great and fudden prof- 
tration of ftrength, and the {ymptoms con- 
tinued with great oppreffion and weight 
about the heart, accompanied with pale 
or livid countenance, low pulfe, and mo- 
derate heat, bleeding did manifeft irre. 
parable injury. The liberal ufe of ful- 
phuric acid, fufficiently diluted with wa- 
ter, was occafionally ufeful. Wine, 
bark, and opium, fo frequently benefi- 
cial in bilious and typhus-fevers, were 
decidedly injurious in every cafe of yellow- 
fever. Some additional obfervations on 
the treatment of yellow-fever, are added 
ina letter to the author from Dr, 
Hofack, who, confidering the difeafe as a 
peculiar poifon introduced into the fyf 
tem, endeavours, as much as poflible, to 
moderate its action, and remove every 
other fource of irritation, 

Dr. Beppors has publifhed ‘* Com- 
munications on the External and Internal 
Ule of Nitrous-Acid; demonftrating its 
Efficacy in every Form of Venereal Dif- 
ealc, and extending its Ule to other 
Complaints: with original Faéts, and a 
Preliminary Diicoufe by the Editor.”’ Dr. 
Beddoes, we are forry to obferve, has 
in this publication defcended to illiberal 
Infinuations, and even perfonal abufe 
againtt thofe who differ from him in opi- 
nion or in practice. “This certainly is not 
tie mode by which he can fupport his re- 
putation, and we hope he wil] not again 
appear before’the public, till he has ac- 
quired more command of his temper. 

Dr. Witian has colleéted into one 
volume his much admired ‘ Reports on 
the Diftafes in London during the Years 
1796, 1797, 1798, 1799, and 1800.” 

part of thefe reports was inferted in the 
Monthly Magazine for 1796 and 1797,

Dr. T. A. Murray, one of the Phy. 
ficians to the Public Difpenfary, has pub- 
lithed, at the defire and at the expence of 
the ‘Society for Bettering the Condition 
of the Poor,’’ fome fenfible and humane 
** Remarks on the Situation of the Poor 
in the Metropolis, as contributing to the 
Progre!s of Contagious Diteafes, &c."* 
Their fituation is, indeed, melancholy, 
and if the opinion of Dr. Ruth requires 
any corroboration, it might be fought tor 
and found here, where an account, dreads 
ful, and doubtlefs true, is given of the 
filthy and peftiferous dwellings of the 
crowded paupers of the metropolis, to 
which is juftly attributed the annual fa. 
crifice of many thoufands unpitied and 
unthought-of victims. ‘The objeét of this 
little pamphlet is to oppofe the triumphant 
and defoiating march ot Death: the plan 
propofed is fimilar to that which has been 
adopted with fuch fingular fuccefs at Man- 
chelter, under the auipices of Dr. Ferriar: 
it confifts in taking or erecting houles at 
each of the extremities of London and 
Wettminfter, for the reception of perions 
deftitute of accommodations, immediately 
on their being feized with fever—in cleanfl= 
ing and white-wafhing the apartments 
from which the difeated are taken—im 


e} ‘ed to burn and deliroy the 
being empowered to burr liroy 


bedding, curtains, &c. where found to be 
neceflary, and replacing them with fuch 
as are clean, and lefs likely to retain in- 
feStion. It is fincerely to be hoped, that 
fome plan of this fort will f{peedily be 
adopted. 

Dr. Powett’s * Odfervations on the 
Bile and its Difeafes, and on the Econo- 
my of the Liver,”’ are chiefly valuable ior 
the variety of chemical experiments which 
they relate. ‘The Doéstor has advanced a 
curious opinion, namely, that the bite is 
fecreted, not from the vene poite, bur 
from the hepatic artery, 1 5 - 
which he adduces an anatomical fact, 
which is certainly very corro OL aLIVE. 
Mr. ABERNETHY has reported a cale in 
the Philofophical Tranfattions for 17993 
where, on diflcction, tae vene agpeee ; 
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entirely wanting, yet goodjand perfect bile 
was found in the gall-bladder. 

Mr. Tuomas CHEvALigER, F.L. S. 
has communicated tothe public ** An In- 
trodugtion to a Courfe of Lectures on the 
Operations of Surgery,”” which does high 
honour to his feelings as a man, and 
affords the moft favourable opinion of his 
profeffional fkill. We fcarcely ever pe- 
rufed a pamphlet with more pleafure than 
we have done this: as it is incapable 
of analyfis, we muft content ourfelves 
with fimply ftating, that it contains a 
variety of advice to chirurgical ftudents, 
which is delivered in a very pleafing 
and «Jegant manner. No young man 
ought to enter on the profeffion of a 
furgeon without having read and _ profited 
by the inftruction here laid down. 

Dr. Hutv has publifhed * An Effay 
on Phlegmatia Dolens:’’ this painful 
difeafe, which till lately has attracted but 
little netice from medical writers, is here 
treated of in an extenfive, and perhaps it 
may be thought in too diffule, a manner, 
by our author, who, after having itated 
the fymptoms of the diforder, the mode 
of its attack, aud in what fituation women 
are mott liable to be affected by it, pro- 
ceeds to the ¢auies of the difeafe, which 
are confidered under the three diftingé& 
heads of predifpofing, exciting, and prox- 
imate caufes: the fir/? confifts in an in- 
created irritability and difpefition to in- 
flammation, peculiarly incident to preg- 
nancy, increafed by an over-diftended and 
relaxed ftate of the veflels of the lower ex- 
tremities. Dr. Huil ftates the exciting 
cavfes to be contufions or injuries of the 
abdominal and other mufcles inierted in 
the pelvis or thigh, or of the cellular tex- 
ture connected with thefe mufcles, oc- 


fioned by the long-continued preflure of 


the head of the child in its paffage through 
the pelvis; the application of cold and 
moifiure ; fuppreffion or diminution of the 
lochia, or of the fecretion of milk; food 
taken in too great a quantity, or of too 
rich and ftimulating a quality; flanding 
or walking too early after delivery, before 
the veflels of the lower extremities have 
recovered their tone. The proximate 
caufes, he fays, confft in an inflamma. 
tory affeStion, producing, fudcenly, a con- 
fiderable effufion of ferum and coagulating 
lymp' from the exhalants into the cellular 
membrane of the limb. Having dwelt 
a confiderable time on the nature and 
caufes of the phleomatia dolens, Dr. Hull 
proceeds to treat of its cure; this portion 
of the volume is confiderably expanded : 
the author fays, that there are three pe- 


riods in the complaint which require dif 
ferent modes of treatment, and which ; ° 
more or lefs diftin&tly marked, both ton 
refpect to the fyftematic and topical af 
feStions in different cafes. Thefe feveral 
indications are there explained, and the 
method of treatmenc laid down, adapted 
to different conftitutions and different cir. 
cumftances The author concludes with 
giving the charaéter and fynonyms of 
phlegmatia and its {pecies, with their moft 
proper place in the nofological fyftem of 
Cullen. 

‘¢ Views of the Bones, Mufcles,Vifcera, 
and Organs, of the Sentes, copied from the 
moft celebrated Authors ; together with 
feveral Additions from Nature: the Whole 
confifting of “twenty-three Folio Tables, 
with Explanations, by ANDREW Fyrz,” 
The whole of this accurate and ufeful work 
is comprehended in the following, which 


-was publifhed by Mr. Fyfe at the fame 


time, and is, perhaps, one of the mof 
complete colle&tions extant ; it is entitled, 
«* A Compendium of the Anatomy of the 
Human Body ; illuftrated by upwards of 
one hundred and fixty Tables, containing 
near feven hundred Figures, copied from 
the moft celebrated Authors and from Na- 
ture.” The price of this work, which 
occupies three quarto volumes, is five 
guineas; the engravings are, generally 
{peaking, well executed and neatly co- 
loured: it may be proper to mention, that 
the letter-prefs, without any references, 
contained in this lalt-noticed work, is 
feparately publifhed in two duodecimo 
volumes (price tos. 6d.) intitled, “A 
Compendium of the Anatomy of the Hu- 
man Body, intended principally for the 
Ufe of Students.”’ 

Dr. DenmaN has publifhed * Engrav- 
ings of Two Uterine Polypi,”’ from prepa. 
rations in the Mufeum of the late Dr. Hun- 
ter. The plates are of a folio fize, aad ad- 
mirably well executed: the defcriptions 
are in Englith and French, with refer- 
ences to the third chapter of the Doctor's 
Introduétion to the PraGtice of Midwite- 
ry, in which the fubject of uterine polypt 
is treated: and a fecond and reviled edi- 
tion of which latter work has lately made 
its appearance. 

Mr. Burns has publithed, in two 
octavo volumes, a part of a Courle of 
Lectures which he read upon Surgery 
three years ago, at the Royal Infirmary 
of Glatgow: the preliminary differtation 
on fome of the laws of the animal econo- 
my is curious, but the author has thrown 
but little light upon the fubject from 
which his volumes take their title. Mr 

Burns 
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Burns adopts the queftionable theory of 
vegetable and even mineral vitality : 

« Life (ays he) 1s a principle which we 
can only deteét and judge of by its ope- 
yations and actions, and when thete are 
pot exhibited, we are apt, though fome- 
times erroneoufly, to conclude that the 
body is dead. The leading property of 
jife is to communicate a prelervative 
power to every individual with which it 
‘s connected. ‘This fimple prefervative 

ower is a difcriminating mark of the 
prefence of life, which, however, cannot 
always be detected until we apply deftroy- 
ing caufes: ‘¢ the blood when new! 
drawn—the fap of vegetables, —the living 
egg—relilt cold by an imperceptible ope- 
ration, to a much greater degree when 
alive than after their peculiar life departs; 
they refilt all the efforts of chemical agents 
which aét on common matter, nor is it 
poflible to decompofe or injure them in 
inthis way until they lofe their {pecific 
life, and defcend in the fcale of exiftence.” 
Mr. Burns proceeds to a difcuffion con- 
cerning the vitality of the blood, the 
pulfe, the equilibrium of a¢tion and fym- 
pathy, the actions of the nervous energy, 
the periods in morbid aétions, the claifli- 
fication of actions, and the different fyf- 
tems of pathology. - 

A fecond edition has appeared of Dr. 
Hooper’s **Compendious Medical Dic- 
tionary,’ and the eighth of Dr. HEALDE’s 
© Tranflation of the London Pharmaco- 
peia,”’ revifed and adapted to the laft 
improved edition of the College, with an 
Index, fhewing the general doles of me- 
dicine, by Dr. LaTHAM. 

An anonymous tranflation is publifhed 
of Dr. CULLEN’s ** Nofology:”” the ne- 
ceflity of reducing-from atearned-into the 
vulgar language a work of fcience, ad- 
drefled to fcientific men, is to be la- 
mented: the neceffity exifting, however, 
the reduction is to be commended. But 
the tranflator had another object in vicw, 
befides that of accommodating to an in- 
glorious clafs of practitioners the Nofology 
of Cullen; he has endeavoured to remedy 
the want of, by fupplying a fynoptical 
table of the fyftem, and he has adopted a 
very finple method, by which is obviated 
the difficulty of referring, from any given 
genus, to the order and clats under which 
itiscomprifed. Tables are alfo fubjain- 
ed to this volume, one containing, in al- 
phabetical order, the Englifh or common 
names of difeafes, and referring each to 
its proper place in the fyftem; another,

prefervation during. the Prevalence of 
Contagious Difeafe.”” As thefe inftruce 
tions are lefs intended for the benefit of me- 
dical practitioners than for the heads of fa- 
milies and proprietors of ichools, &c. the 
author jufly conceives that Dr. Hay- 
garth’s more philofophical treatife on the 
fubject fhould not fuperiede the neceflity 
ot his own work, which, indeed, is plain 
and fimple, and likely to be'ufetul to the 
community at large. The following are 
the fubjeéts confidered: ‘* What is meant 
by a contagious fever? When it occurs 
in a family, what precautions fhould be 
obferved by the nurfes and attendants? 
—by the relatives ?—by vifitors? Of the 
proper regimen and diet, during the pre- 
valence of cont»gicus difeafes.—Of cer- 
tain reputed prelervatives.—Of ihe ma- 
nagement of the fick-room.”” 

«¢ The Plague not contagious; or,a Dif- 
fertation on the Source of Epidemic and Pef- 
tilentialDifeafes; in which itis atten:pted to 
prove, by a numerous induction of faéts, 
that they never arife from contagion, but 
are always produced by certain ftates, or 
certain viciffitudes of the atmo!phere, &c. 
by Charles Maclean, M.D.’ The pur- 
pofe of this work is exprefled in the title- 
page, but we believe that the author's 
general pofition, that no difeafe which 
affects the fame perfon more than once 
during life can ever be communicated b 
contagion is very infuficiently fupported, 
and if fo, exceedingly dangerous. 

Having extended to an unufual length 
our account of Medical Publications, it 
is time that we fhould proceed to another 
fubje&t—a fubjeét in no very remote de- 
gree connested with the fcience of Medi- 
cine, namely— 

PHYSICS. 

Mr. Hiv’s “ PraS&tical Obfervations 
on the Ule of Oxygen in the Cure of 
Diteaies,”” revive our hopes of the efficac 
of this cas: Mr. Hill iscertainly intitled 
to confiderable attention, for after having 
infiituted an examination of the properties 
of galeous fluids, he tried their effe&s on 
his own conftitution, and received trom 
them much benefit, before he would ad. 
minifter them to his patients. Though 
not a perfe&t panacea, th’s vital fluid ap. 
pears to be extremely active and remedial 
ina variety of difcatfes, chiefly, however, 
in thote which arife from debility or want 
of energy in the conflitution. Ninetecn 
cafes, out of many others, are related in 
this volume, where the patients were 
cured or relieved by inhaling oxygen gas, 
which Mr. Hii thinks may be exhibited 
with moi advantige to young lubiefls, 


as it contributes to the expanfion of thefy 
parts: to perfons in the decline of life 
that is to fay, from about the age of fort %. 
five, our author is of opinion that jf 
fhould be adminiftered {paringly, * and 
with much caution. Mr. Hillhas added 
a few experiments on the vegetation of 
plants, which is extremely accelerated by 
the application of oxygen to their roots: 
he _propoles, in, a future publication, 
which will contain the refult of farther 
experiments on the ufe of oxygen in the 
cure of difeaies, to give a delineation of 
the apparatus which he employs in apply. 
ing it to trees. 

“* Refearches, Chemical and Philofo. 
phical, chiefly concerning Nitrous Oxide, 
by Humpurey Davy.” We have al- 
ready had occafion to notice, with confi. 
derable approbation, a former produétion 
of this young author, which was contain. 
ed in the firft volume of the Weft-country 
Contributions, and our high opinion of 
his talents is by no means diminifed b 
the prefent work. Indeed we think Mr, 
Davy bids fair to be at the head of the 
Chemical Philofophers of this country, 
The prefent publication confilts of re- 
fearches—1. Into the analyfis of nitric 
acid and nitrous gas, and the produétion 
of nitrous oxides—2. Into the combina. 
tions of nitrous oxide, and its decompofi- 
tion—3. Relating to the refpiration of 
nitrous oxide, and other gatfes—4. Re- 
lating to the effects produced by the refpi- 
ration of nitrous oxide on different indi- 
viduals, It appears that Mr. Davy has 
as much courage as induftry and inge- 
nuity, for he expofed himfelf to the mof 
imminent danger of death, by breathing 
pure hydro-carbonate. Not lefs intereft- 
ing than this defcription of his fufferings, 
refulcing from this hazardous attempt, 1s 
his animated picture of the fublime en- 
thufiattic emotions with which his whole 
frame {welled after breathing the nitrous 
oxide for an hour and a quarter! We 
truft, however, that in future he will 
conlider his life as too precious to {cience 
to be again fo unneceffarily hazarded. 
Several experiments, made by confining 
warm-blooded animals in jars full of ni- 
trous oxide, are defcribed in this inge- 
nious work, and Mr. Davy has deduced 
the following conclufions from them :— 
1. That warm-blooded animals die im 
nitrous oxide infinitely fooner than in com- 
mon air or oxygene; but not nearly in fo 
fhort a time as in gafes incapable of al- 
fecting pofitive changes in the venous 
blood, or in non-refpirable gafes—2. he 
larger animals live longer in nitrous = 

taal 














than the finaller ones, and young animals 
gie in it fooner than old ones of the fame 
fpecies—3 When animals, after breath- 
jng nitrous oxide; are removed from. it 
petore complete exhaultion has taken 
lace, they are capable of being reftored 
to health under the a¢tion of atmofpheric 
ait——4 Peculiar changes are effected in 
the organs of animals, by the refpiration 
of nitrous oxide. In animals dettroyed 
by it, the arterial blood is purple red, 
the lungs are covered with purple {pots, 
both the hollow and compact mufcles are 
apparently very irritable, and the brain 
is dark coloured—5. Animals are de- 
ftroyed by the reipiration of mixtures of 
nitrous oxide and hydrogene, nearly in 
the fame time ©s by pure nitrous oxide; 
they are capable of living for a great 
length of time in nitrous oxide mingled 
with very minute quantities of oxygene or 
common air. 

Dr. Garnet has publifhed the “ Out- 
lines of a Courie of Lectures on Chemif- 
try, delivered at the Royal Inftitution of 
Great Britain’’ The work is divided 
into thirty feétions, correfponding with 
the fame number of lectures: the Pro- 
feflor, as might be expected trom his ex- 
tenive knowledge and abundant means 


of information, has taken a wide field of 
enquiry, and fketched the mot recent 


difcoveries in the icience on which he 
treats. 

A Tranflation has appeared from 
the French, of a work, intitled “* Elements 
of the Natural Hiltory and Chemical 
Analyfis of Mineral Subftances, for the 
Ule of Central Schools, by MATHURIN 
James Brisson.”? This work, which 
is principally intended as a text book, is 
correct in its definitions, clear in its de 
{criptions, and judicious in its arrange. 
ments: thefe are the chief requifites of 
fuch a work, and ftamp a high value on 
the prefénr. | 

A Tranflation has alfo appeired, in 
two octavo volumes, from the French of 
J. B. Bourton LaGranck of « A 
Manu l of a Courfe of Chemiiiry ; or, a 
Series of Experiments and Illuftrations 
becelliry to form a Complete Courfe of 
that Sc'ence.”” This work, by a Profef- 
forin the Central Schools of Paris, and in 
the School of Pharmacy, was originally 
Undertaken, it feems, for the author's 
Own pupils in the Polytechnic School : 
it contains a great number of feparate in- 

Wctions, diftributed according to the 
method of Fourcroy, and exhibits a detail 
of Various new~ experiments which have 
never before been defcribed in any elemene 
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tary treatife. The tranflation of this 
work, it fhould be obferved, is, in fome 
refpects, of fuverior value to its original 
the plates of the latter being merely out. 
lines, and thofe in the former being accue 
rate and highly finifhed engravings : two 
new plates are alto added, which are not im 
the original ; one delineating the chemical 
characters adopted by the French; and 
the other, two differerit articles of chemi 
cal apparatus neceflary to illuftrate the des 
{cription given of them by the author, 
s\t the end of the fecond volume, the tran. 
flator has added fome notes and tables, 
VOYAGES, TRAVELS, AND ToURs. 


Nothing can more ftrikingly evince the 
truth of the poet's remark, in that ofteme

than the circumftance, fo honourable te 
the learned men of two hoftile countries, 
that, wh ie between them all commerce 
and all intercourfe has been as much as 
poffible impeded, the literary focietics of 
both have not fuffered their peaceful and 
{cientific correfpondence to be interrupted 
by the din of arms. By oder of the 
Conftituent Aflembly of France, a voyage 
was performed in the Recherche ard Ef. 
perance, fhips of war, during the - ears 
1791, 1792, 1793, and 1794, under the 
command of Rear-admiral Bruix a’En- 
trecatteaux,in fearch of the unfortunate La 
Péroule and his companious ; through tne 
mediation of Sir Joteph Banks, the papers 
which contained an account of the voyages 
and which had fallen into the hands of the 
Englifh by means of a cruifcr, were re- 
mitted to the French Government, in 
coniequence of which they were drawn up 
in the fhape of a Narrative by M LabiLe 
LARDIERRE, a Corre(pondent of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences at Paris, a Member of 
the Society of Natural Hiltory, and oie 
of the Naturalifts attached to the Expedi- 
tion. Two Tranflations have appeared 
in the Engl th language of the N2yrative 
of M. Labillardierre, one publifhed by 
Mr. Stockdale, and the other by Mr. De- 
brett : each is illuftrated by many engrave 
ings, and a chart exhibiting the tracks of 
the fhips: it is generally acknowle:'ged» 
we believe, that, as the embellifoments of 
Mr. Debrett far exceed thote of the rival 
editor, fo the tranflation ot Mr — 
is fuperior to the other in elegance and i- 
delity. This expedition was, in — 
reipect, a moft uniuccefsful and a - 

uncommon one: the fcientific men who 
attended it were extremely ill-accommo- 
dated, and . officers of the expedition 
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had perhaps little lefs reafon to complain 
of the inconvenience which they fuffered 
from the numerous trunks and packages 
of the literati. In fhort, however honour- 
able—and it certainly was very honour- 
able on the part of the Conftituent Af- 
fembly, to fend thips for the difcovery of 
whatever remnant might be alive of La 
Péroule’s crew—they feem to have paid 
very inadequate attention to the conve- 
nience and accommodation of the crew in 
fo diftant and dangerous a voyage. The 
narrow limits of our article prohibit us 
from accompanying the voyagers in their 
difaftrous track: fuffice it. to fay, that 
the Admiral puriued, as nearly as poffible, 
that which had been pointed out to Pe- 
route, till, having heard at the Cape, by 
two French captains, that, being at Ba- 
tavia, Commodore Hunter had informed 
them that he had feeh at the Admiralty 
Iflands fome natives dreffed in the uni- 
form of the French navy, he committed a 
venial error in departing from his inftruc~ 
tions, and immediately went thither, preg- 
nant with hopes that proved abortive. 
It is not to be accounted for, that as Cap- 
tain Hunter arrived at the Cape fome 
hours before M. d’Entrecafteaux failed, 
the latter fhould not have obtained more 
accurate and complete information: the 
report feemed to be entirely unfounded, 
for after having examined thefe iflands 
with the utmoft care and minutenefs, the 
Admiral could learn nothing of Peroufe 
and his companions. After purfuing a 
devious and unfuccefsful courfe, the yvoy- 
agers pafled through Dampier’s Strait, to 
examine the North-coaft of New Britain: 
here they loft their Admiral: hence pro- 
ceeding to Waygiou, an ifland near Pitt's 
Strait, they finally and fatally landed at 
Batavia, at which place they were detain- 
ed on account of the war, and loft the 
greater part of theircrew! The furvivors 
were difperfed, and but few, it is feared, 
ever returned to their native country! Re. 
{pecting the advantages which {cience has 
derived from this difaftrous voyage, it is 
generally allowed, that M. Labillardierre 
was an excellent naturalift, but an infuffii- 
cieat philofopher: he was indebted for 
nautical obfervations to M. Legrand, and 
M. Piron, painter to the expedition, pre- 
fented him with a copy of all his draw- 
ings. As moft of the iflands which were 
vilited had been vilited before, much new 
: infe rmiticn 1s not to be expecied: M. 
Labil'ardierre, however, has given a very 
interelting defcription of fome favages 
with whom we were unacquainted, and he 


has made many and valuable ad 
the {cience of na‘ural hiftory. 

It is fufficient to fay, that the followin 
work is compiled with judgment and abi. 
lity, and that a very good Map of 
Africa is prefixed, upon which the 
routes of the different travellers are delj. 
neated :—‘¢ The Modern Traveller; Vo. 
lume I. containing the compreffed Travel; 
of Mungo Park ; Volume II. thofe of 
Ledyard, Lucas, and Sonnini, in Africa . 
Volume III. thofe of Browne, Savary 
and Volney; and Volume IV, containing 
thofe of Vaillant in Africa. 

Now we are on the fubjeét of African 
travellers, it might be expected that we 
fhould give fome account of the celebrated 
Damberger, celebrated, if difgrace and in. 
famy can be fuppofed to confer celebrity; 
fuch an account, however, having already 
appeared in the prefent volume of our 
journal, we fhall merely refer our readers 
to it (fee page 387) for perufal, ftating, 
that Mr. DAMBERGER-TAURINIUs- 
SCHRODTER’s ** Travels in the Interior 
of Africa,”’ have appeared in a duodecimo 
edition, long tince the public has been in 
poffeftion of the knowledge that they are 
a complete forgery from alpha to omega! 
Such is the gaping avidity for any thing 
new and wonderful! 

A fb.lling pamphlet has been publithed, 
‘* Of the Shoemaker, Schrodter ; the Prin- 
ter, Taurinius ; and the Cabinet-maker, 
Damberger; three Travellers, who never 
travelled at all, but fabricated their Ac- 
counts in one Manufaétory.”” A full, 
yet concile, hiftory of the infamous for- 
gery is here given, in an entertaifing man- 
ner; but the pamphlet itfelf, of thirty- 
two pages, which is fold for ome /hilling, 
is as great an impofition as the travels 
which it profeffes to detect. 

RicHARD WHARTON; Efq. has pub- 
lifhed fome *¢ Obfervations on the Authen- 
ticity of Bruce’s Travels in Abyfiinia ; 
in Reply to fome Paflages in Browne's 
Travels through Fgypt, Africa, and Sy- 
ria; to which is added, a Comparative 
View of Life and Happinefs in Europe 
and in Caffraria.’’ This is a weak and une 
gentlemanlike attack on Mr. Browne, be- 
caufe fome paflages in the work of that 
{cientific traveller appeared to the confuf- 
ed imagination of this writer, as reflecting 
on the credibility of Mr. Bruce’s narra- 
tive: Mr. Wharton has difplayed a de- 
gree of perfonal feverity, which diigraces 
his temper; anda degree of ignorance on 
the fubjeét which employs his pen, that 
difcredits his underlianding. 
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Way of the Pays-de-Vaud, the Valais, 
and rofs the Mounts Great St. Bernard, 
Simpton, and St. Gothaid; with Topo- 
graphical and |

Ona former occafion, when we 
noticed Mr. Beaumont’s Travels through 
the Rhetian and Maritime Alps, it was 
obferved, tha: much of the value of his 
book confiited in the elegance of the type 
and paper, and the beauty of the engray- 
ings ; we are afraid that ‘he remark ts not 
entirely inapplicable to the prefent work : 
the author, though ftill a fuperficial phi- 
lofopher, is, however, amore correct wri- 
te. Mr. Beaumont’s deficiency of judg- 


ment is evinced in the introduStion of 


_ much extraneous matter, and the omiflion 
of much information, which we had a 
right to expect from him after fo inte- 
refting a tour,

AGRICULTURE. 

Lord SoMERVILLE, the late very ex- 
cellent Prefident of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, has prefented the public, in one 
quarto volume, with a further Illuftration 
and Vifidication of ** The Syftem follow- 
ed during the two laft Years,” by that 
Society. The Board of Agriculture is 
certainly not a very popular inftitution, 
nor will it ever be, fo long as 150ol. per 
annum, out of 3000]. the pitiful and 
pinching grant, is devoted to falaries, 
houfe, and office! The prefent volume 
embraces a variety of interefting fubjects, 
and every page evinces the noble author 
to-have been indefatigable in his endeae 
yours to improve the fyftem of agri- 
culture and hufbandry in Great Bri- 
tain. The differtations on the growth 
and production of theep and wool, as 
well Spanifh as Englith, merit particular 
attention. Lord Somerville is extremely 
partial to the Spanifh breed of theep, and 
contends tor the grea: fuperiority of Spa- 
nifh management above that of the Englifh. 
He deprecates the rage for breeding long- 
woolled fheep, fuch as Lincoln, Cotf- 
would, Romney Marth, and new Leicef- 
ter ; and contends that our climate, from 
the moftnorthern parts to the molt {suthern, 
can grow wool of the fineft pofible ae 
ty. Itis hinted, in no ey ee 
terms, that for the more effectual ciicoue 
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ragement of cloths made from Britith 
woo!, forme manufacturers, through a mott 
mean and narrow policy, have fent cloths 
to theLondon market purpofely ill- manufac - 
tured: “© fuch an idea mult fuggelts it- 
felf (lays Lord Somerville) when we fee 
the native cloths produced worle in qua- 
Jity than thofe made long ago, fuch as 
hunter’s-clo&:s, and other forts known in 
the London markets.”* In that portion of 
this work which treats of implements of 
hufbandry, machines, &c. a plate is given, 
exhibiting the fize and form of a knife 
with which the Portuguele, by a fepara- 
tion of the {pinal marrow, flaughter their 
cattle. It is fincerely to be hoped, that 
this humane and expeditious method may 
take place of that revolting practice which 
prevails in this country of knocking down 
the anima]: it is aftonifhing with what 
expedition and regularity a man may 
flaughter a number of animals without 
being head-lined, by ftanding in the front of 
each, holding him by the horn in the left- 
hand, and pafiing the knife over its 
brow through the vertebra of the neck 
into the fpine. His Lordfhip, for the en. 
couragement of this humane method, of- 
fers, that any of the operators in our pub- 
lic flaughter-houfes, who defive it, may be 
inftruéted in the Portugal manner, of 
what is called ** laying down cattle.”” 
Meffirs. Battey and CuLLey have 
drawn up, for the confideration of the 
Board of Agriculture, “© A General 
View of the Agriculrure of the County 
of Northumberland; with Obfervations 
on the Means of its Improvement.” A 
curious account is here given of the ftate 
of the collieries, and the probable period 
of their exhauition: it has indeed been af. 
ferted, that the coals in this country are 
inexiauttible. Mr. Williams, in his 
¢* Natural Hiftory of the Mineral King- 
doms,”’ is of a different opinion, and 
thinks it a matter of fuch importance as 
to deferve the ferious attention of the Le- 
gillature. From a view of the diffirent 
feaims of coalin St. Anthon’s and in Mon- 
tacue Main’s colliery, a ca'culition is 
made of the quantity of coal in an acre of 
ground, fuppofing the aggregate thick- 
nefs of the various feams to be fix yards: 
the refult of this calculation is, that an 
acre will yield 64.53 Netwcaftle chaldrons. 
A Newcaftle chaidron, we are informed, 
is fitty-three hundred weight; a London 
chaldron thirty fix heaped Winchefter 
bufliels, and weighs, on an average, 
twenty-eight hundred weight and a haif; 
according to the quality ef the coals; 


which weights being nearly in the ratt 
of eight to fifteen, it is always reckoned 
that eight Newcaftle chaldrons make fif. 
teen London chaldrons! Now the quan. 
tity of coals annually raifed is about es 
million of chaldrons, which’ number di. 
vided by 64.53, the number of chaldrons 
per acre gives a quotient of nearly 15¢ 
acres a year, which are cleared of coal 
fix yards thick: again, by eftimating the 
breadth occupied by the caking coals, to 
be, on an average, eight miles broad, and 
twenty five miles long, there will be about 
200 {quare miles, or 128,000 acres of coal 
proper for exportation: then the whole 
area, 128,000, divided by the yearly con. 
fumption, 155, gives 825 years as the fort 
time to elapie before this {pace will be 
wrought out. Only 825 years! really the 
very thought of it makes one fhiver with 
cold! A matter of fuch importance" 
certainly deferves the ferious attention of 
the Legiflature! But Mefirs. and Bailey 
and Culley have fome reafons for think. 
ing, that a thicknefs of ~feam equal to fix 
yards will not be obtained over an extent 
of 200 fquare miles: probably not more, 
on an average, than four yards, in which 


cafe, the coal will be exhaufted in 550 ° 


years: and if the aggregate thicknefs of 
the feams to be obtained fhould prove only 
three yards—which {uppofition, however, 
every man who has the leaft regard for his 
family 500 years hence muft very ardent. 
ly hope to be unfounded=iu this melan- 
choly cafe, the lapfe of little more than 
400 years will witnefs the extinction of 


the collieries! Meffirs. Bailey and Culley 


have drawn up their Report according to 
the plan laid down by the Board of Agri 
culture, and have executed their tafk with 
much ability and judgment. 

The Rev. Luxe Htstop, Archdeacon 
of Bucks, has inftituted ** A Compara- 
tive Statement of the Food produced from 
Arable and Grafs land, and the Returns 
ar fing from each; with Obfervations on 
the late Inclofures, and the probable Effc& 
of a General Act for I:clofing Commons 
or Waftes, Heaths,” &c. Inthe Report 
of the Committee of Watte-lands, an ex- 
traordinary and rapid ihcreafe of inclo- 
fures is fated to have taken place, from 
the period at which we ceafed to be an ex- 
porting, and began to be an importing 
country 3 notwithftanding this balance 18 
againft us, the Committee proceeds to re- 
commend, as a means of preventing the 
recurrence of fcarcity, a general inclofing 
fyftem to be adopted.

confiftency Mr. Heflop has expofed, and

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contends that the inclofure of lands now | 
under the plough would rather diminith 
than ‘ncreafe the growth of wheat. a From 
areview (fays he) of this diftri& (the 

arts of Buckinghambhire below the Chil- 
a Hills), and of thofe favourable to 

rafs, to which my obfervations have ex- 
tended, it appears, that in feveral parifhes 
which have been long inclofed, an acre of 
arable land is not to be found ; in others, 
the quantity is extremely fmall, and not 
{uficient in any, I apprehend, to fupply 
feed and food for the inhabitants, though 
the quantity of arable land prior to the 
inclofures might be eftimated, on the ave- 
rage, at about two-thirds of the whole 
open fields.” Mr. Heflop is of opinion, 
that inclofures operate as a temptation to 
farmers to convert their arable-land into 
patture, in order to avoid the expence and 
trouble of tillage. We are forry that he 
lives in a neighbourhood where the far- 
mers are fo lazy ; and we cannot by any 
means affent to his ceniure as juit in a 
general application. We may perhaps 
take an opportunity of conlidering Mr. 
Heflop’s arguments more at large on fome 
future occafion, and fhall-content our- 
felves with oblerving at prefent, that ifa 
General Inclofure Bill did not produce 
the converfion of a fingle acre of pafture- 
Jand into arable, it would yet be beneficial, 
as that pafture-land, by being kept dry 
by ditches, and kept warm by’ fences, 
would produce inconceivably more feed, 
than in its prefent wet and untheltered 
tate.

© molt unequivocal evidence of his com- 
petency to the undertaking) devoted as 
much time and induftry as coyld be fpared 
= his ordinary avocations to colle& 
ufeful information for the completion of 
his work. After all his toil and diligence, 
however, Mr. Secretary Young was, ina 
very unceremonious manner, appointed to 
the Lincolnthire Survey, in exclution of 
Mr. Stone, who, determined not to lofe his 
labour, has arranged the materials which 
he colleéted, and prefented the refult of his 
own inquiries and obfervations in the form 
of a critique on the Secretary's Survey, 
which we fhould hope, for the honour of 
the Board, it cannot wholly deferve. It 
muft be confeffed, that Mr. Stone appears 
to be better qualified than Mr. Young for 
the tafk which the latter gentlemen has 
executed. Mr. Stone is well acquainted 
with the rural economy of Lincolnfhire, 
and brings too many proofs of Mr. 
Young’s infufficiency, as a reporter, to 
leave any doubt on whofe fide the fuperio- 
rity refts. Lord Somerville is cattigated 
in this work: Mr. Stone is an advocate 
for the horfe rather than the ox, againt 
the ufe of which his Lordthip is {fo de- 
cidedly hoftile—the parties are alfo at 
iffue refpecting the breed of fheep-——Lord 
Somerville is for encouraging the growth 
of Spanifh wool in this country, and the 
Reviewer for the importation of it in pre- 
ference; the article of wool being only a 
fecondary confideration in the breed of 
fheep. On the whole, although this vo- 
ume is written with a degree of feverity 
which is not becoming, we mutt recom- 
mend the perufal of it as containing many 
fenfible remarks and much uleful infor- 
mation.

The learned author, after 
having confidered the offence of raifing 
the piice of victuals among ancient na- 
tions, enlarges on the offence, as it 1s re- 
garded by the ftatute and common-law 
of this country: he then points out the 
various a&ts of Parliament which relate 
to it, end the reafons for their enactment ; 
and ftates thofe ttatutes which have been 
repealed, and the reafons on which fuch 
repeal was founded. 

‘* Principles of the Bankrupt-Law, by 
ARCHIBALD CULLEN, Esq. of the Mid- 
die Temple, Barrifler.at-Law, and a 
Commiflioner of Bankrupts.”” This isa 
very concife, intelligible, and ufeful work: 
the author appears to have omitted no- 
thing effential to the elucidation of his 
fubje&t, and to have inferted nothing ir- 
relevant or trifling. The work is di- 
vided into five books: in the firlt of 
which, the author coniiders the perions 
who may be bankrupts ; in the fecond, 
he treats of thofe acts which make a per- 
fon a bankrupt ; in the third, he difcufles 
the commiffion, and the proceedings un- 
der it; in the fourth, he gives an account 
of fuits and other proceedings at law 
and in equity; and in the concluding 
book, enters into the confideration of 
commiffions againit partners. 

Mr. Wyarr has publifhed an edition 
of the * Practical Regifter in Chancery, 
with the addition of the modern Cafes, 
and a copious Index:"’ which, notwith- 
ftanding its acknowledged ufefulnefs, 
was out of print. 

Mr. Impsy has publifhed a fecond 
edition, corrected and contiderabiy im- 

roved, of ** The Office of Siieriff: thew- 
ing its Hiftory, Antiquity, Powers, and 
Duties; the Manner of appointing the 
High-Sheriff, his Under-Sheviff, and other 
Deputies: alfo the Elect.on of Sheriffs 
of London and Middlefex, with the Bye- 
Laws of the City relating thereto; and 
other ufeful Matter: together with the 
Nature of Aétions, by and againft She- 
riffs, including all the modern Deterini- 
nations to the end of Trinity-Term latt ; 
with neceflary precedents of Returns to 
Writs, &c. To which is added, the Of- 
fice and Duty of Coroner: with an Ap- 
pendix of ufefpl Precedents.” 

The eighth volume has appeared of 
Meflis, DuRNForp and Easr’s * Re.

On the other fide of the queftion, they 
may refer to Mr. Butler's * Letter to 
a Nobleman, on the propofed Repeal of the 
Penal Laws which now remain in Force 
againft the Irifh Roman Catholic ” and 
a pamphlet entitled “¢ The Queftion, as 
to the Admiffion of Catholics to Parlia- 
ment, confidered upon the Principles of 
exiting Laws ; with Supplemental Ob- 
fervations on the Coronation Oath, bya 
Barrifter,” where we think Mr. Reeve’s 
arguments are very compleatly over- 
thrown. The following fhort argument, 
urged by this Barrifter, feems decifive : 
“ Admitting, (fays he,) for the fake of 
argument, that the Sovereign is pledged 
tohis fubjects, by the engagement con- 
tracted at his coronation, to continue the 
exclufion of Catholics from Parliament, 
(although the fuppofition is abfurd, fince, 
by the King alone, they could not be 
admitted,) yet if the three eftates of the 
realin, in Parliament affembled, fhall pre- 
fent a Bill to his Majefty, praying that 
the difability to which Catholics are li- 
able may be removed, furely his Majefty 
may grant his royal fanétion, fince the 
very form of the Bill exprefsly ftates, that 
the meafure is propofed with the advice 
and confent ot his fubje&ts.’ Mr. 
Reeves’ pamphlet has alfo, among many 
Others, provoked the four following re- 
plies, all of which may be confulted with 
advantage: I. **A fhort View of the 
Catholic Queftion, in a Letter to a Coun- 
fellor at Law in Dublin, by the Hon.

Arduous as is the tatk, and noble ag 
are the powers required to build the 
lofty” epic, true genius, in the juft cone 
fidence ot its ftrength, fhrinks not from 
the labour ; and we have lately witneffed 
more than one inftance where its exertions 
have been rewarded by fuccefs. 

Mr. Soutuiy’s § Joan of Arc*” has 
gained him high poetic honours, and we 
are inclined to believe that Mr. Cottle 
will obtain no mean renown from « A]. 
fred.” The fubject of this latter poem 
is peculiarly happy: the very name of 
Altred makes every Briton’s heart beat 
high for liberty, and prepare himfelf for 
death in the defence of it: yet the fuc- 
celsful achievements and eventful life of 
this hero have not hitherto been celebrated 
in fong, except by Sir Richard Black- 
more, over whofe poem, Oblivion, like 
the tree of Java—the poifoncus Upas, has 
long fince thrown her deadiy fhade. Mr. 
Cottle, in a well-written preface, has 
hinted to the unreflecting reader the Jae 
bour of his undertaking, he has ttated 
“the difficulty of f{upporting, through 
fo long a Poem, the fimple voice of na- 
ture, when fhe trowns and when fhe {miles 
—of arranging characters, and diftinguithe 
ing each by a feries of appropriate actions 
—of maintaining perfpicuity at all times 
—of introducing that variety of paufe in

“the verfification, which fhall deftroy mos 


notonous harmony without degenerating 
into harfhnefs—of preferving an uniforms 
elevation of ftyle—of fuftaining the ine 
terelt, and finally, of producing a cone 
fitent whole.”"——A tale of love has ge- 
nerally been that with which our poet 

have endeavoured to intereft 34 we. ions 
and excite our fympathies. In the fincerg 
and unfhaken iA of Alfred and 
Alfwitha, M-. Cottle has exhibited the 
conjugal affection in its purity—has cere 
tainly had a more dignified paflion to

reading it, we muft defer, till a future o¢e 
cafion, any opinion of its ments. 
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develope, and has produced a better effect 
than could be accomplifhed by any dif- 
play of the earlier and more romantic 
attachments. Who does not feel refpec& 
for the author who is attra&ied by fuch 
motives, and who ftates himielf to have 
been, in fome meafure, influenced to the 
delineation of conjugal fidelity and love, 
**from the hope of counteracting, in a 
fmall degree, the influence of thofe 
writers, particularly the dramatic, who 
(to the great injury of fociety, as well as 
facrifice of truth, and with an uniformity 
not very honourable to their invention, ) 
delight in reprefenting profound mifery 
as the almoft invariable attendant on the 
marriage ftate.” Mr. Cottle, in a future 
edition of his Poem, will, doubtlefs, 
avail himfelf of thofe critical remarks 
which it hath called forth: he will pro- 
bably alter orentirely expunge, the firtt and 
the twenty-third books, where the intro- 
duction of fupernatural machinery creates 
an inconfiftency in the conduét of the 
Poem which had better be avoided: fome 
harfh exprefiions, fome falfe accentua- 
tions, and fome inftances of unauthorifed 
phrateology, moreover, require to be 
corrected. 

They who have read that beautiful 
Poem which appeared fome time ago, en 
the ** Birth and Triumph of Love,”’ muft 
have felt a confcioufnels that the author 
enjoyed capacities for far loftier and 
more excuriive flights in the regions of 
poely. 3 

Sir James Burces has now fhown 
that this flattering anticipation was not 
ili-tounded: his ** Richard the Firft, a 
Poem, in Eighteen Books ;*’ though not 
denominated epic by the author himfelf, 
has certainly fair claims to the title, both 
from its matter and conftruction. The 
heroic achievements of the Firft Richard, 
the Lion-hearted Champion of the Crofs— 
his checquered fortunes—his melancholy 
captivity, and his triumphant reftoration, 
are narrated with the requifite unity. 
Sir James Burges has adopted the very 
difficult flanza of **Spenfer,” = which 
he fgems to manage with uncommon faci- 
lity ; his variations in the paufe and ca. 
dence are made with fuch peculiar {kill 
and judgment, that the frequent recur- 
rence of-the rhymes, far from producing 
a monotonous and unpleafant effeé& on the 
ear, is grateful, and by no means imme- 
lodious. The Poem, however, has its 
faults as well as its beauties ; if amon 
the latter are to be claffed feveral ver 
firiking and original fimilies, among the

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former muft be cenfured demoniacal jp; 
terference in the concerns of Mortals 
The perfonification of human propenfities 
and paflions brought unwillingly to our 
recollection the Henriade: if We have 
the ** Demon of Diicord’’ in the one, we 
have ‘*Falfe Philofophy” in the other 
excitmig the fubjeéts of Richard to rebel. 
lion againft his Government. In the 
twelfth book alfo, (where thefe Jacobinj. 
cal Devils make th-ir appearance) we have 
a regular Differtation between the hero 
of the piece and Belial, under the form 
of the Demagogue Baldock ; and Falfe 
Philofophy not only forctells her future 
triumphs in France and the fuccefsful 
refiftance of Great Britain to her machi- 
nations, but abfolutely alludes to the 
active part taken by Mr. Pitt in the con- 
teft! This istoo much: whatever be his 
politicai tenets, we cannot but think that 
a found critic will unite in opinion with 
us, that Sir James Burges fhould have 
concealed the cloven-foot: the Poet 
fhould certainly have taken care not to 
remind us, that he had been Under Secre. 
tary of State for the Foreign Department, 
A fecond edition of this beautitul poem 
will, doubtlels, be fpeedily demanded, 
and if the author has but perfeverance to 
beftow on it an accurate revifion, and 
courage enough ‘to expunge all party 
politics and allufions, he may, with much 
facility, make fuch improvements as to 
render it one of the beft which modern 
times have produced. 

The Rev. Witttam COLcier, Sen, 
Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
has publifhed two volumes of ‘* Poems 
on various occafions,”’ written in time of 
affluence and happinefs, and now, alas! 
committed to the prefs for the purpofe of 
relieving the prefiure of pecuniary bur- 
dens. The Poems are of unequal merit, 
many of them have been written on tie 
{pur of the occafion, and none of them were 
originally intended for the public eye: if 
fome of the elegies are puerile and infi- 
pid, the odes are fublime and in the 
higheft ftrain of ‘poetry ; and Mr. Collier 
indeed has a warm imagination and a 
correct tafte. The fecond volume con- 
fits of tranflations from various authors 
in the Greek, Latin, French, Italian, and 
Spanifh languages, and are executed with 
a great deal of {pirit. |

Mr. Boscawen, the elegant and fpi- 
rited tranflator of Horace, has publithed 
4 fmall volume of ** Original Poems,” 
which fhew that the leflons he took from 
his great Roman mafter, have not been 
sil beflowed: the general chara&er of 
the Poems is an exfy playfulnefs and fim- 
plicity the lofty and fublime are not 
often attempted. If this volume required 
any extriniic recommendation to the pub- 
lic patronage, we might ftate that many 
of the poems were originally written for 
the purpofe of bringing into celebrity, 
the Lirerary Funp, a noble inftitu- 
tion, which is in no fimall degree indebted 
to Mr. Bofcawen for its prefent flourifhing 
fituation. 

Mr. CHaNnDLErR’s © Sir Hubert,”’ is 
an heroic ballad of an unmerciful length, 
which however, evinces that the author 
has a poetical imagination, and a capa- 
city for fuperior performances. 

‘St. Anne's Hill,’ is a Poem, dedi- 
cated to Mr. Fox, who is juftiy celebrated, 
as well for his cultivated mind and per- 
fonal accomplifimen:s and good qualities, 
as he is for the magnanimity, wifdom, 
and patriotifm which have diftinguifhed 
his political career : 


Semper honos, nomenque tuum, laudefque 
manebunt 


is the line from Virgil which is placed 
under the engraving trom Mr. Fox’s butt, 
and which is ever brought to our remem- 
brance at the mention of his name. 

Mr. FirzGeracp has dedicated fome 
** Mifcellaneous Poems” to the Earl of 
Moira: the fpecimen which we have feen 
of them, do more credit to his loyalty 
than his Mufe. 

The inexhauftible fatirit, Perer Pin- 
DAR, has not fuffered his old friend Mr. 
Pitt to retire from office without taking a 
farewell of the Minifter himfelf, and of 
his companions ; ** Out at laft! or, The 
Fallen Minifter,”> and ‘Odes to Inns 
and Outs” are the valetés of this wicked 
Wight, and rank among his beft produc- 
tions, , 

“Unio, five Lamentatio Hibernica, Po- 
€ma Macaronico Latinum, and An Ode 
to Peter Pindar :’* The humour of Dr. 
EDDE’s Macaronic Poems will probably 
vite a number of imitators, many of 
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whom may fancy that an hetero 
jumble of Greek, Latin, and 
conftiture the effence of this mode of wri. 
ting. Without including the author of 
the prefent work in {0 fenfelefs a lift, we 
mutt be allowed to fay that his Poem, 
though not deftiture of humour, has 
{carcely fufficient of it to animate and 
exhilarate the hexameters,

nius of Erin’s Complaint; a Ballad, with 
a Prefatory Addrefs to the Rt. Hon. the

D. D.” This zealous anti-unioni& has 
made his publication the vehicle of much 
fevere reprobation again Lord Hard.

rel, and who is charged with cruelty, in- 
juftice, oppreffion, and many other good 
qualities. ‘The Reverend Doctor promifes 
a full and {peedy detail of all thefe alle- 
gations, authenticated with the requifite 
vouchers of letters, papers, &c. &c. 

“©The Vernsl Walk,” and, ‘ The 
Vale of Trent,” aretwo Poems which 
betray juvenility in their refpeCtive au- 
thors, but afford evidence of a poetic 
tafte, which, if properly cultivated and 
matured, will probably produce fome 
work of no mean excellence on fome fu- 
ture day. .

Mrs. Opie, whofe numerous poetic 
pieces give evidence of a lively fancy and 
correct tafte, has publifhed a tale entitled 
the ‘* Father and Daughter,” which will 
be read with intereft, as exhibiting fome 
genuine traits of nature, 

Mrs. Crorrt’s ‘* Anderwick Caftle,”’ 
affords a view of fahhionable life at once 
interefting and inftructive. 

A tranflation has appeared from the 
Spanifh of Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra 
of “*The Force of Blood:*’ Cervantes 
was the author of feveral novels, but he 
is indebted for his celebrity to Don 
Quixotte alone: the prefent volume how- 
ever, from the pen of fuch an author will 
excite curiofity, and as the tranflation is 
made by an unfortunate emigrant, for the 
alleviation of his diltvefs, we fincerely 
hope it may have an exteniive circulation, 

Mr. Burxa's ‘Elliott, or, The Vi- 


ciffitudes of Early Life,” is a wel] 
ten and pathetic narration. 

The Hiftory of « Edmond Monteralt and 
Pauline St. Claude,” prefents a picture of 
pure love which for effet and fidelity of 
reprefentation is rarely furpaffed. 

In . Tourville, or, The Myfterious 
Lover,”* the paffion is exhibited on the 
part of the hero, dangerous and enthuf. 
aftic; long endeavouring to overcome the 
refiftance of the Platonic lady! Ovmia 
vincit amor, however, for the gentleman 
fucceeds at laft. 

Mrs. YEATE’s ‘Eliza,’ affords a fa. 

vorable {pecimen of her talents. 
“‘The Letters of a Sclitary Wande. 
rer,’ come from the prolific pen of Mrs, 
CHARLOTTE SMITH: a lady to whofe 
tafte and talents the public has paid many 
a tribute of refpeé&t. If. thefe letters are 
comparatively deficient in that glowing 
imagery which enriches the various works 
of Mrs. Charlotte Smith, they have ex. 
cellencies of a different kind, which as. 
ply compenfate the lofs. ‘Though a lef 
Juxuriant, we remark a more chafte dic- 
tion: we obferve alfo a general juftnefs of 
fentiment and confiftency of charaéter, 
which have not always diitinguifhed the 
produétions of this plaintive writer. Of 
thofe letters which are unconneéted, Mrs, 
Smith promifes us a continuation at fome 
future time.

Were it not for this fault, we 
fhould earnett!y recommend * The ration- 
al Exhibition for children,’’ which is 
fraught with inflruction, and which con- 
tains numerous prints, fuperior to thofe 
which are ufually found in fuch publica- 
tions. 

Mis. Guppy’s ‘ Infructive and En- 
tertaining Dialogues for Children’? are 
well written: the profits which may arife 
from the publication of them are deftined 
to the ufe of a charity {chool for girls at 
Briftol. 

Mrs. PitktnGcton’s ** New Tales of 
the Cafile,”’ like many other works for 
children, from her prelific pen, combine 
amufement and information, whatever 
they may want in corre&tnefs of Lan- 
guage. 

“* Ap-endix te the Family Budget; or, 
Game of Knowledge.” This Game of 
Knowledge confilts of a box, with a fet of 
cards and counters, by which children 
are to fall in love with knowledge (if we 
may ule the expreflicn) under the difguife 
of {port. The price of the whole appa- 
ratus is a guinea and a half! which we 
do not regret, confidering the utility of 
fuch tricks upon young travellers as of a 
very guetlionabie nature, 

Dr. Mavor, who has already laid the 
rifing generation under fo many obliga. 
tions, continues his labours for their in- 
ftruction : they are indebted to him, in 
conjunction with Mr. Pratt, for a vo- 


lume of * Clafiical Englifh Poetry,” fe- 
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lected from the beft authors, with a few 
original pieces. This collection, which 
is remarkably chafte and unexceptionable 
is introduced by a Preface, indicating the 
feveral fpecies of poetry, and their beft 
modes of recitation. 

Dr. Mavor has alfu publifhed, for the 
ule of {chools, ** The New Speaker; or 
Englifh Clafs-book ; confifting of Moral 
and Inftruétive Effays, Narrative and P3. 
thetic Pieces, Dialogues, Orations, and 
Harangues, Epiitles, Mifcellaneous Pieces 
and fele& Poetical Verfions ; to which are 
added, a fhort Syftem of Rhetoric, and an 
Effay on Enunciation or Delivery, chiefly 
abftraéted from Blair’s Le&tures. We 
do not perceive the utility of this work 
while the Speaker of Dr. Enfield continues 
fo defervedly a favourite of the public. 

The following is a very wleful little 
book: ‘ The French and Englith Idioms 
compared, wherein the Idiomatical Diff. 
culties of the French are introduced ina 
Sentence, and elucidated in a Manner en- 
tirely new, by W. A. BELLENGER.” 

Mr. Davip IrvinG has publifhed a 
work of great importance on the ** Ele- 
ments of Englifh Compofition.”’ It con- 
fits of plain and praétical dire&tions for 
writing the Englifh language with eafe, 
perfpicuity, and elegance, ana is defigned, 
in the progrefs of education, to fucceed 
to the ttudy of inglifh grammar, and of 
the Latin and Greek claffics. Such an 
elementary work as this has long been 
wanted to facilitate the attainment of a 
pure and corre& Englifh ftyle. 

Mr. Rosinson, inhis ** Art of Teach- 
ing the Orthography, Accent, and Pro- 
nunciation of the Englifh Language,” 
has laid down an excellent plan of initruc- 
tion, which can hardly fail to facilitate 
the tafk of learning, and confequently the 
talk (fcarcely lets laborious) of teaching. 

We cannot conclude this divifion of our 
fynopfis of recent literary pub.ications, 
without announcing, that an o€tavo edi- 
tion hasappeared of Mifs EpnGeEwoRTH’s 
excellent work on ‘* Practical Educa- 
tion.””

Mr. Wansey’s “Hints, refpe&ing 
the Education of Children in a Work- 
houfe”’ are particularly valuable, and, ine 
deed, the whole of his pamphlet well 
merits attention. 

Count TuHivitLe has written ** An 
Effay on the Means hitherto employed for 
Lighting Streets, and the Interior of 

~Houles ; and on thofe which may be fub- 
ftituted with Advantage in their Stead.” 
The object of this author is to increase the 
effects of light, and diminith its expence. 
After a free ufe of icientific words, and a 
very learned account of the caules why 
our lamps in the ftreets of the metropolis 
emit lefs light than they might be made 
to do, without any additional expence, the 
Count ftates his own fcheme of tilumina- 
tion, which is illuftrated by a variety of 
figures, and of which we underftand that 
an astual trial is now making by order of 
the Magiftrates. His {cheme is this : in- 
ftead of {pheres or portions of fyheres em- 


ployed as initruments of refraction or fe- 
: flection, 
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fic&tion, he fubftitutes cylinders, or nearly 
ferments of cylinders: but as the expence 
of them, if made of folid glafs, would be 
confiderable, he recommends bottles to be 
filled of pure fluid, which, by afimple ap- 
paratus, are to be introduced into an ordi- 
mary lamp. As the reward of his inge- 
nuity, the Count has obtained a patent 
for his cylinders. 

Mr. JouN Apams has given us an 
«* Analyfis of Horfemanthip, teaching the 
whole Art of Riding, in the Manege, Mi- 
litary, Hunting, Racing, or Travelling 
Syftem; together with the Method of 
Breaking Horfes, and Drefling them#to 
all Kinds of Manege.”” Mr. Adams is 
a riding-mafter of confiderable repute, and 
his volume is patronized by the Duke of 
‘York.

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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF AMERICAN LITERATURE 





THE laft fix months have not paffed 
away without furnifhing fomething for 
the literary hiftorian. Books and para- 

hlets continue to iffue from the prefs, 
and to be fought after with increafing avi- 
dity. Indeed, when the population of 
America is confidered—when their confe- 
derated government is taken into view,— 
and when the fixteen Independent States 
of which it is compofed, are brought into 
contemplation, it muft neceffarily appear, 
that in fuch a numerous fociety, where 
free dicfuflion is fo prevalent, print- 
ing’ fhould be extenfively employed as the 
means of ftating and diffufing intelligence. 
By a.curfory review of what has been 
publifhed within the laft half-year, it will 
appear in what manner the typographic 
art has contributed to general information. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

In America no excife as yet been laid 
uipon printing- paper, nor has the ftamping 
of newfpapers been as yet reforted to, 
as a means of raifing revenue. The 
eagernefs of ‘the people for news is almoll 
infatiable, and Gazettes are publifhed not 
only in the fea-ports and large towns but 
in almoft every confiderable village in the 
interior part of the country. -The num- 
ber of thefe theets which iffue from their 
re{pective prefles, once, twice, thrice and 
fix times a week, is almoft incredible. 
They contain a large proportion of com- 
mercial intelligence and  fhip-news. 
Many of their columns are regularly filled 
with advertifements of things for pri- 
vate fale, or to be difpofed of at auction. 
They contain occafionally, large and de- 
tailed accounts of foreign-news, chiefly 
copied from the Gazettes of Great Bri- 
tain, and fometimes ~tranflated from 
French and German Journals. As elec- 

tions are very frequent in America, ane 
there takes place a competition for the ho- 
nours and diftinétions of offices between 
rival candidates, the newfpapers are re- 
forted to on fuch occafions, to difcufs the 
merits and demerits of thofe who are 
the objeéts of popular fuffrage. Calumny, 
flander and abufe, are therefore very abun- 
dant in the American new/papers, in 
which licentioufnefs of printing is carried 
tc a greater extent than in any other part 
of the world. For the fame reafon the 
political parties, which divide the politics 
of the country, attack each other in thefe 
publications with the utmoft acrimony and 
virulence. Selfifhnefs, venality, corrup- 
tion and peculation, are common charg¢s 


againft public men, i 
fimulation and chit te e 
pa to each party by their Opponents 
cifm and atheitm, philofophifin and ill, 
munatiim, are afcribed to one part ane 
retort upon their adverfaries, the phe . 
of bigotry, luperttition, hypocrify and 
prieftcraft, To a foreigner who read 
their Gazettes, it would a pear that the 
rancour and intolerance o party-politi : 
raged ithout controul, and that the focial 
ftate of America was disfigured and dif. 
graced by the moft unbridled abufe of the 
prefs. The greater part, however, of 
their violent and inflammatory publica. 
tions, indicate lefs the temper of the 
public mind, than the bitter and furious 
{pirit of the individual who pens them. 
Yet they have an influence among

in no {mall degree to foment thofe un{o- 
cial and malevolent paflions, which to the 
fhame of the times it mutt be owned, dif- 
tract the public counfels, difturh the 
tranquillity of neighbouthoods, and encen- 
der hottility between them, equally pub. 
lic-fpirited, wife and patriotic. * In the 
United States, newfpapers are printed in 
the Englifh,Germanand French languages, 
POLITICS. 

Within the period of this retrofpe&, a 
confiderable change has taken place in 
American politics, Since Wafhington 
left the prefidency, four years have elapled; 
and during that time, John Adams has 
been the prefident of the United States. 
His election wascarried by the {mall majori- 
ty, of three votes above the number 
given to Thomas Jefferfon. To under. 
ftand the ftate of parties there, it will be 


neceflary to ftate a few fa&ts. During the 


conteft with Great Britain, the denomina- 
tions of the parties were Whigs and 
Tories, Provincials and Regulars, or 
Rebels and Loyalifts, according to the 
opinion and humour of the perions who 
mentioned them. After the termination 
of the truggle, the Tory party was con- 
fidered as extinét, the Whigs having ob- 
tained an entire afcendancy. But not 
Jong after the enemy had withdrawn, a 
divifion arofe among the Whigs them{clves. 
Befides feveral fmaller matters of vari- 
ance, they differed very widely on the forin 
and adminiftration of their National Go- 
vernment as a confederation of Independent 
States. In the opinion of fome, the 
bond of alliance which had held them to- 


gether during the revolutionary wary was 
toe 
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too feeble to keep them conneéted in the 
time of peace. Others thought the, arti- 
cles of confederation adopted during the 
conteft were iufficient, with a little amend- 
ment and modification, to an{wer national 
purpofes. After experiencing many em- 
barraffments, it was agreed at Jength that 
a convention fhould be held, tor the pur- 
nofe of eftablifhing a beiter frame of ge- 
neral government. They propofed to the 
people of America, a new feder«] coniti- 
tution. The nation was divided into two 
great partics on the fubject. Thofe who 
appoved the propoled conflitution, were 
termed “ Federalifts ;° the oppoiers of 
this conftitution, were called ‘* Antt- 
federalifts ;°° to the former belonged all 
the old Royalifts; Tories, and that part 
of the Whigs who were turning towards 
ariftocracy or monarchy ; while the ad- 
herents to the original principles of the 
revolution, the real Whigs of the old 
ftamp, and the republicans who were at- 
tached to a democratic government, com- 
pofed the latter. In the difcuffion which 
arofe on the ratification of this political 
conftitution, the Federalifts prevailed ; 
and by the rule which makes the minority 
in free governments yield to the will of 
the majority, the Antifederal caufe was 
extinguifhed. Allthe people of America 
were now Federalitts. As foon however 
as the government began to be adminittered 
under this new Federal conititution, there 
was found to bea difference of political 
opinion in Congrels upon various great 
and important queftions. But this 
contrariety of fentiment was not confined 
to the reprefentatives in the two heufes of 
the legiflature. It exified in all parts of 
the nation, and the true fate of the parties 
now was, that of the administration and 
the oppofition. ‘The adminittration was of 
courie in the hands of thofe who had 
heretofore been denominated Federalitts ; 
in the oppofition conducted on legal and 
con{titutional principles were found the 
Anti-federalifts. During two ele&ive pe- 
riods of four years, Wafhington preficed 
over the government. When that great 
man, after eightyears fervice, declined a re- 
ele&tion, Adams, whohad hitherto a&ted as 
prefident of the fenate, was elevated to the 
prefidency of the United States. His 
term of four years being about to expire, 
a new election tor Prefident and Vice-prefi- 
dent of the United States was held, to- 
wards the clofe of the year 18co. The 
candidates on the part of the adminiftra- 
tion were Adams and C. C. Pinckney, and 
on the fide of the oppofition, Jefferfon and 


Burr. The latter were elecled by a confie » 


derable majority of votes; fo that on the 
crmination of the 12th year, fince ¢h 
eee aay: Federal gover ; 
change, not only of men but of 
has been effected. The adminiftration of 
Adams, had been in many refpects odioy 
and offenfives* Weaknets and exhiiies 
gance were confpicuocus in various public 
proceedings. In fhort, a majority of the 
people having grown diffatisfied with théir 
Chief Executive Magitirate, gave their 
votes to Jefferfon and made him their Pre. 
fident. ‘This eleétion was remarkable for 
having given rife to a theoloyical as well ag 
a political oppofition to Mr. Jefferfon, 
The conftitution of the United States had 
declared, that no religious teft thould be 
required as‘a qualification to hold an 
ofhce inthe government. But in order to 
prejudice public opinion againft him, a 
pamphlet, entitled ‘*Serious Confiderations 
on the Ele&tion of a Prefident ;* and another 
denominated ‘* The Voice of Waring 
to Chiriftians, on the Enfuing Eleétion of 
a Prefident of the United States,’ were 
publifhed in New York fome time pre- 
vious to the election, to prove that Jef. 
ferfon was a Deift, and therefore unfit for 
a Prefident. The authors were believed 
to be Clergymen. ‘They were however, 
unavailing. The good fenfe of: the peo- 
ple difcerned the artifice, and avoided 
being duped by it. While thefe writers 
thus affailed Jefferfon for fuppofed infideli- 
ty, a pamphlet of a very extraordinary 
kind was levelled againft Adams. This 
was not written by one of the oppofition 
or a democrat, but by a man who had 
been the Firft Secretary of the Treafury 
and afterwards a Major General in the 
Army, under the Federal Adminiftration: 
it was intitled * A Letter from Alexan- 
der Hamilton concerning the public con- 
duct and character of John Adams, efq.” 
The object of it was to fhew the incapa- 
city of the Prefident for his ftation, by a 
review of various parts of his political 
lite, before and fince his promotion to the 
prefidency. This fingular publication pro- 
bably had no effect upon the election. It 
was full of egotifm and vanity, the very 
vices of which he accufed Adams, ‘It 
turned from Adams no votes of the admi- 
niftration-party, and it only confirmed the 
oppofition in the conviétion they had felt 
long before. Perhaps we ought to remark 
that in the courfe of thefe difcuffions, var!- 
ous anf{wers werewritten tothe publications 
againit both the prefidential candidates, 
adding indeed to the ftock of political li-

HISTORY.

Such 
performances are always perufed with in- 
tereft. 

Mr. JeFFERSON, now Prefident of the 
United States, has publifhed ** An Ap- 
pendix to his Notes on Virginia, in which 
acandid and faithful Statement of Faéts 
is given relative to the Murder of Logan’s 
Family.” ‘The calmnefs of temper and 
clearnefs of reafoning difplayed in this 
picce, muft for ever filence and confound 
thofe who called in queftion his Original 
Narrative of the celebrated Indian Speech. 
Inanew American edition of the Notes 
on Virginia, this Appendix forms part 
of the volume. 

POETRY. 

Several poetical publications have been 
offered to the public within a fhort time. 

Since the publication of Mr. WARREN 
Dutton’s ‘* Poem on the Prefent State

And we may here mention, though a 
little out of time, the ** Difcourfes of 
Bithop Seabury,”” publifhed in a moderate 
ogtavo in New York, fince the Reverend 
Author’s death. é 

Of fingle Sermons there have appeared 
feveral' purporting, to be Centurial, but 
thofe which we have feen, are little dif- 
ferent from ordinary compofitions. 

We mention, however, an exception to 
this, in the **,Sermon delivered on the Firit 
of January, 1801, by SaMUEL MiLLER, 
A.M. which includes a Review of the 
Progrefs in Literature, Science, Politits, 
and Religion, during the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury.” A work which, we regret, is not 
yet publithed from the prefs. From the 
learning, induftry, and talents of the Re- 
verend Author, great expectations are 
entertained. 

MEDICINE, 

In this department of knowledge, 
America has furnifhed its full proportion. 
The peftilential diftempers which have 
afflicted the growing cities on the At- 
lantic fide of that Continent, have given 
rife to much fpeculation and obfervation. 
It feems to be now fettled that they are 
not contagious, that is, not produced by 
fecreted fluids poffeffing fpecific-morbid 
qualities, but are the offspring of putre- 
ta&tion engendering their exciting caufe, 
either within the alimentary canal, on the 
external furface of the body, or in the 
furrounding atmofphere. In inveftigating 
the phenomena of thefe proceffes, Dr. 
Mircuite ttill continues his unwearied 
labours. After having proved, beyond 
quettion, the predominant Acidity of the 
vapours and liquids produced during the 
corruption of Jean fubltances in the hot 
feafons of America, he has proceeded to 
demonftrate the prevalence of Acidity 
alfo in the pus of fiphylitic and cancerous 
ulcers; in the remains of food about the 
teeth and gums; in the ftomach, and 
{mal} inteftines when indigeftion happens; 
and in the large inteftines when dyfentery; 
tormina, and tenefmus prevail. The 
predominance of Acidity is no lefs fre- 
quent in the perfpiratory fluids of the 
ikin. Having fatisfied himfelf that va- 
rious diftempers arofe from the accumu- 
Jation of thele four and venomous pro- 
ductions on the cuticular furface, he was 
induced to explain the origin of certain 
itching, pimples, blotches, tetters, erup- 
tions, av! foul diforders of the ikin, from 
the irritating aéion of this acid. The 
Operation of water, and frequent abhution

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or changes of linen were thus ace 

for, Even oil, and greafy unétion wusda 
neutralize a portion of this fkin-bred 
acidity. But folutions of mild alkalies 
in water would be preferable to either 
This led to a theory of the alkalies, 
and the foaps made from them in wath. 
ing both the fkin and the clothes worn 
next to it, and impregnated with the four 
excretions wiped from it. This principle 
once eltablifhed, was of ealy application 
to the alimentary canal. In common 
cafes, fournefs produced there, was over. 
come by the bile, a faponaceous and alka. 
line fluid formed for the purpofe. But 
in morbid inftances, where there was. too 
much fournefs for the bile to neutralize, 
an addition, ab extra, of fome alkaline 
folution would reinforce the bile, and quell 
the overplus of detrimental acidity, 
Alkalies therefore prudently adminiftered, 
particularly carbonate of foda, would be 
as operative and as ufeful to the furface 
of the ftomach and bowels, as to the 
furface of the fkin. And peccant quali« 
ties of the foeces were as capable of be- 
ing correéted by it, as naftinefs inherent 
in clothing. Hence was deduced a theory 
of neutral falts doing good as they under- 
went decompofition, and attracting the 
peftilential acidity of the prima viato their 
alkaline bafis. Domeitic Economy and 
Materia Medica having received thefe 
aids, Surgery came in next for a fhare 
of the benefits refulting from Dr. Mitchill’s 
difcoveries. The acid formed on the fur- 
face of malignant ulcers, and infecting 
the holds of fhips and wards of hofpitals, 
{fpreading fevers all around, was coercible 
by alkalies and folutions of potafh-foda; 
and lime admitted into the lift of Chi- 
rurgical dreffings, was of fingular effi- 
cacy to prevent bad fmells and to ftifle 
infection at its birth, as well as to pre- 
vent the exciting caufe of heétic-fever in 
the individual, from its abforption and 
agency within. The feries, however, of 
thefe memorable pieces of inductive 
philofophy, may be feen at large in the 
four volumes of the Medical Repertory 
of New York, and feveral of them im 
= Medical and Phyfical Journal of Lon- 
on. 

Blanchet’s Applications of Chemiftry to 
Medicine, which appeared laft fummer, as 
been followed by “*Ramsay’s Centurial 
Medical Addrefs,”” Mease’s * Effayson 
the Spafmodic Nature of the Dileafe, 
caufed by the Bite of a rabid Animal,” 
Caldwell’s ** Medical and Phyfical Me- 
moirs,”” and his ** Analogy between Afi- ' 
atic Plague, and American Yellow fe- 

: , ver; 












ver,” all of which do credit to their au- 
thors. “It is a pity that ** Hosacx’s In. 
troduétory Leéture on Medical Educa- 
tion,” is too poor and paltry to be placed 
in the rank of refpectable writings. 

That quarterly publication on Medi- 
cine, Surgery, Agriculture, Natural Hif- 
tory, and the Auxiliary Branches of Phi- 
lofophy, called *¢ The Medical Repo- 
fitory,"” 18 fill continued, and with in- 
creafing exertions and fpirit. It is the 
vehicle of all the knowledge on thofe fub- 
jects which America affords, and is there- 
fore highly interefting to the European, 
who wifhes to know the progrefs of in- 
formation in that extenfive and growing 
country. The two latter numbers of the 
fourth volume have appeared within the 
time of the prefent retrofpect.* They 
contain a large proportion of new and in- 
terelting matter. The facts concerning 
the {ubmerfion of fwallows, and on the 
huge foflil bones lately dug up about fe- 
venty miles north of the city of New 
York, will be valuable to the naturalift. 
The papers on the fuperiority of calca- 
reous ftcne for the houfes and pavements 
of cities—on the antipeftilential and anti- 
feptic quality of fuda—on the application 
of alkalies to ulcers, and a fumigation 
with ammoniac, sre adapted to the pur- 
poles of police-cfficers, and magiltrates 
as well as of phyficians. Various corref- 
pondents continue their communications 
about the yellow fever ; and Dr. Prieftley 
and Profeflor Woodhoufe are {till engaged 
in the phlogiftic controverfy. 

CHEMISTRY- 

Dr. PriesTvey, fince his refidence in 
America, purfues his chemical inquiries 
with great zeal. His laft pamphlet on 
“ The Refutation of the Compofition of 
Water, and on his eftablifhment of the 


Doétrine of Phlogifton,’’ hasbeen fol- 


lowed by feveral differtations of the ex- 
perimental kind, by the Profeffor of Che- 
miftry in Philadelphia, Dr. WOODHOUSE. 
In addition to thofe pieces of chemical 
difeuffion which the * Medical Repofi- 
tory’* comprizes, there are numerous other 
eflays contained in the ‘* Tranfaétions of 
the American Philofophical,”’ eftablithed 
in Philadelphia ; and fome more extant in 
“The Tranfactions of the New York 
Society, for the promotion of Agriculture, 
Arts and Manufaétures,’” whole mectings 
are now held at Albany.

«© If a man be defirous to write biogra- 
phy (fays M. Segur) it may be proper to 
feleét the lives of the moft illuftrious men ; 
but when one_is’deftined to compofe hif- 
tory, no epoch ought to be negleéted. If 
force prepares and direéts great events, 
weakne{s, cn the other hand, invites them; 
and Tacitus infpires as much intereft 
when he paints the uncertainty of Clau- 
dius,. and the difafters that enfue, as 
when he depiéts the fombre and profound 

olitics of Tiberius. In defcriptions of 
this kind (adds he), I fee no other diffe- 
rence.than what is to be found in the title- 
pages afhxed to them: I accordingly 
would have written the Hiftory of Frede- 
ric the Great, and I now publifh that of 
Frederic William IT. One of thefe has 
left a great name behind him; the other 
only occupied a great place. The former 
achieved great deeds ; the latter affifted at 
great events: but both of them ought to 
excite our curiofity, both having influenc- 
ed our deftinies, the one by his genius, the 
other by his weaknetfs.”” 

This is the juftification adopted by M. 
de Segur, relative to the choice he has 
made of an epoch; and he is at great 
pains to affure us of his love of truth, and 
his regard to impartiality ; 


€¢ Quid verum, atque decens curo et rogo, 


et omnis in hoc fum.” Hor. Epitt. 


The Citizen Ex- Ambafladoy Segur firtt 
traces the houfe of Brandenburgh up to 
the celebrated Burgeraf of Nuremberg, 
the head of the family of Hohenzollern, 
and then notices the rapid and prodigious 
rife of tha: Hultrious houfe. Deicending 
from this common anceftor te Frederick 
the Great, he prefents his readers witha 
juccinct defeription of all thofe {Uvereigns 
whofe fage economy, and unity of plans, 
founded that power which a man of genius 
at length carried to the greateft pitch of 
glory: He next comes to Frederic Wil- 

1am, who afcended the throne at the age 


of forty-two, amidft the plaudits of ana. 
tion, which they were foon taught to bluth 
for; and he feizes this Opportunity to pa 
many compliments to Prince Henry, Ln 
has acquired much of his efteem., 

The amours of Frederic William aye 
not forgotten; neither does he omit to 
particularife the adminiftration of the 
Count de Hertzberg, more efpecially thofe 
few moments of funthine which his de. 
clining age enjoyed under the fucceflor of 
the Great Frederic. 

While Segur defcribes the ambitious 
projets of Catherine II. he does not ne. 
gle&t to mention the part which he himfelf 
took with refpect to the war with the 
Turks, and he frankly confefles that he 
was not averfe from that conteft. We then 
recur to the Revolution which took place 
in Holland in 1788; but the particulars 
of this event are unfortunately huddled 
together in a bulky diplomatic Memoir, 
which of itfelf is capable of forming a 
hiftory. Having, after this, made men- 
tion of the triple alliance between Eng- 
land, Holland, and Pruflia, he recurs to 
a neighbouring nation, afcends to the 
early hiftory of the Franks, and traces 
this people to the epoch of the late memo. 
rable Revolution, of which he prefents a, 
fummary, and proves himfelf to-be a par- 
tifa. The philofophical reforms of Jo- 
feph II. and the changes in Brabant, next 
engage his attention. Of the Prince juft 
alluded to, he gives the following portrait: 
—‘* Ambitious, without genius ; enter- 
prifng, witheut conftancy ; and warlike, 
without fuccefs—the Emperor never 
allowed a fingle moment’s repofe to Eu- 
rope, was perpetually changing his plans, 
and failed in nearly all his projects. The 
war of Bavaria added lieasite to the 
crown of Frederic the Great, but produced 
not a fingle leaf for him; he menaced 
Holland, which difarmed him by means of 
a few cannon-fhot, and a paltry tribute. 
The dread of the arms of Pruffia forced 
him to make feveral impolitic conceflions 
to Ruffia, in order to purchate her alli- 
ance. He then became a courtier to Ca- 
therine, facilitated her conqueit of the 
Crimea, adorned the triumphal pomp of 
her journey into Tartary, &c. permitted 
himlelf ta be inyeigled by her into a dif 
aftrous war, which coft him 200,cco men, 
exhautied his treafures, and expofed the 
Houle of Auftria to the danger, and even 
the certainty, of ruin, if Fredevic ci

As mankind feem to have begun by oc- 
cupying their minds about the worlds 
that roll over their heads, itis but natural 
enough that they fhould conclude, by re- 
marking fome of the properties of thofe 
plants that are trampled under their feet. 
Vegetables of all kinds have been long 
fubjeSted to the rules of claffification, but 
it is not above fifty years fince their parii- 
cular organifation, and the various pheno- 
mena produced by it, have been ttudied. 
Subfequent to that period indeed, a va- 
riety of curious and interetting facts 
have been explored; but we do not 
pofels any other woik, which, like that 
of Senebier, contains all hitherto difcover- 
ed relative to the phyfiology of plants. 
The author has alre:dy diftinguifhed him- 
{elf upon many former occafions, and par- 
ticularly by his DiStionary, which ap. 
peared in 1791r. We mentioned the firtt 
edition of the prefent work, on a former 
occalion.

3. What is the influence of the caloric, 
water, air, the eletric fluid? All thefe 
queitions are attempted to be refolved by 
the author. The ftyleis in general clear, 
precife, and well-fuited to the purpofe.

Lecourbe, a French General, while lead

through Germany, having learned that a 
foreigner had been detained in prilon, by 
order of the Archduke Charles, inftantly 
fet him at liberty. This foreigner, on his 
arrival at Paris, immediately aflumed the 
name and titles affixed to this pamphlet, 
and all the world was difpofed to believe 
the fory of the unfortunate ftranger. But 


Ay sec * Pelt thy me 
the Citizen Olivier, a phytician, wo pe 
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jut arrived from Perfia, afferted, in an of- 
ficial newfpaper, called the Moniteur, 
«¢ that Charok-Shah had never been King 
of Perfia, but only Prince of Khoraflan in 
1796 ; that none of the fons of Charok had 
ever reigned; that this pretended fon of 
Charok neither knew Perfian, nor was he 
acquainted with the cuftoms and manners 
of the Perfians ; that Shad fignifies king ; 
that this Pfeudo-Shah never received mo- 
ney for abill of exchange upon Potemkin, 
after the death of that General, as he had 
aflerted ; in fhort, that the foreigner was 
an impoftor. | 

On the other hand, the Citizen Denis 
Montfort undertakes to controvert all thefe 
pofitions, and oppofes the narrative of the 
ftranger to the aflertions of his enemies, 
defcribing the virtuous Charok as a man 
who had always combated injuftice and 
overthown oppreffion. In the courfe of 
his narrative, he details his journey to Jn- 
dia, his wars againft the Turks, the Ruf- 
fians, and the Coflacks. Having been at 
Jength taken prifoner by the fecond of 
thefe nations, he was conduéted to Peterf- 
burg, and received a fum of money from 
the Emprefs Catherine, the heirefs of Po- 
temkin’s fortune. He alfo enumerates the 
grand entertainments which he received in 
Denmark, Sweden, and at Hamburg. 
Having been robbed of all his property by 
a corps of Autirians, called the Red Cloaks 
(Les Manteaux Rouges), ie refutes an 
hundred Louis, which were offered him, by 
way of compenfation, by the Archduke 
Charles, is fent to, and kept in, prifon, at 
the requeft of Suwarrow, and, on being 
releafed by the conqueror, he repairs to 
Paris, where he is now waiting for letters 
from abroad, which he hopes will clear up 
all doubts relative to him.

This work conveys a juft idea of the pre 
fent ftate of the countries and feas deferib- 
ed in it, and cannot fail to prove interelt- 
ing, when it is recolleéted, that it has 
been the theatre of fo many brilliant ex- 
ploits, both in ancient and modern times. 
The author feems, as it were, to have dug 
out ofthe bowels of the earth, a multitude 


of cities and towns, once fo flouriins 
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ous, which appeared in fucceffion 
pir remotett confines of the Bofpho- 
rus, to the ABgean Séa, the remains of 
which lie buried and conceaied. 

The Defcription of Conftantinople, 
which was the principal objectof the prefent 
voyage, affords one of the moft exaéct re- 

refentations perhaps ever given of that 
capital, as the learned traveller hath omit- 
ted nothing that could be wifhed for on 
this fubje&t. He has alfo entered into a 
variety of details relative to all the monu- 
ments, both ancient and modern, the 
mofques, the feraglio, the Baths, &c. &c. 
as well as the manners, the laws, the re- 
ligion, and the cuftoms of a people fo dif- 
ferent from the other nations of Europe, 
and even from thofe of the Eaft. 

The engravings are very fine, and in no 
particular detract from the merits of one 
ef the moft interefting books that hath 
appeared in our times.

The author fets out from Toulon, and, 
after vifiting a number of {mall iflands in 
the Archipelago, at length arrived at 
Naxia, the Naxos of the ancients. While 
examining the Grotto of Antiparos, and 
wandering over the beautiful ifland of 
Candia, he is cheerfully accompanied by 
the reader, who dwells upon, and enjoys, 
his animated defcriptions.

Manuel de Medicine Pratique, &c.—A 
Manual of Praétical Medicine, an elemen- 
tary ‘Work; to which are added feveral 
Formula for the Ufe of Surgeons, and fuch 
charitable Perfons as devote themielves to 
the Cure of the Sick in rhe Country, by 
the Citizen GgorFrRoyY, an Affociate of 
the National Inftitute, a Correfpondent of 
the Medical Society of Paris, &c. &c. 
2 vols. 8vo. Paris. . 

This work is divided into twelve fe€tions, 
in which Dr. Geoffroy treats in fucteffion 
of fevers, inflammatory and virulent dif- 
eafes, fuppreffion and augmentation of the 
ufusl evacuations, convulfions, poilons, 
&c. &c. This publication is the refult 
of the labours of a medical man, who has 
attained confiderable eminence in his pro- 
feffion, in the courfe of thirty years exten- 
five practice; and, if it be not calculated 
to accelerate the progrefs of the fcience, 
on one hand, yet it cannot be denied on 
the other, that it is likely to form an ufe- 
ful manual for thofe young practitioners, 
who may not have attained a thorough 
knowledge of their bufinefs. 

Traité Medico-Philojophique, &c—A 
Medico-philofophical ‘Treatife on Mental 
Derangement, by P. PinEL, Profeffor in 
the School of Medicine at Paris, Phyfi- 
cian to the National Hofpital for Women, 
formerly called the Sa/peiriére, and a 
Member of feveral learned Societies, 1 
vol. 8vo.of 374pages, accompanied with fi- 
gures, reprefenting the Craniums of de- 
ranged Perfons. Paris. 

The author of this treatife appears to 
have taken his hint from ‘** Smith’s The- 
ory of Moral Sentiments,’’ and to have 
combined morals and phyfic together. 

It is the avowed cb'ect of Citizen Pinel 
to treat of the medical and moral regimen 
to which a patient labouring under an 
alienation of rea‘on ought to be fubje&ted. 


He coniiders the coiitormation of the cra- 


niums of perfons inclined to madne{s, and 
alfo enters into details relative to the po- 
lice neceflary for hofpitals, &c.

tive to the Maladies which prevailed in 
Paris, during the Spring and Summer of 
the Year 7, and Autumn of the Year 8, 
by Citizen Defeffart ; and an Account of 
feveral new Medical Publications. 

Obfervations rares de Medicine, d’ Ana- 
tomie, et de Chirurgie, &c.—Sele& Obier- 
vations relative to Medicine, Anatomy, 
and Surgery ; tranflated from the Latin 
of Vander Wiel, by PLANQUE, 2 vols.

Dogtor Planque had good reafon to 
fuppofe that Van der Wiel’s work merit- 
ed a tranflation ; for thefe two volumes, 
containing one hundred and fifty cafes, 
are equally curious and interefting. 

The remarks concerning canine mad- 
nefs deferve particular attention, and con- 
firm the obfervations of Pelletau and Fa- 
vier, two of the beft French phyficians. 
One of thefe recommends wafhing the 
wounds in pure water, after which they 
are to be cauteriled by means of a hot 
iron; while the other thinks that a ftrong 
licature ought to be applied above the 
bite. All thefe modes had been recom- 
mended by Van der Wie!, with this dif- 
ference alone, that inftead of cold water, 
he prefcribes warm water or wine, with a 
little falt.

This work is replete with obfervations;

A number of celebrated Frenchmen, 
fuch as Bofluet, Mehegan, and Millor, 
have already’ publifhed Treatifes on Uni- 
verfal Hiftory, but yet the pre/ent tranfla- 
tion will be found to poffe/s merits pecu- 
Jiar to itfelf. The introductory difcourfe 
js original in its way. Being perfuaded 
that the hiftory of things fhould precede 
the narration of faés, the author makes 
his pupils acquainted with the three 
kingdoms of nature, and ail the phyfical 
changes that have taken place on the'face 
of the globe, before he fpeaks to them 
abeut hiftory. 

“ To learn general hiftory,”’ fays he, 
“itis neceflary to become intimate with. 
the various changes which the earth has 
been fubjeét to for the lat fix thonfandyears; 
it is alio neceffary to learn the changes 
which man has undergone from the time 
of Adam, and to inveftigate the caufes 
why one nation has remained ftupid, ro- 
buit, and white, while another has be- 
come intelligent, diminutive, and black. 

* Young inhabitant of the earth, doft 
thou wifh to know whither thou art to 
go, and what thou ought to do, in order 
to be happy afier this life? Addrefs 
thyfelf to religion. 

“¢ Doft thou with to know whence thou 
comelt, and why thou art not a ftupid 
Barbarian, or a difguftiny Hottentot, or a 
flat noled Negro, with thick lips, and 
woolly hair; why thou doit not devout 
men, like many of thy fellow-creatures in 
New Zealand; nor horfes, like al] thy an- 
ceftors in Germany ; in fhert, why thou 
eateft p tatoes and crn in Saxony, where 
thele vegetables did not grow in former 
tines ? 
tory.” 

Vies, Amours, et Aventures, &c.—The 
Lives, Loves, and Adventures of feveral 
lluttrious Solitaries of the Alps ; or, the 
Misfortunes that proceed from an Indul- 
gence in the Paffions, 4 vols. r2mo. 

This novel is the produétion of Citizen 
Paces, who has not added much jp his 
repu'ation by its publication.

Citizen P. A. Basse, Member of the Ly- 
ceum of Arts ac Paris, and alfo of the 
Lyceum of Sciences, Belles lettres, &c.

The author introduces his own Gram- 
mar, by obferving, that no elementary 
book on this fubject has hitherto ever met 
Monruny Maa, No. 75s 
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his eye, which was not too fimple on the 
one hand, or too bulky and abftrufe on 
the other. He of courfe confiders his 
own as a happy medium between the two 
extremes. 

Refultats Pofibles de la Journée du 1% 
Brumaire, &c.—Poflible Refults of the 
18th Brumaire ; or, a Continuation of the 
Effays on the Prefent State of France, to 
May 1, 1790, by Citizen FONVIFLLE, of 
Touloufe, 1 vol. 8vo. Paris. 

The following quotation, which is pre- 
fixed to the title-page, will give thereader 
fome idea of the author’s intentions :-— 
** It is neceffary to awaken the proprietors 
toa notion of their own dignity, for in the 
focial fyftem, either property is the batis 
of the contra&t formed among nations, ot 
that contra conftitutes nothing but dif- 
order.” The work itfelf is divided into 
three parts. The firft treats of govern. 
ment ; and, under this head, we are pre- 
{ented with a long and interefing detail on 
the finances. The influence of taxation 
on the manners, cufloms, and fituation of 
a people, conftitutes a moft fertile fource 
of inquiry. The author confiders the 
modern fyftem of borrawiag, for the pur- 
pofe of carrying on wars, &c. as the 
caule of the prefent *¢ depopulating luxu- 
ry” in Europe, which, without adding 
any thing to the relative ftrength of each 
nation, not only perpetuates the abule of 
their real ftrength, but conducts them to a 
ftate of abfolute exhauttion. According 
to him, England, which was the firlt to 
conceive and propagate this falle policy 
of loans, as a mean of attaining power, 
6¢ will foon become the victim of her fatal 
imprudence; and the gold that fhe now 
fcatters, in order to cali forch the armies 
of Europe againét Frante, mull halten this 
terrible cataftrophe.”’ 

In fine, Citizen Fonvielle deems it 3 
confideration of the uimolt importance, 
‘© to anticipate the excels of the evil occa- 
fioned by the funding fyftem ; and when- 
ever a general peace fhall clofe thewounds 
of a ten vears* war, Europe will be utterly 
unable to avoid diffolution, if all the 
powers which compole it do not haften 
with one cominon accord to make an 
“mmenfe reduction of their refpective 
forces both by fea and land.”

He begins by regulating the 
principles on which a pure and natural 
found depends; he rejects that bad tate 
which induces many to aflume a fale 
vice, and points out the true principles of 
the Italian fchool. Like Roufieau and 
D’Alembert, he confiders the principal 
d fRculty, in refpeét tg the attainment of 
mulical knowledge, as originating in the 
complex and vicious methods hitherto re- 
curred to, which, according to him, are 
at once voluminous and obf{cure. He is 
alfo of opinion, that his own fyitem will 
fupply whatever is deficient in that of 
Rameau. His doirines are fupported and 
illuftrated by the authorities of Piccini, 
Sacchini, and Gluck. 

Manuel Cofmetique, &t.—A Cofmetic 
and Odoriferous Manual; or, a Treatife 
on fuch Plan's as may ferve for Adorning, 
Painting, and Perfuming the Ladies, &c. 
to which is added the fourth Edition of 
the Toilette of Flora, by J. B. Bucuoz, 
1 vol. $vo.

The author of this work feems to have 
been irritated into the publication of it, 
by the extraordinary condu& of the 
late emperor, who, after carefling and, in 
{ome meafure, overwhelming him with fa- 
vours, at length drove him trom his ter- 
ritories, vithout the afignment of an 
jut or competent cauie. Many of the 
anecdotes are calculated to excite curio4- 
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ty, and we fhall perhaps give a fuller ae: 
count of the work hereafter.

The firtt Mecting of the Commiffic 
minated for the Lrafure of Atheitts. 

This pleafantry has been publithed in 
confequence of the appearance of a work, 
intitled ** the D.ciionary of Atheifs,” 
It is pretended thot a multitude of protefts 
have been pre‘ented froma variety of per- 
fons, in oppolition to various names, un- 
juftly inferibed on the lft of Atheifts. 

** Every reclamation” (fays the narrator) 
was fubmitted to deliberation, and here 
follows the refult of the difcuffion that en. 
fued, 

‘¢ A Jefuit, who petitioned in favour of 
Jerome Lalande, aflerted that he had feen 
him ‘affifting at mats, along with the fa. 
thers of the company of Jefus at Rome; 
and that he had cited, in his Elements of 
Aftronomy, the following line:

Notwithfianding this was urged with 
great warmth, yet, the committee havin

4. “ A report fhall be immediately de- 
livered in, relative to Afpafia, the Empe- 
ror of China, the Publicift, Albert he 
Great, and alfo the Great Mogul, all of 
whom have been infcribed in the Dictio- 
nary of Atheifts. 

5. ** The greater part of the protefts 
that Mrrive daily, appear to be well found- 
ed, and jt is believed, that no more than 
five or fix Atheilts will remain on the lift, 
out of which there are at lealt three of 
four, who have not acted honeftly, and 
with good faith, and who will mott aflurediy 
become men of Ged, the moment they pel 
ceive themfelves deprived of the elteem of 
the public and their friends.”

furd to merit a ferious refutation, and

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would be difficult to choofe a happier 
mode than the prefent to attack a produc.

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be deftitute of that drynefs with which 
works of this nature are but too often and 
too july reproached. The publication 
by La Croix has hitherto been corfidered 
as the beft in the French language; but 
fomething is fill wanting ; and the one 
now before us, netwithftanding its pomp- 
ous title, is not capable of fupplying the 
deficiency.

He alfo had commanded a fef- 
tival in honour of our anceftcrs, in the 
farre manneras the firft fenators of Rome 
enjoived the apotheofis of Romulus, whom 
they had maffacred. In addition to this, 
he decreed the immortality of the foul, 
with the fame view as his aceomplices 
talked of virtue-—-jt was doubtieis with

A Selection of the bett Pieces of Ruffian 
literature, irom the earlieft Date to the 
reign of Catherine I]. tranflated into 
French, by M. L. Pappano Pauto, and 
the Cit. GALLET, 1 vol. 8vo. 

The Editors, with great propriety, re. 
mind the reader, that while perufing this 
colie&tion, he ought never to forget, that 
but a century fince, Raffia did not poflels 
any {pecies of litcrature, and that to late 
as 1735, there was not to much as q 
Ruffian Diionary in exiftence. We are 
prefented, on the prefent cccafion, with 
an Ode by Frediakowki, on the Surrender 
of Dantzig, in 1734.3; Six Odes of Lomo- 
noiow, on Births, remarkable Events, &¢, 
during the years 1752, 1754, 1759, 1761, 
1762, and 1764. We allo find two Cantos 
of a Poem, intitled ** Peter the Great,” by 
Alexander Soumarocow, preceded by five 
chapters relaiive to the Revolt otf the 
Strelitzes, in 1682; a Letter from Veltaire 
to Soumarocow, ** Dimitri le Pfeudonyme,” 
a ‘Tragedy, and the ** Ufurer, a Comedy, 
alfo by Soumarocow. 

Some of the odes abound with genius, 
but they are debafed by a fervile adula. 
tion, and the poem is deftitute of a pro- 
per plan. In the §* Falie Demetrius,” 
there is a convincing proof, that the au- 
thor confidered the nation as emancipating 
itfelf from barbarifm, for he fpecks of 
philofophy and the rights of the people. 

In the ** Ufurer,”” it is obferved, * that 
every animal experiences the paflion of 
luve, and joins with a mate, but man a- 
Jone dreams of hoarding wealth.” Voltaire, 
according to the epittle which we have 
jutt alluded to, after flattering both Sou- 

1arocow and Catherine, concludes thus— 
«© At Rome we hear of nothing but pro- 
ceflions, and in Greece, of nothing but 
the battinado. It is abfolutely neceflary, 
then, to have fovereigns who love the 
ars, who are acquainted with, and who 
encourage them.””

Guerre de Troye, &c.—The War of 
Troy, from the Death of Heétor to the 
Ruin of that City, a Poem, in fourteen 
Cantos, by Quintus, of Smyrna, being 
a Continuation of the Iliad ; tranflated, 
for the firft Time, from the Greek into 
the Fiench, by R. Tourlet, Royal Phy- 
fician, and Member of the Academic 
Society of Sciences, fitting at the Louvre, 
2 vols. 8vo. with an engraving. 

The French have excelled all the other 
European nations, in refpe& to tranfla- 
tions from the Greek and Latin, and the 
prefent will not detract from the fame fo 
juftly acquired by their Men of Letters, 
Here follows a fhort analyfis of the 
work : 

In the firft Canto, the Poet, after open- 
ing a fummary of the events that fuc- 
ceeded the death and funeral of Hector, 
mentions the arrival of the Amazon Pen- 
thefilea, in Troy; details her exploits ; 
her combat with Achilles; her fall, and 
the regret of the hero on this event, who 
puts Therfites to death foon after. 

Canto II. Memnon, fon of Aurora, 
having arrived from Ethiopia, new com: 
bats enfue. After killing Antilochus, 
fon of Neftor, he himfelf falls beneath 
the fword of Achilles, and all the Ethi- 
opians, his followers, are transformed into 
birds. 

Canto IIT. The combat between Apollo 
and Achilles; the death of the latter; 
the bloody combats that enfue between 
the rival nations, about the corpfe © 
the dcceafed hero. 

_ Canto lV. The Trojans celebrate the 
funeral of Glaucus. 

Canto V. Ulyfles receives the arms of 

* ; Achilles; 
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Achilles, as the. greateft of the Greeks ; 
on this, Ajax; overcome with rage and 
vexation, puts himfelf to death. The Poet 
defcribes the tuneral of the hero. 

Canto VI. Calchas propofes that 
Neoptolemus, the fon of Achilles, thould 
be juvited to join the Greeks, and Ulyiles 
and Diomede fet off, in order to conduct 
him tothe camp. Inthe mean time the 
Trojans, being encouraged by the prefence 
of Eurypilus, grandfon of Hercules, at- 
tack the befiegers, and kill feveral of 
their chiefs. 

Canto VII. The Trojans continue to 
prefs the Greeks, and drive them behind 
their entrenchments, but on the arrival of 
Achilles, fortune becomes lefs favourable 
to the belieged. 

Canto VIIf. Combat between Eury- 
pilus and Neoptolemus, in which the 
latter falls. 

Carto 1X. New battles; victory de. 
claring againit the Greeks, an embafly, 
coniilting of Diomede and Ulyfles, by the 
advice of Calchas, is dif{patched to Phi- 
loctetes, who had been left in the Ifle of 
Lemnos; thefe two warriors at length 
jucceed in calming the refentment of the 
hero, who poffefles the arrows of Her- 
cules, and ne is brought to the camp, 


where he is cured of his wounds by Poli-. 


darus. 

Canto X. Combat between Philoctetes 
and Paris, in which the latter, being 
wounded, quits the field of battle. 

Canto XI. A new affault on the part 
of the befiegers ;—this is the moft unin. 
terefting portion of the whole poem. 

Canto XII. Calchas adviles the Greeks 
Ro longer to think of -taking Troy by 
force, but to recur to ftratagem. On this, 
Ulyfles conceives the expedient of a 
wooden horfe. 


Canto XIEI. The city being-taken, is - 


facked and burnt ; the defcription of the 
accompanying horrors occupies the whole 
of this Canto. 

In the XIVth and Jaft Canto, the van- 
quithers divide among them the {poils of 
the captives ; the departure of the fleet ; 
an account of the ftorm that enfues; the 
difperfion and ruin of the thips, and the 
ccath of a multitude of the Greeks, in 
confequence of the intervention of the 
Deities favourable to the Trojans.

RETROSPECT OF SPANISH LITERATURE, during the Year 1800, and 


continued to MAY, 1801.

IN the préceding year we fubmitted to 
our readers a Retrofpe&t of Spanifh Li- 
terature, diftinguifhed under the different 
departments of Arts and Sciences. At 
the commencement of the prefent we were 
reluctantly conftrained to difappoint the 
public in the continuation of that fubject ; 
but it is with pleafure we announce on 
this occafion that the obitruétions have 
been overcome, and that we have been 
enabled not only to fupply the acknow- 
ledgzed deficiency, but to defcend in our 
hiftory of the literature of that country 
to the lateft accounts that in the regular 
courfe of conveyance were capable of be- 
ing received. 

It has been admitted by the moft pro- 
found obfervers of intelle&t that the pe- 
riod of tranquillity is the leaft favourable 
to its energies, and that its moitt fublime 
efforts have rilen to day and glory, in 
times of public dangers While we la- 
ment the devaftation of the human fpe- 
cies in the violence of war, we may be 
allowed to confole ourfelves, if the pure 
Jambent flame of fcience rife from the 
afhes of martial ruin; we may be per- 
mitted to indulge a momentary {mile if 
the general collifion of deftructive adivit 
enkindle a few brilliant {parks to pervade 
the gloom. 

We dare not fay that the national tor- 
pidity in this fouthern kingdom has been 
—— removed—that the fountains of 
knowledge have poured forth an impetu- 


ous torrent—the progrefs of mind, 
however, if not rapid, is apparent, and 
is ftrikingly indicative of the amcliorated 
condition of fociety in that kingdom. 

In the beginning of the fix'centh cen. 
tury, on the acceflion of the Aulirian fa- 
mily to the throne of Spain, that nation 
occupied a diftinguifhed rank in arms and 
literature; whatever at this time may be 
her deferts in nulitary\tame, the candour 
of the fcientific mind will obfcive with 
fatisfaclion that in the peaceful and orna- 
mental arts of life—in the developement 
of talent, and the ebullition of genius—her 
recent hiftory has merited the refpect of 
the neighbouring ftartes. 

Inthe Britith Muteum we have feen a 
curious catalogue of Arabian produétions 
which have furvived the tempeit of hu- 
man paffions : in the Monkihh inftitutions 
of Spain many of thefe have been pre- 
ferved by the lovers of fcience, who re- 
{cued them from oblivion during a period 
of general calamity: the fpirit ot tuper- 
ftition has concealed them from public no- 
tice, and we are concerned to fay that they 
are yet involved in the fame obfcurity: 
we fhall joyfully hail the day when they 
fhall be no longer entombed—when the 


powerful mandate of truth fhall burft the | 


cearments artifice has impofed, and the 
trea(ures of Eaftern learning fhall be pour- 
ed forth to juftify the hopes, and gratify 
the withes, of the friends of {cience.

view, ithas been impoffible for us to com- 

rife all the fubjects chat have emanated 
from the Spanith prefs, within the period 
of our exanunation : the theological, pole- 
mical, ana devotional! pieces are extremely 
numerous; i this clas therefore we have 
been ovliged to exclude trom our lift a 
variety ot valuable publications, but we 
hope, with this fingle exception, our Re. 
trotpect will exhibit a competent view of 
the comp+rative attention paid by the 
Spanith literati to the feveral depart- 


ments of tcience. 3 


It will be feen that agriculture has en- 
grofled nu favall degree ot public regard— 
tha: locieties for its promotion have been 
formed—that the modern improvements 
introduced into England have travelled to 
that luxuriant peniniula, and that the 
principles of chemiftry and botany have 
beca reforted to, to increafe the fund of 
practical knowledge. On this head a 
larg: fieid of intormation is opened by 
Spanifh mgenuity and experience, in the 
management ot fheep, the improvement 
of wool, and the patturage adapted to that 
ufeful animal, which muft be acceptable 
in every region of the world, 7 

Ac an early period the Saracenic-ftu- 
dents in medicine, refiding in- Spain, were 
of the highelt celebrity in Europe: on 
their depar ure the 1ubjeé&t was negl<cted, 
notwithitanding its importance in allevi- 
ating human infirmity; but it will be 
feen in this review that it has excited a 
grcat degree of recent attention—that the 
folly aud danger of empyricifm has been 
exchanged for method and fcience; and 
that the vaccine inoculation (the moft va- 
luable difcovery of modern times,) 
has been introduced into that country, to 
diminith the multifarious fources of human 
milery, | ; 

In the lift of theatrical compofitions the 
Englith reader will be flattered with the 
introdustion given to our favourite dra- 
matic bard; and the lover of German li- 
terature will be gratified that the fimpli- 
city and fentiment of Kotzebue has for 
an inttant obicured the antics and gri- 
mace ot the Spamth Gracio/o. 

If we admit that trade is a plant which 
flourifhes moft in a fiiuation where it 
has the greateft room to expand—that 
all interference with trade, by laws 
and political regulations, gradually ene 
fecbles and ultimately deftroys it; yet 
there will be occafions where royal patron- 
age may be extended—where royal mu- 
uifcence may be applied, to give activity 
new Jprings of improvement and opu- 
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lence ; and we expeé this will be the ef. 

fed ‘ot the liberality of the Spanifh mos 
narch in the encouragement he has piven 
to the filk manutaéture, under the condu& 
of the induftrious Catalan. The benefits 
of trade to any particular ftate have been 
fuppofed to depend on the activity of that 
fate, and the general fupinenefs and in- 
dolence of others: vanith for ever thofe 
views of fociety which would exhibit hap- 
pinefs in the faturity and triumph of aa 
infulated clan, and in the penury and bu- 
miliation of a proftrate world: fuch princi- 
ples are equally deceptive and atrocious : 
nothing fo much conduces to the advan- 
tages of commerce as general induttry, 
direGted to draw forth ali the treafures of 
each individual ftate, and the confiden- 
tial and extenfive incerchange of the abun- 
dance with whith by nature they are refs 
pectively fupplied: the Briton will there- 
fore fee with delight in this Retrofpeét, 
that,the commercial {pirit is invited and 
patronized in Spain; and while his phi- 
lanthropy is pleafed with the increale of 
felicity in a diftant country, his darling 
prejudices in favor of his own will receive 
a new fund of gratification. 

With regret we obferve, that in this 
analyfis the original compofitions are nei- 
ther the moit interefting or the moft nu- 
merous. Spain muft yet greatly depend 
on the affiftance the receives {rom the 
more enlightened parts of Europe; but 
we notice with fatistaétion the fymptoms 
of improvement in the condeiceniion with 
which the has accepted the proffered aid, 
and the difcernment with which fhe has 
fele&ted the mott valuable donatives from 
the abundant ftores of foreign erudition. 
Such are the remarks with which we fub- 
mit our Retrofpeét to the public: our prin- 
cipal objeé&t has been togive a fummary 


~view of literature in Spain to the natives 


of our own country, yet we hope nothing 
we have faid will give offence to the Spa- 
nith patriot; every fucceeding year we 
have feen fcience advance in that coun- 
try with a firm and tranquil ftep, and we 
expeét the moft beneficial effects to refult 
from her favourable reception.

Is fuddenly become a very produétive 

field of literature; furely it is fymptoma- 


tic of great impending revolutions in the 


public conftitution of Germany, that the 
law of nature, of nations, of provinces, of 
cities, fhould ona fudden rind fo many ex- 
pofitors and fo many critics, and that fy{- 
tems for its improvement fhould emanate 
from almott every univerfity in the empire.
